LOW DEATH RATE 


Manchester Shows Slight Increase Over Last 
Year, While Birth Rate Increases and 
Marriage Remains About the Same 


We publish today a complete list of 
the births, deaths and marriages re- 
corded in the town of Manchester for 
the year 1905. It is interesting to 
note that the death rate of the town 
remains practically the same,—35 
deaths being recorded, and some of 
these were non-residents of the town. 
Of that number eleven were over 80 
years of age, and 24 were over 50, 
and as five were children, there re- 
mains but six deaths of persons in 
middle life, which is a remarkable low 
rate for a town with a population of 
2500. Of the total number of deaths 
19 were males and 16 females There 
were 27 marriages recorded dur- 
ing the year, the same as in 1904. The 
birth rate which had not changed ma- 
terially for three years back, shows an 
increase the past year of seven. The 
figures for the past four years are:

John Lycett 


Captain John Lycett passed away 
at his home off Magnolia avenue, 
Magnolia, early Thursday morning at 
the age of 77 years, 6 months, after 
an illness of five weeks. 

Few people at Magnolia were bet- 
ter known among the summer resi- 
dents and hotel guests than Captain 
Lycett, he having been engaged for 
the past 25 years in the yachting and 
boat business, taking out parties and 
letting sail and row boats. He will 
be greatly missed by these people, 
many of whom have known him for 
the last 25 years. 

John Lycett was born on July 4, 
1828, on a ship in Boston harbor. The 
first 22 years of his life he lived in 
Yarmouth, N.S., but 55 years ago he 
moved to Magnolia and has lived 
there since. In fact, he was one of 
the oldest inhabitants of Magnolia 
and grew up with the place as it de- 
veloped into one of the most popular 
resorts in New England.

In its special financial and commer- 
cial section last Sunday the Boston 
Herald included two North Shore 
concerns among the four mentioned 
in the article on ‘The Modern Con- 
tracts’— Connolly Bros. of Beverly 
Farms heading the list. 


Auto enthusiasts are now watching 
for some new auto laws, and are won- 
dering if the suggestion of Major Hig- 
ginson and his associates, that the 
matter of speed regulations be left in 
the hands of the highway commission- 
ers, will be recognized. We are in- 
clined to think this will be a step in 
the right direction. 


Mistakes! We are all apt to make 
them; but no one is quite so apt as the 
editor. Few persons realize the diffi- 
culty met in conducting a newspaper 
and the ease with which items find 
their way into a paper which are 
without the least semblance of truth. 
If an editor had to “look up” and 
verify every item of news before 
printing he probably never would half 
fill his columns. The result is that he 
has to take a great many things by 
hearsay and trust a deal to luck that 
they come from a truthful source. 
But sometimes the item that one sup- 


poses comes from a most reliable 
source proves utterly unfounded. One 
such item found its way into our col- 
umns last week, announcing the death 
of a child in Gloucester. The item 
came to us at the last minute, and not 
having time to verify it, and thinking 
the source from which it came the 
most reliable under the circumstances, 
we printed the news only to find we 
were entirely wrong. It was an un- 
fortunate error. 


Destroying Moth Nests 

Several complaints have come to 
State Superintendent Kirkland con- 
cerning persons who have made exor- 
bitant charges for destroying brown- 
tail moth nests on private estates, 
and more particularly concerning 
those individuals who have done poor 
work against the moths on such es- 
tates. Numerous cases have been 
reported to the state office where con- 
tractors who cleared trees of brown- 
tail moths neglected to destroy the 
gypsy moths; in other cases brown- 
tail moth webs have been left in large 
numbers on the ground without burn- 
ing them. To prevent such imposi- 
tions on the public, Superintendent 
Kirkland suggests that,-in cases of 
doubt as to the cost or quality of 
work done, it will be well to withhold 
payment until the work has beenjex- 
amined by a state inspector, or,{pre- 
ferably by the local superintendent in 
charge of the town work. There are 
numerous reputable contractors doing 
work against the moths and a list of 
the same may be obtained by apply- 
ing to the office of the State Superin- 
tendent at 6 Beacon street, Boston. 
Any payment of money obtained 
under false pretences in connection 
with moth work should be promptly 
reported to the State Superintendent, 
who will assist in prosecuting the 
case where sufficient evidence can be 
obtained. 


North Shore Roads 

Mayor Wallis said in his inaugural 
address Monday that Beverly had 
spent more money on roads_the past 
year than ever before. The interest 
which the summer residents have in 
good roads may be seen from his 
figures. He said in part: 

“The summer residents have been 


most liberal in helping Beverly in 
road construction the past year; they 
have paid $25,742 of the expense of 
building the State highway from Chap- 
man’s Corner to the Manchester line, 
which has already cost $30,249, the 
State paying the balance. They have 
also paid $1,800 for the widening of 
Brower’s Corner; bonuses for early 
completion and patching up of roads 
to be completed next year ; for macad- 
amizing 1,100 feet on Haskell street, 
$513.30, the city furnishing the stone; 
for repairs and improvements on Com- 
mon lane, $398 ; Thissell street, $60 ; 
Greenwood avenue, $143; Boyles and 
Standley streets, $373; Essex street, 
$63, and for signs, $308. They have 
also paid $636.13 toward the cost of 
widening Hart street in front of the 
Murray, Fenno and Bennett proper- 
ties, the balance of the cost being paid 
as follows: the county paying $818 
and the city $1,000. This makes a 
total of over $2,000 paid by the sum- 
mer residents on other roads than the 
State highway. I am also informed 
that they have subscribed and paid 
for repairs on private wood roads 
$890. They have also agreed to pay 
$700 towards repairing Brimbal ave- 
nue. 

«<The city has expended on street 
construction and repairs $53,654, 
which sum includes $14,272 for city 
teams, $2,600 for bridges and $2,800 
for street watering. The sum of 
$18,362 has also been paid for special 
work, making a total of $72,016 paid 
on street construction. More work 
has been done by this department than 
in any previons year of its history. It 
is recommended that during the com- 
ing year work be done on Hart, Oak, 
Everett, Hale, Hull, Dane, Central, 
Abbott, Park, Elliott, Colon, Essex 
and Bridge streets.” 


. WHISPERINGS.

Rev. George L.. Gleason, former 
pastor of the Congregational church, 
and who is still pleasantly remem- 
bered here, has resigned his pastorate 
of the Riverside church, Haverhill, 
the reasons assigned being his in- 
creasing age (he will enter his 72nd 


year next month) and his belief that — 


the interests of the growing church 
had better be committed to younger 
hands. ‘He is the oldest pastor and 
has held the longest pastorate of any 
minister in the association, nearly 18 
years’’ says the Haverhill Gazette.

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There is much conjecture as to the 
redistricting of the representative dis- 
tricts under the new conditions pro- 
duced by the State census of 1905. 
For the next ten years the basis will 
be one representative to each 2,809 
voters. The Newburyport correspond- 
ent of the Boston Herald places Man- 
hester in a district with wards 4, 5 and 
8, Gloucester, making a total vote of 
2,768. 


The legislators from this district 
fared well in the list of committee 
assignments given out at the State 
House last week. Rep. Vittum was 
given a place on the committee on 
railroads, one of the most. important 
joint committees; Rep. Brooks of Bev- 
erly Farms was again placed on the 
committee on harbors and_ public 
lands, and Senator Schofield of Ips- 
wich is an the ways and means, and 
prisons. 


Governor Guild, in his inaugural 
address last week, brought forward a 
new point relative to automobile fines, 
and is somewhat in line with the 
recommendations of Major Higginson 
of the Safe Roads association. He 
says that the machines are particularly 
destructive to the surface of the roads, 
and as the State highways are largely 
a gift from the commonwealth to the 
town or the city, he suggests that for 
the damage done to the highways by 
the automobiles, if for no other, all 
fines for overspeeding should be paid 


to the State and applied to the repairs 
of highways. 


We are of the opinion that the sug- 
gestion offered by our contemporary, 
the Cricket, last week, that the name 
for the new primary school building 
be the “‘A. E. Lowe school” is good. 
It is the name which we favor, and 
which we think the town should de- 
cide upon. Whom could we better 
commemorate than that great good 
soul! Hehas served the town on the 
school board and in his almost 100 
years of life in Manchester he has al- 
ways worked for her best educational 
and spiritual as well as material wel- 
fare. A communication in another 
column suggesting that the school 
be called “The Russell Sturgis 
school,’”’ and we have also heard sug- 
gested ‘‘The John Priceschool.’”’ The 
matter will be decided at the annual 
town meeting in March. 


At the special town meeting in 
Manchester next Monday evening, 
the matter of more money for the sup- 
pression of the brown-tail and gypsy 
moths will come up. This is a matter 
which should be of vital interest to 
every Manchester voter. True it is, 
the town has spent a $1000 the past 
year in fighting this pest, as that 
amount was appropriated at the 
March meeting for the destruction of 
“brown-tails.”” It has since appeared 
there are gypsy nests in abundance, 
also, and it should not bea question of 
several hundred dollars. Manchester 
being a summer resort, depends to a 
large extent On its natural beauty for 
attractions, and we cannot afford to 
have these trees defoliated. We can- 
not afford, either, to subject our sum- 
mer visitors or our own families to 
the pain and suffering caused by 
brown-tail itch. The work of destroy- 
ing nests, on parks, streets and cem- 
eteries has been completed and the 
work will henceforth be directed 
toward private property. 

An appropriation of $2000 ought to 
cover the present needs. 


Road Improvements 
“We are very glad to have these 
summer people come here but they 
are by no means essential to the wel- 
fare of the city.” 
The Cape Ann News, we are afraid, 


is a little off in making such a state- 
ment as this. The city of Gloucester 
owes a great deal to the summer peo- 
ple, so-called, the same as we do in 
Manchester and all along the North 
Shore, and to throw cold water on 
“the goose that lays the golden eggs” 
is mighty poor policy. Ask the mer- 
chants what they think of it! They 
say, one and all, they long for the re- 
turn of the summer season. It is 
then they make their money. The 
wealth of the land pours in and hun- 
dreds—yes, thousands of people crowd 
the picturesque shores,—at Bass 
Rocks, East Gloucester, Annisquam, 
and at beautiful and popular Mag- 
nolia. Ask your storekeepers in 
Gloucester if the people aren’t ‘‘es- 
sential to the welfare of the city.” 

The ews may be right in saying 
“the common council certainly did a 
very sensible thing at its meeting 
Tuesday night in turning down the 
proposed loan of $75,000 for highway 
improvements,’”’ and that “the expen- 
diture of $25,000 in Magnolia is un- 
called for and unnecessary,” but we 
do think it is high time to do some- 
thing in the line of improvements in 
Magnolia. The resort is a little 
paradise in the summer season, but it 
certainly lacks what can be called 
good roads. 

‘‘To be sure,” admits the News, 
‘‘these people pay taxes and are en- 
titled to all the conveniences that 
Gloucester can afford to give them, 
but why we should saddle a debt of 
$25,000 upon the people of Annis- 
quam, Lanesville, East Gloucester 
and the city proper to give these peo- 
ple more than we have ourselves 
passes the comprehension of the ordi- 
nary tax payer and property owner.” 

And, on the other hand, may we 
ask, why should Magnolia furnish such 
a large proportion of Gloucester’s taxes 
and get practically nothing in return? 

The Magnotia residents, like those 
all along the shore, want good roads, 
and they should have them. Good 
roads is a good stock in trade. Man- 
chester has found it so.

THE MANCHESTER OF 
THIRTY-FIVE YEARS AGO 


Correspondent sends in Communication Printed 
in Boston Paper—also Copy of Famous 
“Blue Laws” of Connecticut for Perusal of 
Breeze Readers. 


MANCHESTER, Jan. 8, 1906. 


Dear Mr. Lodge: It has been a 
habit of mine to cut out and save arti- 
cles that appeal to or in an especial 
way interest me. Occasionally I in- 
dulge in a pastime that usually occurs 
a little later with the ladies ; they call 
it cleaning up. With me it is more 
like cleaning out, as most of my col- 
lection finds its appropriate place in 
the waste basket. I have just had an 
attack of this kind, perhaps not as 
violent as sometimes, and have saved 
two articles which I thought might 
interest your readers— one a letter 
written 35 years ago, and appearing 
in one of the Boston papers. Most of 
the people referred to and the in- 
cidents related will come to the mind 
by way of remembrance, as the older 
citizens of the town read the letter 
which I enclose. 

I also send youa copy of the famous 
Connecticut “Blue Laws,’’-—not that 
I would advocate in our day and gen- 
eration anything quite as stringent. 
I have a feeling, however, there is a 
path somewhere, between the lax 
moral sentiment and weak enforce- 
ment of law as we see it today, and 
those old ‘“‘Blue Laws”’ that we as a 
people should speedily find, and hav- 
ing found—walk in it.

MANCHESTER, Mass., Aug. 2, 1870. 

This seaboard town, dear 7vaveller, 
makes no great figure on the map; is 
hardly ever named among the water- 
ing places, yet it has, in my opinion, 
beauty and variety enough for five- 
and-twenty of them. Broken into 
hill and valley, woodland and meadow, 
ravine and glade, it presents at almost 
every point some fresh and charming 
prospect ; some picturesque and pecu- 
liar view which the beholder wishes 
ever to remember. The town, or vil- 
lage itself, is in a rich green valley, 
walled in from the ocean by a bold 
and craggy line of primitive rock. 

It is almost entirely surrounded by 
wooded eminences, and is intersected 
by a pretty little streamlet, which 
after turning ‘a busy mill,” spreads 
out into a beautiful bay communicat- 
ing, by a channel flanked upon the 
right and left by precipitous buttresses 
of granite, with the ocean. This 
brook from which the speckled trout 
is sometimes taken, is denominated 
“Jeffrey's Creek,” and thus perpetu- 
ates the name of the original settler of 
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the town. On one of the rocky em- 
inences rising from the right bank of 
this stream, stands out in fine relief 
the old revolutionary powder-house, 
now empty as a drum, yet still en- 
hancing in no small degree the pic- 
turesqueness of the landscape. 


THE PEOPLE OF MANCHESTER 


The people of this unique and 
granite-guarded town are wide awake, 
progressive, temperate, frugal, hos- 
pitable and above-board. They make 
the very best cabinet furniture in the 
world, and raise the very fairest— 
please not spell this sourest—straw- 
berries. In political discussion and in 
vocal music they have few superiors— 
and will sing for you “Jerusalem, my 
happy home,” or unfold the plans of 
Napoleon III. with equal skill and 
cleverness. The postmaster is a 
Frenchman, who for gallant service 
in the war, was called to run this in- 
stitution. He is earnest, affable, 
patriotic, rononce, and well deserving 
a good slice of ‘Uncle Samuel’s 
bread.”’ 

The hotel is of the old vegzme; but 
mine host is genial, sensible and oblig- 
ing; and if you fancy comfort more 
than long bills, or senseless ceremony, 
why then stop here. 


ABOUT MANCHESTER 


Manchester has but two churches, 
Congregational and Baptist, now re- 
pectively and effectively directed by 
the Rev. Mr. Gleason and the Rev. 
Mr. Miller. The educational interests 
of the town are safely in the hands of 
Mr. Sargent; and the sanitary, in 
those of the modest yet skilful Dr. 
Priest: 

The “stern and rockbound coast” 
of Mrs. Hemans applies to Manches- 
ter more pertinently than to any other 
of our seaboard towns—a wall of 
granite rock, rifted and jagged, with 
here and there a seam of slate, and 
rising up from ten to fifty feet, some- 
times jutting out into the wildest and 
boldest promontories of naked rock, 
as “‘Eagle Head” ; sometimes falling 
back a little from the sea to make 
room for a sandy beach, runs along to 
form the southeastern barrier of the 
town ; and upon the headlands and 
the slopes between, or plateaus in the 
rear, the summer residents have 
erected mansions varying as to size 
and architectural style according to 
the taste and means of the proprietors. 
From the sea, these residences, 
crowning the heights or nestled in 
among the groves which in some places 
seem to meet the ocean wave, appear 
to very great advantage, and with the 
wooded hills in the interior, form a 
panorama which is without a parallel 
on our coast. Among these mansions, 
those of the Messrs. Curtis, that of 


Mr. R. H. Dana, Mr. Towne, Tappan, 
Sturgis, of the actors, J. B. Booth and 
Conway, make a very fine appearance. 
The mansion of the latter gentleman 
rises up prominently from a kind of 
central eminence, torms a striking 
picture in the landscape, and _ seen 
either from the bay, or distant hills, it 
awakens admiration and reflects much 
honor on the genius of the builder. 
The owner had a narrow escape 
from the performance of ‘a tragic 
part” on Saturday, but “All is well 
that ends well.’ He was in a dory 
with his son and servant off some dis- 
tance from the shore, when suddenly 
the boat upset and over they went 
into the ‘‘vasty deep.” A boat came 
up, but Mr. C., immense in weight, 
was floundering about—as I had the 
story—-like a whale harpooned and 
hampered ‘“swilled with wild and 
wasteful ocean.” He “blew” at last 
—the actor was the father here—and 
out of the engulphing brine the gurg- 
ling cry came up as from the cave of 
fEolus : ‘Save the boys, the boys; 
I'll shift it for myself!” The boat 
took up the boys—the father would 
have swamped it in an instant—and 
he had the presence of mind to see it. 
So resting his right hand lightly on 
the bow, he was towed, still flounder- 
ing through the water like a captured 
whale, or huge leviathan, in safety to 
theshore, and amid the acclamations of 
the audience the curtain fell. Mr. C. 
is, by the by, very much of a gentle- 
man, and highly respected by the citi- 
zens of Manchester. The house of 
Mr. Booth, though less imposing, is 
still unique and beautiful. The Stars 
and Stripes are floating over it and a

THe Brut Laws.—-The famous 
blue laws of Connecticut, about which 
so much is heard, are as follows. 
They were enacted by the people of 
the ‘Dominion of New Haven,” and 
became known as the blue laws be- 
cause they were printed on blue 
paper : 

The governor and magistrates con- 
vened in general assembly are the su- 
preme power under God, of this inde- 
pendent dominion. From the deter- 
mination of the assembly no appeal 
shall be made. 

No one shall be a free man or give 
a vote unless he is converted and a 
member of one of the churches al- 
lowed in the dominion. 

Each freeman shall swear by the 
blessed God to bear true allegiance to 
this dominion, and that Jesus is the 
only king. 

No dissenter from the established 
worship of this dominion shall be al- 


lowed to give a vote for electing of 


magistrates or any officer. 

No food or lodging shall be offered 
to a heretic. 

No one to cross a river on the Sab- 
bath but authorized clergymen. 

No one shall travel, cook vituals, 
make beds, sweep house, cut hair, or 
shave on the Sabbath day. 

No one shall kiss his or her chil- 
dren on the Sabbath or fasting days. 

The Sabbath day shall begin at sun- 
set Saturday. 

Whoever wears clothes trimmed 
with gold, silver or bone lace, above 
one shilling per yard, shall be pre- 
sented by the grand jurors, and the 
selectmen shall tax the estate three 
hundred pounds. 

No one shal] eat mince pies, dance, 
play cards or play any instrument of 
music except the drum, trumpet and 
jewsharp. 


SALEM, 


MASS. 
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Whoever brings cards or dice into 
the dominion shall pay a fine of five 
pounds. 

Every ratable person who refuses 
to pay his proportion to support the 
minister of town or parish, shall be 
fined five pounds and five shillings 
every quarter. 

No gospel minister shall join people 
in marriage. The magistrate shall 
join them in marriage, as he may do 
it with less scandal to Christ’s church. 

When parents refuse their children 
convenient marriages, the magistrate 
shall determine the point. 

Adultery shall be punished with 
death. 

A man who strikes his wife shall be 
fined ten pounds. 

A woman who strikes her husband 
shall be punished as the law directs. 

No man shall court a maid in per- 
son or by letter without obtaining the 
consent of her parents; five pounds 
penalty for the first offence, ten for 
the second, and for the third imprison- 
ment during the pleasure of the court.

ENGLISH ESSAYISTS 
(Continued from Page 1, 2d col.) 


‘ whom went beyond their leader. The 
field was an attractive one, and was 
cultivated by many writers with great 
painstaking and assiduity. The essay 
became the fashionable form of com- 
position and of interesting the reading 
public. 

The prince of English essayists was 
no doubt Addison (1672-1719) as Mon- 
taigne held the same rank incontest- 
ably in France. But Addison was one 
of a distinguished group, of which he 
was the bright, particular star. Among 
these, though they were not all con- 
temporaries, were Sir William Temple, 
Defoe, Steele, Sterne, Swift, Pope 
and Johnson. Some of these writers 
were scarcely the inferiors of Addison 
in literary power, some of them even 
surpassed him in certain directions ; 
but Time that tests all has pronounced 
in favor of Addison as the essayist, 
par excellence, of the English tongue. 
We do not disparage others when we 
say that Addison carried the essay in 
the Spectator to a height of perfec- 
tion never before reached. He has 
been succeeded, it is true, by others 
in the same prolific field who have 
won enduring fame. Coleridge, Lamb, 
Froude, Carlyle, Freeman and many 
others, including writers forthe reviews 
and magazines, have attained various 
degrees of excellence in this depart- 
ment, and added flexibility and copi- 
ousness to the language. Macaulay’s 
essays, which have been famed for 
half a century and more wherever the 
English language is known, are too 
grave and stately to be ranked in the 
same category with the Idler and 
Spectator; some of them are brief 
biographies, some are historical mono- 
graphs, and some political disquisi- 
tions; but they lack that easy flow 
and light handling which belong to 
the essay proper. The essay on Mil- 
ton, written in student days, with its 
affluence of learning and wealth and 
splendor of diction, will live as a mon- 
ument of English prose until the New 
Zealander sits on the ruins of London 
bridge, surveying the decay of the 
British empire. It is on these essays 
more than on his history, fascinating 
as that is, that Macaulay’s permanent 
fame will rest. 

Among later English  essayists, 
Charles Lamb, the gentle Elia, has 
the warmest place in the hearts of 
Englishmen. Always smooth, he is 
never dull or prosy; never shallow, he 
is always clear; heis vivacious without 
frivolity ; serious, yet humorous ; by 
turns lively and pensive, grave and 
gay. Nothing is more beautiful than 
the loyal affection between him and 
his sister Mary, his life-long compan- 
ion and sympathetic helper; nothing

is more pathetic than the darkening 
of the cloud of mild but hopeless in- 
sanity about the happy home. 

In the last century some of the best 
literary talent in England has found 
place in the pages of the periodical 
press, trom the palmy days of the 
Edinburg and Blackwood down to the 
Saturday Review; a kind of rehabilita- 
tion of the times of the Spectator and 
Tatler, with larger view, broader 
scope and ampler learning. One must 
now look to the reviews and maga- 
zines for the best samples of the essay 
style on both sides of the Atlantic. 
Among ourselves we have papers, like 
the Nation, which, so far as goo 
writing is concerned, compare well 
with the best English periodicals. 

But literary history must recognize 
the fact that there was something in 
the intellectual and social atmosphere 
of England in the 18th century that 
seemed specially favorable to the de- 
velopment of the essay as a form of 
literary art. And a school of writers 
who possessed the undefinable grace 
that belongs to the make-up of the 
essay sprang up almost simultaneously, 
making the 18th century the senten- 
tious age of English literature, as 
distinguished from the serious age, 
the age of Milton and Bacon, of Tay- 
lor and Barrow and Browne, which 
preceded it, and the sympathetic age 
of Landor and De Quincey, of Hallorn 
and Ruskin, which followed it. It 
was emphatically an age of belle- 
letters, an age in which the essay 
found a congenial soil and attained a 
rapid and luxuriant growth. It was 
an age of conversation and gossip, of 
refinement in literature and conven- 
tional taste. Less rich and varied 
than the age of Elizabeth or Victoria, 
it had a piquancy and picturesqueness 
all its own.

THE CAUSES FOR 
RATE LEGISLATION 


Charles Stedman Hanks tells 
Why the Railroads Oppose 
it, in an Interesting Address 
before the North Shore Hor- 
ticultural Society last night. 


Charles Stedman Hanks of Man- 
chester and Brookline, spoke before 
the members of the North Shore 
Horticultural society in their hall last 
evening on rate legislation, one of the 
most important of the national issues 
now before the people. Mr. Hanks 
said in part: ‘The object of rate 
legislation now before Congress has 
not to do primarily with rebates and 
discriminations to favored shippers, 
or with the right of the railroads to 
charge more for short hauls than for 
long hauls, or with their right to give 
preferences to special localities by 
making lower freight rates to those 
places, or with their right to make 
differential rates, so called, by which 
any particular class of goods shall 
have lower rates. 

“These are phases of the questions 
concerning which laws have already 
been made prohibiting such practices, 
— the purpose of the present legisla- 
tion being, first, to enact a law so 
that passenger and freight rates must 
be just and reasonable not only to the 
public but to the owners of the roads 
and second, a law which shall be so 
framed that when arate is declared 
to be unreasonable a new rate can be 
substituted which will go into effect 
at once without the cost and delay of 
legal preceedings which prohibits to 
smal] shippers recourse to our 
Courts. It is not, however, the pur- 
pose of the legislation to have the 
government, or a commission appoint- 
ed by the government, fix definite 
rates but to determine through a 
commission whether a rate made by 
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Three Cents

at about $50,000. 


The most disastrous fire that has 
visited Manchester in the last 25 
years was that of Thursday night 
when Pulsifer’s block, one of the 
newest and finest buildings in town, 
was burned. The total loss to the 
building and various concerns, at first 
estimated at about $70,000,is now 
conservatively estimated at $45,000 to 
$50,000. 

In the building was located the 
postoffice, the New England telephone 
exchange, the Red Men’s club, the

whom suffered loss, all but the last 
named being forced out of the 
building. 

The fire was the most disastrous 
and stubborn to fight the firemen have 
been called upon to battle for many 
years. Starting a little before 9 
o’clock it was not subdued till after 2 
o’clock and the firemen worked on it 
till daylight next morning. In fact, at 
6 o’clock it broke out again, but the 
blaze was quickly put down. 

The origin of the fire is a mystery, 
though it is thought to have started 
in the boiler room which is located in 
the very heart of the structure, and 
around which the fire seemed to 
center. It was discovered by Frank 
Martin, who was in the Red Men’s 
club room at the time, with Ralph 
Stanley, Herbert Shaw and Thomas

Wiggins. Mr. Martin went to the 
toilet room at the top of the stairs and 
at once smelled smoke, which had evi- 
dently come from the back stairway 
over the boiler. 

Miss Annabelle WHaraden, chief 
operator in the telephone exchange, 
and Miss Alice Haraden, who were at 
the office in the absence of the reg- 
ular operator, Louis Manchester, 
smelled smoke at the same time and it is 
through the presence of mind of these 
young ladies that the alarm was given 
as soonas it was. The former young 
lady called the engine house and called 
for the chemical and then called the 
manager of the company in Beverly, 
saying the office was on fire. Mean- 
while, the smoke was coming so fast 
the room and halls were filled and the 
air was stiffling. Mr. Martin ran into 
the room and told Miss Haraden to 
ring the alarm and she rang in No. 33. 
It was with difficulty she got out of 
the building with Mr. Martin’s assist- 
ance, her sister having preceded her. 

At this time a great many of the 
firemen were at Odd Fellows’ hall,

Somebody 
ran to the hall and called for Chief 
Hoare, who was quickly on the scene 
followed by well nigh the whole gath- 
ering. Even then the fire was well 
under way, the heavens being lighted 
up. The fire seemed to be in the rear 
ot the block, and flames soon burned 
through into the post office, the tele- 
phone exchange and into Tappan’s. 
The crowd took most of the goods and 
fixtures from the latter place to the 
garage nearby. 

As the firemen entered the building 
with the first line of hose, the flames 
were eating their way through the top 
of the stairs and it was almost impos- 
sible to stand the smoke, the boys 
being forced to retreat to the street 
several times. 

There were seven lines of hose on 
the building, besides that from the 
chemical, and toward 10 o’clock, an 
hour after it started, the fire appeared 
to be fairly under control. But the 
flames were eating their way along 
the woodwork between the ceilings 
and all at once broke out again. Even 
after that it appeared the front offices 
of the building —those occupied by 
the BREEZE, Cricket and Geo. E. Will- 
monton, might not suffer any damage. 

he fire, however, ate its way along 
the ceilings and before midnight the 
front of the building had succumbed 
to the ravages of the flames. 

It was after 2 o’clock before the de- 
partment had the flames under con- 
trol and even after that fire started up 
here and there and kept the boys left 
on for all night, on the jump till 
morning.

At one time about midnight the 
flames threatened adjoining buildings, 
including the residence of Dr. Geo. 
W. Blaisdell. 

The conditions were the best that 
could be hoped for to prevent aspread 
of fire. There was no wind and it 
was not cold enough to freeze the 
water. 

Crowds thronged the streets from 
the time the alarm was sounded until 
long after midnight, a number coming 
from Beverly and Beverly Farms. 

The building was one of the newest 
blocks in town and occupies a site on 
the corner of Beach and Union streets. 
It was the finest looking structure in 
town, being built in 1903 by James K. 
Pulsifer, and was valued at $40,000. 
Mr. Pulsifer carries an insurance ofa 
little over $30,000. The building was 
of two stories, of colonial design and 
very attractive, being finished in slap- 
dash. 

‘The loss to the telephone exchange, 
which is fully insured, will probably 
be $10,000. James Nazarro, the bar- 
ber, carries an insurance of $700, but 
the loss will not amount to that. Mr. 
Tappan’s stock and fixtures are valued 
at about $4000, insured for $350. 
Mr. Tappan was out of town and 
when he arrived on the 9 30 train, saw 
his store in ruins, he collapsed. Jos. 
Pink & Co., harness makers, were 
insured ; Semons & Campbell, at 
whose store the fire, crawling down 
the line of stores on Beach street, was 
stopped, will’ not be amcng the heavy 
losers. The Red Men’s club lose 
everything, including pool table, and 
fixtures worth about $500. Bullock 
Bros. suffered mostly from smoke and 
water. They carried $7000 insurance 
with G. E. Willmonton’s agency, and 
their loss wil] be in the vicinity of 
$5000. Only the day of the fire they 
put in about $1000 worth of goods, in- 
cluding half a car of sugar. The loss 
in the post office will be about $2500, 
covered. The fixtures were owned 
by Mr. Pulsifer. M. G. Revelas was 
the only dealer in the block that did 
not suffer any loss. 

Of the offices on the second floor, 
the NortH SHORE BREEZE loss will 
amount to about $150 in fixtures and 
files, fully covered; the Manchester 
Cricket about $100, uninsured, and 
Geo. E. Willmonton $500, also unin- 
sured. 

Bullock Bros. announce in another 
column that they will be open for 
business for the present in the Allen 
building on Washington street, at one 
time occupied by F. B. Rust, grocer. 

The telephone company is opening 
an. office in the Blaisdell block. 

Smith’s express are also moving into 
the Blaisdell block and the BREEEz 
will be in with them for the present.

CAUSES FOR RATE LEGISLATION 
[Continued from Page 1, 1st Col.] 


the railroads is just and reasonable 
and if not to substitute one which will 
be. 

“The enactment by Congress of 
such a law, of course, affects us all 
alike — the laboring man who seldom 
travels on the cars or sends goods by 
freight as much as it does the produc- 
er or the shipper for passenger rates 
affect the pocket-books of the rich 
and poor in the same way, whatever 
law is passed, and although the ship- 
per pays the freight bills this freight 
charge becomes eventually a part of 
the cost of the goods to the con- 
sumer. Freight rates, therefore, have 
to do with what we eat or wear or 
use, whatever our occupation is.” 

In a general way Mr. Hanks spoke 
of the rate law of today and the bill 
now before Congress to make these 
laws effective. He then said: 

“Let us see what is the position of 
the railroads today. We know, for 
instance, that they control about one- 


sixth of the entire wealth of the coun- ~ 


try; that they aggregate nearly one- 
third of the railroads of the world; 
that their total capital is over thirteen 
billions of dollars or ten times that of 
the combined banks and trusts. com- 
panies of the country; that one mil- 
lion six hundred thousand men are in 
their employ ; that they kill annually 
10,000 people and injure nearly 
80,000; that by combinations with 
trusts they have now under their con- 
trol such fundamental necessities of 
life, as beef, coal, sugar, coffee, salt, 
oil and iron ore; that they receive an- 
nually from the government nearly 
$70,000,000.00 for the transportation 
of the mails, an amount conceded to 
be far in access of what it should be; 
that the difference in freight charges 
over what they were five years ago on 
a similar amount of goods is over a 
hundred million dollars annually ; that 
by combinations among themselves 
they have eliminated competition and 
created such gigantic monopolies that 
the entire traffic of our country is 
now practically in the control of a 
dozen men. 

“We know that the great trunk 
lines engaged in transportation be- 
tween the interior and the seaboard 
are able by charging lower rates to 
divert trade to inferior ports. 

“These rebates are given in various 
ways. A favored shipper is given a 
socalled commission on his business 
as though he were an agent of. the 
railroad.. Another subterfuge used is 
to.pay a-freight traffic agent a large 
salary, a: part of which he pays out to 
certain shippers; under billing and un- 
der weighing of freight, are other 
ways. Allowances for cartage and

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switching charges are other ways. 
The most modern method, however, 
is for the shipper to put in a claim for 
damages. 

“Very properly the question arises 
who pays these tremendous rebates? 
It does not come out of the pockets 
of the railroads—that we may be 
sure of, for when we analyze it we 
find that the railroads get it back in 
higher rates on the farmers’ product, 
on our clothes, our food and our coal, 
and that the consumers are the ones 
who pay it. Do you think the rail- 
roads would give these rebates, which 
total such vast sums, if these goods 
were being carried at a loss? The 
answer which the railroads make is 
that they are willing to carry certain 
merchandise at a loss in order to 
get other business. If this is so then 
those shippers who do not get rebates 
pay a portion of the freight charges 
of those who do. This answer of the 
railroads, however, is nota fair one 
for when the receipt and disburse- 
ments of any of our railroads are ana- 
lyzed we find that they make a profit 
on the freight upon which these re- 
bates are given. 


‘‘In the natural sequence of events, 
however, railroad control is now 
reaching the limits of individual con- 
trol and the next railroad period must 
necessarily be the government super- 
vision of our railroads because compe- 
tition, which is the basis of any last- 
ing prosperity in any community, is a 
right given to us by our Constitution. 

“Tf the railroads are making such 
large profits a pertinent question 
comes up, whether the profits of a 
quasi public corporations do not be- 
long to the public after paying its 
legitimate expenses and a fair divi- 
dend to its bondholders and _stock- 
holders. In considering this ques- 
tion we must keep in mind that rail- 
roads are public highways ; that they 
cannot be moved but are there to 
stay even if bankrupt; that a railroad 
corporation is unlike any other indus- 
try as its only function is to perform 
a-service for the producer and the 
consumer. Such a corporation is 
created forpublic purposes. 

«So much for the position of the 
railroads today. We have seen what 
a grasp they have on the destiny of 
our country; the power which they 
wield and the incentives which they 
have to prevent rate legislation. The 
solution of the question is in the hands 
of our congressmen and senators. - It 
is now for them to decide whether the 
rich shall grow richer and the poor 
poorer. .,Our passenger and. freight 
rates show the pulse of the country, 
and what these rates shall,be is of 
more importance than the tariff, or 
any other national question. © The 


object of the legislatiom is not that a 
commission shall decide in dollars and 
cents what the rates shall be, but that 
congress shall establish a standard by 
which fair and reasonable rates can be 
determined and illegal methods of 
rate-making prohibited, and that when 
a railroad refuses to make a fair and 
reasonable rate a commission shall 
have the authority to make a maximum 
rate. 


“The intelligence of the public is 
now forcing Congress to regulate our 
freight and passenger rates, and _ be- 
cause the rates charged by the rail- 
roads affect all classes of the commu- 
nity; because these rates determine 
very largely the outcome of all private 
enterprizes; that upon them hinges 
not only the national well being, but 
the very existence of our towns, cities 
and every section of our country, the 
President of the United States is de- 
termined that it shall not be left to 
railroad corporations to decide our 
destiny. 

“A. bill, to meet the conditions 
which now exist, should neither im- 
pose a hardship on the carrier nor 
harass the shipper in getting redress, 
and should be so drawn that the 
freight and passenger rates should be 
sufficient to pay the legitimate ex- 
penses of operating the road and a 
fair dividend to the bondholders and 
stockholders. 

“The board established to fix the 
rates should be a board of administra- 
tion, without executive power,. but 
with the power to prosecute. From 
the decision of this board an.appeal 
should be allowed by either party to 
the circuit court. 

“All present rates should be de- 
clared fair and reasonable until a 
change is recommended by the board 
of recommendation. 

‘«‘ The bill should declare that when 
a rate is changed it should be based 
on the capitalization and market value 
of the road affected. 

«« Every common carrier on 60 days’ 
notice to the board of administration 
should be allowed to increase any rate 
and demand from the board a declara- 
tion of its fairness. Pending the 
decision of the board, or the decision 
of the court when an appeal is taken, 
the common carrier should be-allowed 
to collect this new. rate, the excess 
amount over and above the old rate to 
be kept as an excess rate fund ints 
treasury.” oat ae

SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 
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The high run of tides and the surf 
caused by the strong easterly gale of 
Sunday drew quite a number of lovers 
of angry old Neptune to the beaches 
Monday. The surf at Magnolia, 
Singing Beach and off West Man- 
chester, between the islands, was fine 
to look upon. 


In his annual report E. C. Hutchin- 
son, commissioner of public roads in 
New Jersey, suggests a novel plan 
for dealing with automobiles, which, 
we think might well be adopted here 
in Massachusetts also. In fact, Gov. 
Guild did hint at this in his inaugural. 
The commissioner urges the taxing 
of automobiles on the basis of their 
destructive power to the public high- 
ways, the measure of which he thinks 
should be the maximum speed of 
which each machine is capable. The 
justification for such a method of tax- 
ation is that owners of automobiles 
should be charged, as nearly as pos- 
sible, for the actual damage they do 
to the roads. Unless some limitation 
is enforced the commissioner believes 

that much of the money which has 

been spent by the state in the im- 
provement of roads will be wasted. 
The report further recommends the 
licensing of chauffeurs and the pas- 
sage of a law prohibiting the use of 
armored tires, chain tires and blowers, 
all of which add to the destructive 
forces of the automobile.

Those of our North Shore auto en- 
thusiasts who are contemplating a 
journey in Holland ought to carry 
along with them an extra grip with 
the Dutch name for automobile se- 
curely locked therein. It is “ snell- 
paardelooszoonderspoorwegpit roolrijt- 
ung,’ a word of forty letters thus 
compounded: ‘ Snell,” rapid ; ‘ paar- 
deloos,”’ horseless ;  “ zoondelspoor- 
weg,” without rails ; “ pitroolrijtung,”’ 
driven by petroleum.

Prices of Town Hall 

Dances—$6.00 will be charged to 
12 p.m. For every hour or fraction 
thereof following to be at the rate of 
$1.00 perhour A dance following an 
entertainment, for which purpose the 
seats are to be moved, will add $1.00 
to the price of the hall for such enter- 
tainment. If extended beyond 12 
p.m. $1.00 additional for every hour 
or fraction thereof. 

Entertainments—A charge of $5.00 
for an evening and $3.50 for an after- 
noon. The use of piano, stage and 
stage lights will be charged for at the. 
rate of 50 cts. per hour or any fraction 
thereof for all rehearsals, unless other- 
wise engaged. 

Fairs—A charge of $6.00 per day to 
12 p.m. $1.00 extra for every hour or 
fraction of an hour after 12 pm. 
These prices apply to residents only 
and in case the hall is engaged for the 
use of non-residents the prices are to 
be doubled. 

In case the hall is engaged by a 
resident for the use or benefit of a 
party or parties who are non-residents 
the charges shall be the same as those 
applying to non-residents. The jan- 
itor will personally superintend the 
moving of seats and piano and will be 
present in the hall during perform- 
ances of any kind.

much in a financial way, as the great 
inconvenience to business in general. 
The post office, telephone, a grocery 
store, dry goods store, barber shop, 
express office, harness shop, two news- 
paper offices and an insurance office 
have been driven to new quarters. 

The total loss, which has been vari- 
ously estimated at from $40,000 to 
$70,000, now appears to be in the 
vicinity of the former figure, according 
to the basis of insurance claims set- 
tled. The loss to the building was 
about $24,000. 

Those who have examined into the 
cause of the fire are of the opinion it 
originated from gas, probably from a 
leaking pipe, as we stated last week. 

It is wonderful, in looking at the 
ruins from the inside of the building, 
to note the way the cement shell has 
hung together. The woodwork is all 
burnt, especially above the first story, 
and yet to look at the ruins from the 
outside one would think the walls were 
almost intact. 


Sparks from the Fire 


Postmaster Wheaton and his assist- 
ants—Miss Johnson and Miss Burn- 
ham—are to be praised for the manner 
in which they coped with the business 
this week. Situated in the office of 
the selectmen, under the most trying 
circumstances, they have been able to 
handle the mail about as quickly as in 
the postoffice. The postoffice will be 
located in the store formerly occupied 
by Tappan. 

Tappan will locate shortly in the 
store formerly used by Smith’s Ex- 
press Co. 

Geo. E. Willmonton has been much 
in demand all the week assisting in 
adjusting insurance claims, and _ inci- 
dentally in writing a number of new 
policies. He has taken an office in 
Lee’s block. 

Big crowds were here from out of 
town the few days following the fire, 
especially on Sunday, when many 
drove here from Beverly, Beverly 
Farms, Gloucester, etc., to view the 


ruins. The place has been roped off 
since the fire and_ special officers 
guarded the building until Wednes- 
day, night and day. Wednesday it 
looked very much as though the walls 
would fall over, but workmen propped 
up the shell and it is now considered 
safe. 

The entire damaged stock of Bullock 
Bros., through the agency of Geo. E. 
Willmonton, has been sold to the 
Underwriters’ Salvage company of 
Boston, including flour, sugar, package 
and can goods, and also all goods in 
bulk that were damaged in any way 
by fire or smoke. 

The telephone company resumed 
their service with quick despatch. A 
big gang of men started the day ot 
the fire, and many of the lines were 
working Saturday night, while most 
of the lines were ready for business 
Monday morning. 

‘Beverly Farms firemen were wait- 
ing for a call to Manchester for the 
fire last evening. Many of the boys 
stayed at the West: street engine 
house until after midnight in anticipa- 
tion of a call, but Chief James Hoare 
of the Manchester department and his 
gallant laddies, assisted by a splendid 
water system, handled the fire mag- 


‘nificently and out of town aid was not 


summoned.’’—Severly Times. 

276,000 gallons of water was used 
on the fire, according to figures of 
Sup’t Andrews, and about 325,000 
gallons of water was pumped that 
night, in order to get the stand-pipe 
back to its normal capacity. It is 
safe to say the pumping station was 
the busiest place in town that night, 
and Sup’t Andrews and his assistants, 
Archie Greenough and George Evans, 
were kept on the jump from the start 
of the fire until 6 o’clock next morning. 
The pumps at the station were fully 
able to cope with the demands until 
the steamer was attached to the hy- 
drants, too. After that the amount 
of water in the stand-pipe slowly di- 
minished. This is the first time the 
steamer has been attached to a main 
pipe since the water works was in- 
stalled, that is, on a fire of the magni- 
tude of this one.

Cooking receipts are always of 
great interest to the ladies, but here 
is one which should also interest the 
men, especially the unmarried men.

OED RECIPE 
CooKING A HusBAND 


A great many husbands are utterly 
spoiled by mismanagement in cook- 
ing, and are not tender and good. 

Some proceed as if their husbands 
were balloons, and so blow them up; 
others keep them constantly in hot 
water ; and still others let them freeze 
by their indifference and neglect. 
Some keep them in a stew all their 
lives by irritating ways and words. 
Others roast them. 

Some keep them in a pickle. It 
cannot be supposed that any husband 
will be tender and good when managed 
In this way ; but they are really deli- 
cious when properly treated. 

In selecting your husband you 
should not be guided by the silvery 
appearance, as in trying mackerel ; 
nor by the golden tint as in salmon. 

Be sure you select him yourself as 
tastes differ. 

. Do not go to the market for him as 
the best are always brought to the 
door. 

It is far better to have none unless 
you will patiently learn how to pre- 
pare him. 

A preserving kettle of the finest 
porcelain is best, but if you have 
nothing but an earthern pipkin it will 
do with care. 

See that the linen in which you 
wrap him is nicely washed, neatly 
mended, and with the required num- 
ber of buttons and strings. 

Tie him in the kettle with a strong 
silken cord called “comfort,” as the 
one called “duty” is apt to be weak. 
He is liable to fly out of the kettle 
and be burned and crusty on the 
edges since, like crabs and lobsters 
you have to cook ’em alive. 

Make a clear, steady fire out of 
love, neatness, and cheerfulness. Let 
him as near this as seems to agree 
with him, If he sputter and fiz do 
not be anxious; some do this until 
they are quite done. 

Add a little sugar in the form of 
confections called kisses, but no vine- 
gar or pepper on any account. 


A little sipce is good, but it must 
be used with judgment. 

Do not test him with any sharp 
instrument to see if he is browning 
tender 

Stir him gently.and you cannot 
fail to know when he is done. 

If thus treated you will find him 
very digestible, agreeing with you 
nicely, and he will keep as long as 
wanted, unless you become careless 
and set him in too cold a place.

BEVERLY FARMS 


The following real estate transfer 
was recorded at the registry of deeds 
on Wednesday of this week: ‘City 
of Beverly to the Roman Catholic 
Archbishop of Boston, land on Hale 
street, 144 29 by 190.70 feet.” The 
importance of this sale may not be 
thought of by many of the Farms’ 
folk. In the first place, it is in line 
with the plans of Rev. Fr. Nicholas 
R. Walsh to enlarge St. Margaret’s 
church, which has for a long time 
been inadequate to accommodate the 
congregation, especially in the sum- 
mer season. A parochial residence is 
also to be built on the high knoll at 
the turn in the street, and with the 
other improvements and _ landscape 
changes at this point, this corner will 
be made into quite an attractive spot.

» MANCHESTER ALMSHOUSE 


Not in such a poor condition as the state com- 
missioners report would indicate — No Idiots 
there 


The annual report of the state board 
of charity, which was submitted to the 
legislature this week, had the follow- 
ing tosay of the almshouse at Man- 
chester. 

“Warden, William H. Haskell ; mat- 
ron, Mrs. Haskell; salary, $375. 
Served here 17 years. No assistance. 
Total annual cost, $2190.23; net, 
$1219.04. Wooden building, with 
iron fire escapes and no other fire pro- 
tection. No sitting room; ten sleep- 
ing rooms, with 12 beds. No bath 
room. Weekly bathing in tub insist- 
ed on; no water closet ; two privies. 
Heating by hot water. Lighting by 
oil. No separation of sexes. Nine 
inmates; six men and three women. 
Two men work around the barn; one 
woman does kitchen work, one sews. 
Ages, two between 40 and 50; three 
between 50 and 60; one between 60 
and 70; one between 70 and 80; two 
between 80 and 90. All inmates per- 
manent. Two have relatives in town. 
Two men idiotic ; one woman a crip- 


ple. Thirteenacres of land; sixacres 
ploughed; nine acres tilled; chief 
products: barley and _ vegetables- 


Prescribed register kept. The hot. 
water system of heating, and the iron 
fire escape are recent improvements. 
Further improvemeuts under consid- 
eration.” 

This report is rather misleading in 
the light of the actual facts connected 
with the local institution. Chairman 
Swett of the Overseers of the Poor 
said when the report was called to his 
attention that some of the statements 
were not true. 

“As a matter of fact,” he said, 
“We have a bath room and a toilet at 
the poor farm and the inmates are 
far from idiotic, and are entered upon 
the overseers’ books as sane. We 
have recently inspected the alms- 
house and found it in a very good 
condition and admirably kept.”’

After the roll call the evening was 
brought to a close by remarks of a 
somewhat reminiscent nature, by sev- 
eral of the members and past members 
of the church. 

An excellent supper was served by 
the advisory committee of the Ladies’

who presided at the Annual Roll Call 


Aid, and the executive committee of 
the Church Aid societies as follows: 
Mrs. Helen Willmonton, Mrs. Abbie 
Bullock of the former, and Mrs. 
Brewster, Mrs. Hattie Baker, Mrs. 
Edward Crowell, Mrs. Albert Crowell, 
Mrs. Chas. Mason and Mrs. Alice 
Preston, of the latter. The menu in- 
cluded cold ham, tongue, roast pork, 
beef, hot roast lamb, salads, pies, 
cake, fruit, coffee, etc. 

It was a little after 6 o’clock when 
Rev. Mr. Brewster asked divine bless- 


ing, and after the inner man (and 
woman) had been properly attended 
to the social end of the evening’s pro- 
gram was looked after. At 8 o’clock 
the ajourned business meeting was 
called to order and after singing by 
the congregation, prayer by the pas- 
tor and scriptural reading by Deacon 
Robt. Baker, Clerk J. Davis Baker 
called the roll. One hundred and 
seven members responded to their 
names, 

The reports of the auditor and of 
the prudential committee were read, 
showing the financial condition of the 
society on much better basis than any 
previous year. The report of the 
Bible school, read by Robert Baker, 
followed, as also did those of the 
young people’s union, read by Miss_ 
Alice R, Rainville ; the Church Aid by 
Mrs. Ellery Rogers; the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary society by Mrs. 
C. L. Crafts; the Woman’s Home 
Missionary circle by Mrs. Ellen I. 
Horton ; the Farther Lights by Miss 
Emma Prest, and of the Junior Union. 
The report of the young people’s so- 
ciety showed that $100 had been given 
for the Mary Hawley Briggs fund, 
which provides scholarship for stu- 
dents in Japan. All these reports 
showed the societies to be ina healthy 
condition. 

After the business meeting had 
been formally declared closed Mr. 
Brewster, who presided, announced 
he had arranged a brief program.

At the close of an 11 days’ trial of 
the suit brought by George R. Preston 
et al. vs. the West Beach Corporation, 
involving the title to a tract of beach 
at West Farms, Beverly, 70 by 300 
feet in extent. Judge Flaherty in the 
seventh session yesterday ordered the 
jury to return findings upon the 11 is- 
sues of fact between the parties, in 
accordance with the decision of them, 
as found by an auditor, and the case 
will be taken to the supreme court on 
exceptions by the corporation. The 
tract in question forms what the plain- 
tiffs, claim to be the rear portion of 
their estate, and the verdict is favor- 
able to them: This suit was brought 
in equity to restrain the corporation 
from erecting and maintaining bath- 
houses and from gathering seaweed 
upon the tract, claiming plaintiffs are 
the owners. The parcel abuts .an- 
other parcel of the corporation, which 


it unquestionably owns, but the com- 


pany claim that it owns the litigated 


tract as well, by adverse possession as 
well.as by reason of a release executed 
to it by Jonathan Preston, an ancestor 
of the plaintiffs, in 1852, having be- 
come inoperative. Besides the title 
certain uses or privileges in the land 
were also involved in the trial before 
the jury. The case is of much im- 
portance to the plaintiffs, for if it shall 
be ultimately decided against them, 
their estate will be cut off from the

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John A, Gould 

John A. Gould passed away in Bos- 
ton Wednesday at the age of 87 years, 
and was buried yesterday at his birth- 
place in Topsfield. 

Mr. Gould was well known by the 
Manchester people of two generations 
ago as he was the first principal of 
the high school and was in other ways 
prominent in the affairs of the town 
in the 40’s. 

Born in Topsfield in 1819, and edu- 
cated in the schools of his native town 
he took up teaching as a profession 
and in 1841 he came to Manchester 
and taught for two years in the old 
Newport school. He was then ap- 
pointed principal of the school in 
the center of the town, where the 
engine house now _ stands, and 
had 100. pupils under him, rang- 
ing in years from 7 to 20. He 
taught there five years, and when in 
1848 the town voted to establish a 
high school he was elected teacher. 
He taught there two years, when he 
moved away and entered business. 
Twelve of his pupils at the Newport 
school now survive him. 

When he left Manchester Mr. 
Gould went to Woburn to live, but 
engaged in business with his uncle, 
John Porter, in the manufacture of 
Porter’s Burning Fluid. .He was 
founder of the well known Boston 
retail house of Gould, Cutler Co., 
dealers in paints, oils, etc., in which 
concern he has for the past few years 
been silent partner. 

He married a Manchester girl, 
Elizabeth Cheever Leach, daughter of 
Benjamin and Susan C, Leach. One 
son and five daughters, one of whom, 
Elizabeth Porter Gould, is a writer of 
note, survive him. 

While in Manchester he was con- 
spicuous in church affairs, and was 
always held in highest esteem. In 
fact he played the organ at the Ortho- 
dox church for some time, being the 
first to use it after being installed 
when the edifice was remodeled in 
1846. Hetaught music and was a 
composer of music and hymns.

25TH ANNIVERSARY 


Manchester Christian Endeavorers Observed 
the Anniversary of the Founding of the 
Society by Special Program Sunday 

Evening 


The 25th anniversary of the found- 
ing of Christian Endeavor societies 
was recognized by the society of the 
Congregational church, Manchester, 
last Sunday evening, by a union meet- 
ing with the church, when a specially 
prepared exercise, “A quarter of a 
century of Christian Endeavor’ was 
carried out. 

Mr. Albert Cunningham presided 
and Rev. Frederick J. Libby of Mag- 
-nolia assisted in the services, the pas- 
tor, Rev. Mr. Lincoln leading the 
chorus. 

After singing the C. E. song of 
union, Bible reading by Mr. Cunning- 
ham and prayer by Mr. Libby, the 
leader made opening remarks and the 
congregations joined in reading a 
“chronological review”’ of the “when” 
of C. E A “geographical review” 
was read by six speakers. Several of 
the Christian Endeavor marching 
songs were sung. 

Rev. Mr. Libby made a short ad- 
dress on “The spirit of Christian 
Endeavor,” speaking of the signi- 
ficance of the fact that the society 
which had existed for 25 years should 
have taken as its motto for the year to 
continually forget those things which 
have happened and to look forward to 
those things which are before. 

“Christian Endeavor does not exist 
as a band of people speaking in meet- 
ing,’ he said. “That is only one of 
the six principles. Christian En- 
deavor is able to adapt itself to all 
conditions, and if this be true we need 
to bear in mind that every society 
must look around and see what are 
the needs of its own community. 

“If we are looking for work we 
shall find particular needs in our own 
community; but always with the 
spirit of asperity, forgetting things of 
the past and reaching out for the 
things before us.”’ 


MANCHESTER SCHOOLS 
OF SIXTY YEARS AGO 


Article Written by the Late J, A. Gould and 


Read Before the Manchester Historical So- 


ciety 

The Manchester schools of sixty 
years ago are very well portrayed ina 
letter written some ten or twelve years 
ago by the late John A. Gould of 
Boston, whose death we recorded in 
our last issue. The article was written 
to the Manchester Historical society 
and read before the society by Mr. 
George F. Allen at the time. As it 
has never been printed, we believe it 
will be of especial interest to our read- 
ers at this time. The article follows: 

“Whenever I think of Manchester 
and her people, memories of over fifty 
years come rushing upon me, to some 
of which I now refer in response to 
your desire for a history of my life in 
connection with the educational inter- 
ests of the town. 

“On a beautiful autumnal morning 
of 1841, just as the sun was rising, I 
made my first visit to Manchester. 
As my object was to be examined for 
a teacher’s position in the Newport 
school, I immediately sought Dr. Asa 
Story, the chairman of the school 
committee; for, although I had al- 
ready been examined and had taught 
in Beverly the winter of 1839 and 
1840, and in North Reading in 1840 
and 1841, yet I must be examined 
again. After spending an hour with 
the doctor and his family, I went to 
the house of Mr. Larkin Woodbury 
and found another member of the 
school committee, Rev. O. A. Taylor, 
who was to examine me for the posi- 
tion. Those of you who remember 
that critical scholar will decide at once 
that there was no half-way work about 
that examination. It was not only 
cube root and square root, but it was 
the root of everything, from the 
sounds of the letters, spelling and 
derivation of words, formation of sen- 
tences, and soon through all branches 
taught in the schools.

Porter of Manchester, and Mrs. Me- 
hitable (Story) Edgar of Washington. 
I cull these facts from a list of schol- 
ars written by the late Mr. Gould. 
There were on the school committee 
that year Dr. Asa Story, Rev. O. A.

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MANCHESTER SCHOOLS 


OF SIXTY YEARS AGO 


[Continued from Page 1, 2d Col.] 


‘I felt grateful for the thorough 
training in such things I had received 
in my native Topsfield academy, under 
the tuition of Benjamin Greenleaf— 
author of the arithmetic—E. D. San- 
born, afterwards professor at Dart- 
mouth, Profs. Farwell, Slafter and 
others. At the close of the examina- 
tion, Mr. Taylor went to his desk and 
wrote the following certificate, which 
I have in my keeping at the present 
time: ‘This is to certify that the 
bearer, Mr. John A. Gould, comes 
duly recommended to me in respect 
to his moral character, as well as to 
his literary qualifications for teaching 
a common school. As to his literary 
attainments, in this respect I have 
also found him fully qualified by per- 
sonal.examination. O.A. TayLor.’ 

“Thus fairly equipped for my en- 
terprise, I left for home after having 
obtained some idea of the town, which 
I found to contain an active, enter- 
prising people, particularly engaged 
in the manufacture of what was said 
to be the most highly wrought and 
best finished furniture in the land, 
and called for in the best markets. 
There were many large factories, em- 
ploying a great number of men, and 
mills, sawing large lots of mahogany, 
walnut and maple into sheets of wood 
not much thicker than cotton cloth. 
Many church pulpits and desks, and 
the best furniture of the grand hotels 
and elegant private residences were 
purchased in Manchester. 

‘‘In due time I commenced the 
school in Newport, now called West 
Manchester, and continued for five 
months. I also taught the same school 
five months the next winter. A list 
of the whole number of scholars (58), 
preserved all these years, it was my 
pleasure to send recently to the His- 
torical society by Mr. George F. Allen. 
I have also the parting song I wrote, 
and which was sung by the scholars to 
the tune of ‘Auld Lang Syne’ at the 
closing exercises. 

“After that winter’s work, in May, 
1843, I was called to the Centre 
school, which was very large and 
flourishing, with about a hundred 
scholars ranging from 7 to 20 years of 
age. This school was at one time 
under the care of Mr. Moses P. Green- 
Jeaf, a nephew of the mathematician, 
who, like myself, married one of Man- 
chester’s fair daughters. I taught in 
this school some five years, until the 
High school was established, when I 
became its principal, continuing as 
such until 1850, when I left Manches- 
ter. 

“During all these years Mr Taylor 
was a valuable friend, always*ready to 
give advice and answer any questions 


that might come up pertaining to the 
schools. Dr. Story, tor whom I am 
glad to see the High .school now 
named, was also a staunch friend to 
the schools ; boarding, as I did in his 
family tor several years, till my mar- 
riage in 1845, I had an opportunity to 
see the private side of his life. I 
found him to be a man of strong mind, 
slow of speech, slow in coming to 
conclusions, but nearly always right. 
He was deeply interested in the social 
side of life, and always had a good 
story to tell. Wednesday and Satur- 
day afternoons I usually spent in writ- 
ing copies and in preparing quill pens 
for the pupils, steel pens not being 
much used then. Sometimes the 
doctor would use those afternoons in 
visiting remote patients and give me a 
ride with him; whether it was for his 
profit or my special benefit I am not 
able to say, perhaps for both; at any 
rate we were both perfectly satisfied 
with the arrangement. The doctor’s 


wife, Aunt Story as she was usually © 


called, was a rich treasure, not only 
to him but to the town and all who 
knew her. She always sought to 
make everybody happy as well as her- 
self. 

“As the doctor was very fond of 
music his house was ever open to 
musical gatherings, for singing of 
glees, anthems, etc He was particu- 
larly appreciative of my efforts to 
have music more generally introduced 
in schools and all the walks of life. 
Some will remember the discussion 
pertaining to the advent of the first 
organ inthe town. It wasat the time 
of remodelling .the old church, of 
which Mr. Taylor was pastor When 
it was decided to have an organ the 
question naturally came up who should 
play it. Several prominent men said 
Mr. Gould was musical and he must 
be the man. But they found that Mr. 
Gould had never practiced on the 
organ or piano. Still, they insisted 
and he consented. I believe there 
was only one piano in town and that 
was owned by John Perry Allen. 

“Mr. Horace Bird, a regular organ- 
ist and teacher of music, was then 
teaching a singing school in Manches- 
ter, and would come nine more even- 
ings. He would give the nine organ 
lessons. The next morning Mr. Bird 
bought a piano in Boston for $80 and 
sent it to me in Manchester. Imme- 
diately on its arrival I began my les- 
sons, practicing scales, picking out 
tunes, improving all the time I could 
get outside my school hours. 

«Time was short, the work on the 
church progressed rapidly, and the 
organ, a gift of two members of the 
society, was brought from Boston and 
placed in position. Mr. David Long, 
brother of the chorister, Mr. John 
Long, who had played the same organ 


for many years in the Salem street 
church, Boston, played at the dedica- 
tion service. The next Sabbath I 
took charge of the organ, and contin- 
ued as organist until I left Manchester 
in 1850. To make the work as easy 
as possible for a’ beginner the hymns 
were given in time for practice durifig 
the week. My knowledge of music 
made it easy for me to give all neces- 
sary voluntaries and interludes. I 
consented to teach a good number 
who were desirous to learn to play the 
piano, after I had thus prepared my- 
self. 

“Some of the music I composed in 
Manchester was’ published by Oliver 
Ditson & Co., Boston, such as ‘The 
Floral Quickstep’; a glee, ‘Gaily our 
boat glides over the sea,’ and anthem, 
‘Awake, put on thy strength,’ and 
others which have been used since. 
But while I continued my work in the 
musical line afterwards, I never taught 
public schools after leaving Manches- 


ter, but immediately went into active © 


business in Boston, where I have re- 
mained to this day. 

‘While writing the above I could 
not forget those moving spirits, those 
honest fathers and mothers who were 
always interested in the schools, and 
were ever ready to work with the 
teachers in preparing their children 
not only for usefulness in town, but 
for blessings to the world. I would 
like to recall their names, but most of 
them are gone. They will be remem- 
bered. 

“Although the public schools were 
so well cared for, it made no differ- 
ence with the select school of Deacon 
John Price, who always had enough 
to do, because he did it well. Every- 
thing moved along in perfect harmony. 

‘Aside from all other considera- 
tions, I shall always hold ‘Manchester- 
by-the-Sea’ in blessed memory. I 
owe her a debt of gratitude for the 
gift of a daughter—Elizabeth Cheever 
Leach—of a selectman for many years, 
Capt. Benjamin Leach. She proved 
a blessing to me and my family, a true 
wife and a faithful Christian mother.”

was served, and this was followed by 
an entertainment which lasted over 
two hours, and when this was over 
dancing was enjoyed till a late hour. 

The success of the event, the man- 
ner in which it was conducted, the 
thoroughly good time which every- 
body seemed to have, and the repre- 
sentative gathering, including people 
from Beverly Farms, Pride’s Crossing 
and Magnolia, speaks emphatically of 
the prestige of the society on the 
North Shore. 

The hall presented a beautiful ap- 
pearance when the members of the 
society and their guests began to ar- 
rive at 5.45. Upwards of half a hun- 
dred vases of beautiful cut flowers 
and potted plants, interspersed with 
colored candles, adorned the tables, 
and the stage was banked with ferns 
and palms and some flowering plants. 
Among the choicest flowers were car- 
nations, lilies of the valley, charizema, 
storks and cyclamen. 

It was 6.20 ojclock when President 
James Macgregor called the gather- 
ing to order. Rev. C. A. Lincoln 
asked divine blessing, and the 200 at 
the tables were soon busy discussing 
the menu. 

There were present, as guests of 
the society, some 20 members of the 
Gardeners and Florists’ club of Bos- 
ton, including President James 
Wheeler, Mr. and Mrs. Duncan Fin- 
layson of Brookline ; James Farquhar, 
the well known seed dealer of Boston; 
W. J. Stewart, editor of Agvzculture, 
of Boston; Thos. H. Meade, J. W. 
Duncan of Boston; E. L. Pierce, Thos. 
Benwell of Cambridge; Daniel Iliffe 
of Somerville; Wm. Miller of Lynn; 
George Barker of Swampscott; Mr. 
and Mrs. Julius Heurlin, Braintree, 
and J. Geveneau of Boston — Some of 
the party came down from Boston on 
the forenoon train to Pride’s, and 
were driven to various of the summer 
estates along the shore, going to the 
W.S. Spaulding, Judge Moore and 
W.B. Thomas estates at Pride’s, to 
Jas. B. Dow’s greenhouse at the 
Farms, to the Miss Adele G. Thayer 
and R. C. Hooper estates at West 
Manchester and to the MacMillan es- 
tate at Manchester. They were 
escorted around by Messrs. Shaw of 
the Judge Moore estate, James Mac- 
gregor and H. W. Clark, lunching 
with the last two named. They were 
driven about in a barge offered by 
courtesy of Connolly Bros. 

At 7.10 Pres. Macgregor again 
called the gathering to order. He 
stated that the flowers on the table 
were to be distributed among the sick 
in town. 

Rev. Wm. F. Powers was then 


called upon for remarks. He pre- 
faced his remarks by telling a couple 
of stories of John Phoenix, the hum- 
orist. “You and I have a kindred 
work” he said, continuing, ‘‘we do 
what we can to develop that which is 
highest in creation—lite. The clergy 
fosters man’s spiritual life; the gar- 
dener gives his thought and his devo- 
tion to the beautiful,—the lives of 
vegetables. 

“It has been said that when a man 
gets up andtalks on nothing to peo- 
ple who know less than nothing,—that 
is philosophy. Now I do not intend 
to talk on philosophy. 

‘You are historians of life and as 
your intelligence devotes itself to the 
evolution of this—--that kind of plant 
you come nearer to understanding 
the grand mystery of creation and you 
know more of what life means. And 
thus you get to know more about ani- 
mal life. 

«Sentiment is something we cannot 
leave behind. A world without senti- 
ment can have no appreciation of the 
beautiful.” 

James B. Dow of Beverly Farms 
was next called upon. Mr. Dow re- 
viewed in brief the history of the so- 
ciety, telling of its work in the five 
brief years of its existence, telling 
how the society was formed through 
the efforts of five men, one of whom 
was the present president. The so- 
ciety now numbers 160 members. 
Twenty-four subjects have been dis- 
cussed at the meetings during the 
year, half of which had to do with the 
growth of plants and flowers; six had 
to do with culture of vegetables, and 
one was a lecture on village improve- 
ments. The speaker asked for the 
co-operation of allin making the so- 
ciety stronger, and the benefiting the 
town by beautifying it. 

Miss Carolyn E. Allen then sang 
“Pretty Little Kate” by Baring, in her 
usual pleasing manner, and when 
called back for an encore. she sang 
Nieblinger’s, ‘““The Robbins.” 

Rev. E. H. Brewster made one of 
his characteristic addresses. ‘I think 
the great success of this society is due 
to your environment,” he said. “You 
have the sea, the trees, the hills, the 
blue sky and everything you could 
want.”’ He spoke of horticulture as 
promoting two kinds of culture—the 
truth culture and the heart culture. 

Mr. James Farquhar gave an inter- 
esting account of the conditions of 
horticulture as he found it on a recent 
visit to Porto Rico, which place he 
thought would some time be the win- 
ter home of many New Englanders. 

Supt. of Schools Fish read one of 
Sam Lawson’s stories, ‘‘Miss Ellicon’s 
Picture,’’ which kept the audience in 
one constant roar of laughter. 
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Jobn Duncan, the New England 
representative of the Florists’ Ex- 
change of New York, was next called 
upon for remarks. He congratutated 
the citizens of Manchester on having 
such a beautiful town. It was 20 
years ago, he said, since he first be- 
came acquainted with the North 
Shore. Since that time Manchester 
has changed wonderfully. ‘‘We were 
much impressed today,” he said, ‘by 
the splendid quality of carnations 
grown here. Your president told me 
it was the soil, but it is the men you 
have here who accomplishes these 
things. These horticultural societies 
are doing a great deal of good every- 
where.”’ 

Rev. C. A. Lincoln then favored the 
company with a beautiful Spanish 
song, “The Sword of Ferrara,” by 
Bullard, and he sang ‘Phosphores- 
cence’ as an encore. 

Miss Harriet Brewster, whose read- 
ings are always greatly enjoyed, read 
“Salvador’s Race” and ‘Jim Blood- 
soe.”’ 

James Wheeler, president of the 
Gardeners’ and Florists’ club of Bos- 
ton, was then called upon for remarks. 
The speaker said the society had been 
referred to as an infant, but he 
thought it was a pretty large baby for 
five years old. The society was doing 
a grand work, he thought. He spoke, 
too, of the natural beauties of Man- 
chester. 

After aselection by Riordan’s (High 
school) orchestra, which, by the way, 


‘played their several selections in a 


most complimentary manner, Miss 
Gertrude B. Goldsmith sang ‘Spring 
has Come,” by White, and as an en- 
core, Gaynor’s ‘The Slumber Boat.”’ 
Miss Goldsmith later sang Giebel’s. 
Pickaninny Song. 

Allen S. Peabody’s graphic descrip- 
tion of a sure cure for rheumatism— 
the bee cure—took the house by 
storm. He read “The Old Clock” 
as an encore. 

Miss Allen again entertained, sing- 
ing ‘The Swallows,” by ‘Cowen, and 
when called back sang ‘‘Mighty Lak’ 
a Rose,’ by Nevins. Another read- 
ing by Miss Brewster brought the en- 
tertainment to aclose. The hall was 
then cleared of seats and dancing was 
enjoyed the balance of the evening, 
with Leon W. Carter as prompter.

PATRIOTIC SERVICE 


In Commemoration of the Birth of Abraham 
' Lincoln, Held at Baptist Church, Manches- 
ter, last Sunday Evening 

The 97th anniversary of the birth 
of Abraham Lincoln was observed at 
the Baptist church, Manchester, last 
Sunday evening, by special patriotic 
services, which were attended by 
members of Col. H. P. Woodbury 
camp, 149, S. of V , Allen Post 67, G 
A.R , and the W.R.C. 

There were special musical selec- 
tions, all of a patriotic nature, includ- 
ing two solos by F. K. Swett. Rev. 
Mr. Brewster read Gov. Guild’s proc- 
lamation and Lincoln’s favorite poem. 
The pastor delivered an address on 
“Abraham Lincoln, the First Ameri- 
can.’ He said in part : 

“We have assembled this evening 
to commemorate the life and services 
of Abraham Lincoln, who, in the 
minds of men, is coming to be recog- 
nized as the pure type of Americanism, 
and from the noble chapters of his 
life’s history, brimming full of deeds 
whose fame the American lips shall 
ever repeat with pride, his character 
looms up as something distinctively 
American. He was in possession of 
these qualities to the fullest extent, 


_ which have made the American fa- 


mous among other races of men. 
“He was cast in a rugged mould. 


Reared amidst the Tene and rigor 
of the wilderness, he early learned the 
heroic art of wrestling with elemental 
problems. His arms were long and 
sinewy. His limbs strode forth with 
the power of a colossus. His shoul- 
ders were made for burdens. His 
brain of steel and sunlight was created 
for the resistance of frenzies and the 
ripening of thought. In a day when 
the lilliputian dandy is admired and 
coddled, it is well to mark out this 
characteristic of the great American. 
Lincoln was a man of grit, as every 
American should be. 

‘‘He studied Jaw until he mastered 
it. He fought the little giant of the 
west to a standstill in the arena of 
debate, though Douglas had had very 
special training for such work. He 
snapt in twain the whip of the party 
boss when president-elect and the 
great leaders from the east came 
west to dictate his policy. When the 
nation in gloom received blow after 
blow at its heart during the struggle 
of four long years, he kept his finger 
on the war map and called again and 
again for men. 

‘Lincoln was a man of tenderness. 
He was a gentle man. He loved 
children. His ear was ever open to 
the widow’s cry. He hated slaughter. 
The terrors of war weighed upon his 
heart. It is the glory of Americans that 
tenderness of heart is a characteristic 


7 the common sees He was a 
man of faith. He appreciated the 
utter impossibility of successfully con- 
ducting the war forthe Uuion without 
the help of God. Upon leaving his 
home at Springfield for the national 
capital he addressed his friends in a 
most familiar way, expressing his con- 
victions that if God would be with 
him as in the days of revolution He 
was with Washington, he should suc- 
ceed. 

‘‘ Near the close of the struggle, ere 
the battle of Gettysburg had been 
fought, the great Lincoln pleaded the 
cause of liberty at the Throne of 
Grace, and in those moments of com- 
munion with his Maker received the 
assurance of ultimate triumph. As- 
sembling these qualities in review, we 
come to revere Abraham Lincoln as 
the first American whose life has been 
absorbed into the constitution of the 
nation, and evermore finds expression 
in the indomitable patience of our 
people, their love of country and faith 
in God"

WEDNESDAY EVENING CLUB 


Excellent Program Carried Out at the Feb- 
ruary Meeting This Week—Rev. Dr. 
Williams of Gloucester Spoke on Lincoln 


One of the most talented entertain- 
ments offered since the Wednesday 
Evening club started was that of the 
February meeting this week. Miss 
Olga Lyche, pianist, and Miss Anna 
Christensen, soloist, are both Boston 
concert artists, and Mr. Bryce Hayden 
of Haverhill is a young man of rare 
ability as a violinist, while Mrs. Archi- 
bald Miller is a well known Brookline 
singer. 

Rev. Dr. Williams of Gloucester, 
formerly of Cambridge, was the 
speaker of the evening. He spoke 
on Lincoln, and said in part: 

“You have read a great deal about 
Lincoln the last few days, yet very 
few of us realize the greatness of that 
man. As westudy him, we study the 
institutions of this country. He was 
wrapped in poverty, but he met all 
the hardships and conquered them. 
Lincoln stories are great because he 
told them, and they are of such 
character as he would tell anywhere. 

‘(Lincoln was his own teacher. He 
was a student of men as well as 
books. He gleaned from _ people 
what they knew. He had the spirit 
of patriotism; he had the practical 
spirit which got there.”’ 

The speaker told of Lincoln as a 
soldier and lawyer, and of his nomin- 
ation and election as president, of the 
trying times with his cabinet, and of 
the Greeley commission. Examples 
of Lincoln’s courage and of how he 
made a general, were very interest- 
ingly told. 

McClellan, he said, wasa good or- 
ganizer and drill master, but he was 
not a fighter; Hooker could hold a 
place when he got it; Scott could 
fight when the battle was brought to 
him ; Mead thought all he had to do 
was to defend northern territory, 


while Hallock dashed but couldn’t 
follow. Then along came Grant, a 
quiet man, but he was a fighter. 
People tried to persuade Lincoln not 
to use him because of his habits, but 
Lincoln said he was a fighter, and 
that was what he wanted. 

As a statesman Lincoln was judi- 
cious and conservative and he was a 
prophet and a seer.

These were his great 
guides to progress and prosperity and 
honor.” 

Mr. Pond emphasized the points 
that Lincoln never entertained unfair 
means for progress, he was morally 
strong and courageous and he knew 
God and learned the ineffable power 
of personal prayer.

Elaborate Exercises at Farms, 
In Honor of National Heroes 


Elaborate exercises were held at 
the Beverly Farms school, from 2 to 4 
p.m., Wednesday, in the form of 
Washington and Lincoln Memorial.” 
The exercises were opened by School 
Committeeman C. H. Trowt who, as 
chairman, in a very concise and elab- 
orate way, paid tribute to the occasion, 
dwelling upon the attitude of the 
school committee towards _ better 
schools and regretting the criticism 
which had _ been al in the city 
proper. 

After speaking at some length Mr. 
Trowt introduced Com C. H. Day of 
Preston post, 188, who spoke upon the 
object and intent of the occasion and 
paid glowing tribute to the memories 
and characters of Washington and 
Lincoln. 

The Rev. N. R. Walsh followed 
Commander Day and gave a very 
stirring address upon the life and 
character of Washington, drawing 
therefrom the object lessons of Wash- 
ington’s religious as well as civil and 
military life. 

The Rev. C. S. Pond then spoke 
upon Abraham Lincoln, speaking very 
happily to the children and taking his 
subject from a boy in the log cabin 
through the long weary years, and of 
the advantages given to mankind by 
the great emancipator. 


Se Ae Schools Safford ae, of 


the great good performed upon these 
occasions, not only to the pupils but 
to the teachers, the school system and 
the community at large, regretting 
that any criticism had been made and 
closing by paying a glowing tribute to 
the characters and worth of Washing- 
ton and Lincoln. 

Mr. T. D. Connolly spoke upon 
school life as it was forty years ago at 
Beverly Farms, of the hardships then 
existing and also the attitude of the 


people in general towards the school - 


system, regretting exceedingly that 
any criticism had been made of the 
school committee, saying that be- 
yond doubt outside of any politician 
no criticism might be made, that in- 
stead of criticising the school com- 
mittee and the school system the crit- 
icism should be placed where it be- 
longs, namely: upon the politicians ; 
and Mr. Connolly did not mince his 
words in stating them. 

Mr. S. J. Connolly spoke perhaps 
in somewhat lighter vein than any of 
the preceding speakers, as he said he 
believed that the occasion should not 
be quite so funeralistic. He made 
some happy .hits upon his predeces- 
sor’s speeches and finished by paying 
tributes to the teachers, the school 
committee and the Grand Army, and 
asking each pupil to emulate the good 
examples as taught by the speakers 
of today all with an idea of better cit- 


izenship. 

Mr. James B. Dow dwelt upon the 
necessity of the youth of today taking 
up work in a moderate way interming- 
ling with his studies and play the 
things that tend towards character 
and manhood. 

The exercises closed with all sing- 
ing America. Too much credit can- 
not be given to the school teachers 
for the great success made by the 
pupils upon this occasion. Many se- 
lections were rendered and many reci- 
tations declaimed, each forming a part 
of the whole and the pupils most cer- 
tainly carried out their parts without a 
hitch.

Grand Army Man, Keeper of Manchester 
Almshouse Passed Away Yesterday 
Morning 


William Henry Haskell, keeper of 
the Manchester almshouse for almost 
18 years, passed away yesterday morn- 
ing at the age of 74 years, 10 mos., 
22 dys. He had been in failing health 
the past year and a half, and for the 
past fortnight the end has been 
looked for at almost any minute. 
Death was due to heart trouble and 
old age. 

Mr. Haskell was born March 29, 
1831, at West -Gloucester. He 
worked asa young man ata ship yard 
in Essex. May 18, 1859, he married 
Abbie L. Lucas of Manchester, and 
two years after this when the call was 
given to go to the front he enlisted on 
Nov. 28, 1861, from Manchester to 
serve three years, or during the war. 
He was mustered in at Readville and 
served as a privatein John T. Prince’s 
company, 24th Mass. Volunteer In- 
fantry. 

His war record was a most meritori- 
ous one. He took part in the battles 
of Roanoke, Newbern, Kingston, 
Goldsborough and Little Washington, 
N.C. The following abstract sent 
out by the Soldiers and Sailors’ Ben- 
evolent society, Washington, last sum- 
mer, speaks thus of his career : 

“The said William H. Haskell was 


-always to be found at his post of duty 


in all battles and bore a faithful and 
loyal part in all battles and operations 
of his regiment. On January, 1863, 
his back was severely injured while he 
was engaged in the duty of discharg- 
ing commissory stores at Newbern, 
N.C., from. a transport to which he 
had been detailed. He received an 
honorable discharge at Newbern, 
N.C., May 28, 1863, by reason of sur- 
geon’s certificate of disability caused 
by injuries, having achieved a gallant 
record of meritorious service and sol- 
dierly conduct at all times. His wife’s 
two brothers, John and Robert Lucas 
both served with honor in the Union 
army during the Civil war.” 

After returning from the war he

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TOWN WARRANT 


Biggest Warrant Ever Brought Before the Voters of 
Manchester for Consideration — 66 Articles — Very 
Little of Great Momentum, however, except those 
pertaining to Additional Water Supply. 


The voters of the Town of Manchester will have for their 
consideration at the annual March meeting this year (a week 
from next Monday) the largest town warrant ever offered them. 
There are 66 articles; yet there is little of great importance to be 
introduced, except, perhaps, the matter of additional water sup- 
ply for the town. There are several articles calling for concrete 
sidewalks, and one article of interest is that calling for a tapper 
on the Congregational church bell, as an additional fire alarm. 
The warrant follows : 

ArTICLE 1. To choose a Moderator. 

Art. 2. To hear and: act on the reports of the several 
boards of Town Officers and Committees. 

Art. 38. To choose by ballot the following Town Officers : 
One Town-Clerk for.one year; three Selectmen, who shall also

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THE H. C. FRICK MANSION 


Most Pretentious Estate on the 
North Shore, Now Nearing 
Completion -- Estimated Cost 
in the Vicinity of $1,000,000 


The (Henry "C., Frick ‘estate \ at 
Pride’s Crossing, work on which was 
started almost two years ago, is now 
nearing the completing stages. The 
mansion itself, the stable, the auto- 
mobile house, the laundry and the 
gardener’s lodge are all practically 
completed as far as construction is 
concerned, as will be seen from recent 
pictures taken, reproductions of which 
are on the front page of this issue. 

It is said that the place will cost 
Mr. Frick in the vicinity of $1,000,000, 
to say nothing of the interior furnish- 
ings of the mansion, where there may 
be represented before it is finished, 
well on toward another million in val- 
uable paintings, etc. 

Though, perhaps, not the largest, 
Mr. Frick’s estate will be the most 
expensive on the North Shore. Some 
idea of the expense to which Mr. 
Frick is going, in making himself a 
summer home, may be gained when it 
is realized that a fence is being built 
along the roadway fronting the estate, 
at a cost of over $100,000. 

The work was commenced early in 
November, 1904. The construction 
of the house, stable, gardener’s lodge, 
automobile garage and servants’ quar- 
ters, together with the extensive 
grading of the surrounding grounds, 
has progressed simultaneously since 
then. Excellent weather for out-door 
work has given the contractors an op- 
portunity to hasten the work the pres- 
ent winter, and it is now anticipated 
the property will be ready for occu- 
pancy by June. |

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work was let to a Nahant concern a 
great many of the hundreds employed 
were from Manchester, Beverly 
Farms and Beverly. 

D. Linehan & Son have the sub- 
contact for all grading, foundations, 
all stone work, except free-stone work 
and trimmings. They also have the 
contract for setting out about 50 
maple trees. Their work is probably 
the most extensive of any of the sub- 
contractors. The magnitude of the 
grading can better be realized when it 
is known that 48,000 square yards of 
filling was brought in from West Pea- 
body, a spur track having been built at 
Pride’s to accommodate the special 
cars which came twice and three times 
a day for over two months. Over 
1650 cars in all were brought. 

The Frick property was formerly 
the old Tyson estate, comprizing 
about 23 acres of well wooded land, 
witha frontage of about 1000 feet on 
both sides of Hale street. 

Two broad avenues leading to the 
mansion encircle a wide expanse of 
filled in land that will eventually be 
grassed over. One of these branches 
off into a roadway leading to the ser- 
vants’ quarters and laundry. Half 
way up to the mansion on one of the 
avenues is the auto garage, which will 
cost in the vicinity of $50,000 when 
completed. 

Further up the hill, overlooking the 
sea, but scarcely discernable from the 
roadway, is the house. It is reached 
through a magnificent forecourt en- 
circled with limestone columns, and 
the entrance has six immense colonial 
columns of limestone trimmings and 
fancy brick work. All of the main 
living rooms of the house will be fin- 
ished in hand carved mahogany, ex- 
pensive marbles and teak wood. 

A wide corridor extends through 
the basement, many of the rooms of 
which are finished in glossy, white Tif- 
fany tiling, two and a half inches in 
thickness and absolutely fireproof. 
Most of the wood finishing is of brown 
ash. 

On either side of this corridor or 
hallway are the various rooms. These 
include the large kitchen equipped 
with cooking accommodations that 
would be ample for a hotel; dumb 
waiters operated by electricity, a ser- 
vants’ electric elevator running to the 
fourth floor and lined with Tiffany til- 
ing ; a model serving pantry with wide 
marble slabs for culinary purposes, 
rubber tiled floors, etc., a refrigerator 
room, butcher’s room, servants’ dining 
room ; a securely walled-in wine vault 
connecting with an unpacking room ; 
three spacious store rooms, a large 
boiler room tiled throughout and con- 
taining two large steam heaters fur- 
nishing systems of direct and indirect 


heating for the entire house; a bel- 
lows room connected with an organ 
on the floor above; waiting and toilet 
rooms. 

Here also may be found a spacious 
pool and billiard room with magnifi- 
cent open fireplace and marble mantel 
and toilet rooms leading from it, all 
finished with oak dado and paneling. 

At the extreme south end of the 
house is a swimming tank room decid- 
edly Grecian in style, with artificial 
limestone, fluted columns, marble da- 
do, moulded pilasters and architraves 
and two sets of dressing and toilet 
rooms. Hot and cold shower baths 
are provided for and the swimming 
tank, to contain about seven feet of 
water, has an odd shaped bay, around 
which are to be arranged cushioned 
seats. Mr. Frick contemplates install- 
ing a system of pipes by which either 
salt water from the nearby cove or 
fresh water may be turned into the 
swimming tank, either of which can 
be given any desired temperature, by 
a system of condenser form of heating. 

On the ground floor of the mansion, 


commencing at the south end, are the 


living rooms of the family, leading 
from a wide and elaborately furnished 
hallway. There is a glass enclosure 
not unlike an outside piazza glassed in, 
a “den” with open fireplace ; a large 
sitting room and library finished in 
English oak; a loggia enclosed with 
glass sides similar to a sun parlor; a 
large drawing room finished in ma- 
hogany and marble; coat rooms, toil- 
ets, serving pantry, housekeeper’s 
apartments, butler’s pantry, fire proof 
silver vault, steel lined and secured by 
a heavily bolted door, and the family 
dining room and a separate breakfast 
room. 

The dining room has mahogany pi- 
lasters and columns and cornices with 
hand-carved mahogany modillions and 
decorations and teak wood floor in de- 
sign. Thereis alsoa magnificent fire- 
place. The breakfast room is finished 
in caenstone and is glass enclosed 
towards the terrace. The butler’s 
room and serving pantry are finished 
in mahogany, and a ladies’ reception 
room near the main entrance is artis- 
tically paneled. 

Glazed bronze doors giving a 25-foot 
opening into the main hall open 
through to the approach to the ter- 
races. Tothe right of the main hall in 
the staircase hall is to be located a 
magnificent organ costing about 
$42,000, which may be played from 
three separate consols. This is also 
connected with an echo organ on the 
third floor. 

On the third floor are located Mr. 
Frick’s chamber, those of his wife, 
seventeen-year-old daughter, and son, 
Childe Frick, who last year graduated

from Princeton University, a gov- 


erness room, several guest chambers, 
toilets, closets, a boudoir, dressing 
rooms and bath rooms. Private bath 
rooms are connected with each cham- 
ber and all have tnarble mantels and 
fireplaces, The rooms are finished in 
English oak. 

Many of the hand-carved marble 
mantels in the guest rooms were pur- 
chased by Mr. Frick while he was 
abroad in Italy and imported to this 
country especially for this mansion. 

On the third floor are the servants’ 
rooms, ten in number, finished in 
brown ash. In the attic are located 
other servants’ rooms, the elevator 
motors and two 10-ton water tanks, 
the town supply of water not having 
sufficient pressure. 

When completed the house will be 
finished in cremo, black and gold, 
breccia violet and other expensive 
marbles. 

Mr. Frick makes frequent visits to 
Pride’s, but all the work is being car- 
ried on under the direction of his per- 
sonal representative, George L. Allen 
of Manchester.

The fire was in Dennis & Camp- 
bell’s grocery store on School street, 
and was caused by mice setting fire 
to some parlor matches, in case, on 
the floor of a room in the rear of the 
store. As the wind was blowing hard 
at the time, and as all the buildings 
in that section of the town are of

question that, had the fire gotten 
under way, it could not have been 
checked until it had eaten up the en- 
tire row of buildings.

It was about ten minutes before three. 
As he neared Dennis & Campbell’s 
store he thought he smelled smoke, 
and as soon as he came in view of the 
rear of the building he thought he 
could see a light in the lights of glass 
over the rear door. He investigated 
and it took but a second to size up the 
situation. 

He rushed to the engine house 
alongside and pulled in an alarm from 
Box 52. He opened the door to the 
engine house and told Driver Page 
where the fire was, and then pro- 
ceeded to arouse the inmates of the 
boarding house, conducted by Mr.

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and Mrs. Jerry Coffee, over the store. 
Then, with Driver Page, he pulled a 
hose cart and chemical from the house 
and they were quickly joined by E. P. 
Flynn, Lewis Leach and Officers Lee 
and Jones. The door in the rear of 
the store was broken in with the nozzle 
of the hose and a stream turned on, 
quickly putting out the blaze. 

By that time the firemen and, it 
seemed, half the town had arrived. 
But it was found the fire was confined 
to the room where it started, despite 
the volume of smoke pouring from 
doors and windows. 

Too much cannot be said of the 
work of Serg. Andrews. But for his 
prompt efforts the fire might have 
proved most disastrous. Universal 
gratitude has been expressed for his 
work. It certainly demonstrates that 
the police are not only guardians of 
the peace but they are preservers of 
property. The town is well covered 
at all hours of the night by three offi- 
cers, and the town can well congratu- 
late herself that she has a night force 
that is ever on the alert as servants of 
the people. Tuesday night, officer 
Andrews earned the salaries of the 
whole police force for many years to 
come. 

The loss resulting from the fire was 
largely from smoke and water. Dennis 
& Campbell suffered a loss of about 
$250, while that on the building was 
about $500. This has been satisfac- 
torily adjusted through the agency of 
Geo. E. Willmonton.

That the Hon. William H. Tappan of 
Manchester is the only living agent of 
the government, who, with Gov. Ste- 
vens, made the treaties with the Indi- 


WM. H. TAPPAN 
an braves of Washington, Idaho and 
Montana tribes in 1855 is a fact 
brought out in recent investigations in 
Idaho. 

Mr. Tappan is now in his 85th year 
and is living quietly at his home on 
North street. 

He was one of the pioneers of the 
great west, and ranks with Freemont 
and Kit Carson as a factor in carrying 
out the future of that great country. 
His adventuresome experiences with 
the savages and hairbreadth escapes 
were many. It was in 1849 that he 
was appointed Indian agent in Indiana, 
Oregon, Washington Territory and 
Idaho. His first efforts in attempting 
to make treaties and of extinguishing 
the Indians’ title of land were unavail- 
ing, but he was afterward more suc- 
cessful.

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TOWN MEETING 


Annual Event Arouses Considerable Interest 
in Manchester—Upwards of $170,000 Appro- 
priated—Question of Additional Water Sup- 
ply Most Important Matter Considered— 
Further Tests to be Made—Old Board of 
Selectmen Returned 


Though lacking some of the old- 
time enthusiasm, heated discussions 
and fiery debates, the annual town 
meeting, held in the Manchester town 
hall Monday, all day, Tuesday and 
last evenings was alive with little flur- 
ries of excitement that added to the 
interest. At the close of Tuesday 
night’s meeting over $150,000 had 
been appropriated, and this was 
swelled at last evening’s session. 

There was little interest in the 
election in comparison with former 
years, and with one exception, that of 
constable, the old officers were re- 
turned. Jos. Leary’s victory over 
Thomas Sheehan for constable was

the recount, which Mr Bell called for 
Thursday, Messrs. Bel], Kittield and 
Swett gained one vote each. 

The most momentous question be- 
fore the meeting was that of an 
additional water supply for Manches- 
ter, and this was very ably put before 
the meeting by Commissioner F. J. 
Merrill $9,000 was appropriated ‘‘to 
make such tests and experiments as 
may be deemed expedient for the 
removal of the iron in said water 
(at Beaver Dam) and otherwise puri- 
fying the same.’”’ Pipes are also to 
be laid to the corner of School and 
Mill streets, where connection may be 
made to the town mains in a case of 
emergency. 

Among the appropriations of gen- 
eral interest were those for placing a 
tapper on the Congregational church 
bellas additional fire alarm, for Fourth 
of July celebration, a series of band 
concerts, for concrete sidewalks, etc.

What was Said and Done at 
Manchester Town Meeting 


Town Clerk J. S. Jewett called the 
meeting to order at 9 o’clock, and after 
reading the town warrant he called 
the first article, “To choose a mod- 
erator.” Twenty-eight votes were 
cast, all for Franklin K. Hooper. 

Though not present at the time Mr. 
Hooper was soon called in. He 
thanked the voters for the election, 
but said he would not be a candidate 
for the office again. 

“T can’t say I didn’t expect this,” 
he said, ‘“‘but ‘I did not expect it so 
soon. I have served the town quite a 
number of years as moderator—11 
consecutive years, I think—and I have 


served at special meetings in addition, 
and previously was moderator when 
the town accepted the plans for a 
water works. I should have given 
notice before this through the press, 
but neglected to do so, and I now wish 
to give notice that in the future I do not 
care to be a candidate for moderator. 
I am not a candidate for any future 
meetings, special or otherwie. Gen- 
tlemen, I thank you for another ex- 
pression of your confidence. 

*«T like to glance back over the last 
20 years,’’ continued the speaker, 
“and see the advance made by the 
town as regards highways, schools, 
streets, etc. We remember about the 
first of the development was when the 
street was opened from the railroad 
crossing to Masconomo hill, so called, 
and to the beach. Since then we 
have developed wonderfully. I like 
also to glance at the parks. Though 
the beach has caused us considerable 
trouble and we now have it, we should 
even now be careful.” 

The speaker referred to the im- 
provements on the beach bank made 
by several of the abutters. ‘““However 
much this is done to the neglect of 
the town,” he said, ‘‘must be looked 
after.’”’ He spoke also of the installa- 
tion of water works and of the intro- 
duction of electric lights, saying of 
the latter that he felt the town made 
a mistake in not having a municipal 
plant, and he thought it would be well 
for the town to secure the present 
plant before the option expires. He 
was opposed to street railroads, be- 
cause he thought the town would not 
be developed as it should be by this. 
The police department had been won- 
derfully developed in the past two 
decades, as also had the fire , depart- 
ment, which he termed “an efficient 
and up-to-date department.”’ 

“T believe Manchester is not fully 
developed—not more than one-half. 
Looking toward progress in the future 
we see higher valuations. We now 
have a valuation of about $11,000,000. 
You are going to be called upon in 
the near future to meet greater ex- 
pense. My interest in the town has 
always been great and it always will 
be.” The speaker closed by repeating 
his assertion of the first that he did 
not care to serve the town again as 
moderator. 

The selectmen having appointed as 
tellers 1T. C. Rowe; R. C. Allen, G; 
E. Willmonton and James Hoare, 
the moderator appointed T. B. Stone 
and C. M. Dodge. These were sworn 
in.. 

A.S. Jewett moved that all unex- 
pended balances of the last year be 
returned into the treasury, except the 
balance of the appropriation for the 
completion of the new school house. 

Art. 2—To act upon reports. 


N. P. Meldrum moved the report of 
the water commissioners be laid upon 
the table till Tuesday evening, to be 
considered at that time with articles 
43 and 45. 

The reports of the school and fire 
departments, gypsy and _ brown-tail 
moth superintendent, tree warden, 
town clerk, sand agent, quartermaster 
Allen post, harbor master, forest fire 
wards, trustees of cemeteries, superin- 
tendent of streets, chief of police, July 
4th committee, selectmen, board of 
health, memorial library trustees, 
trustee of public library building were 
accepted and the recommendations 
contained therein for the most part 
adopted. The park commissioners 
asked to have their report assigned to 
the evening session. 

The moderator asked the treasurer 
why such little amounts of uncollected 
taxes as $2 or $3 were carried over 
for eight or nine years. 

Mr. Stanley said he would be pre- 
pared to answer any questions that 
were coming his way at the evening 
session, as he understood there were 
to be some. 

The treasurer’s report was accepted 
and the financial statement of the 
selectmen was laid on the table to be 
corrected and presented later. 

Article 3, having to do with the 
election of officers, was assigned to 
11.30, the polls to be kept open from 
12 to 5.30. 

Article 4, list of jurors as printed 
in the report, accepted, after the name 
of *‘Geo. W. Matherson”’ was changed 
to “George M. Matheson.” 

Article 5, ‘‘to see if the town will 
appoint an appropriation committee.”’ 

N. P. Meldrum said the appropria- 
tion committee was a good thing for 
the town, but in all fairness, as long 
as five departments having money to 
spend were represented, the other two 
departments should have a representa- 
tionalso. Questions arose and there 
was no one to represent them. He 
moved two be added to the board, one 
from the water commissioners and one 
from the fire engineers. As this was 
not seconded, the motion did not pre- 
vail. 

D. L. Bingham moved the town 
appoint an appropriation committee. 

The moderator said he was_ sur- 
prised there was no more interest 
manifest. ‘Here is a town with a 
vaJuation of almost $12,000,000,” he 
said, ‘‘spending $300,000 or $400,000 
a year, and supposed to be up-to-date 
in every way, and yet no interest. 
About 20 voters here; no one to 
second the motions. I will not enter- 
tain a motion unless there is interest 
enough to second it. You are sleepy. 
I’d rather get out on the floor and 
fight than stand here.”’ 

Mr. Meldrum amended Mr. Bing- 
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ham’s motion by adding, ‘‘There shall 
be two additional members, making a 
committee of 11 instead of 9.” 

O.T. Roberts believed men could 
be selected who had nothing to do 
with spending the town’smoney. He 
thought it was the intention of the 
town in having this committee to se- 
lect men who had nothing to do with 
the expenditure of money. 

Mr. Bingham made an amendment 
to the amendment that only three be 
appointed as usual. 

Mr. Meldrum said if it was the in- 
tention of the town to select accord- 
ing to Mr. Roberts’ remarks he would 
withdraw his motion. 

The Moderator said these men 
should be selected for what they are 
worth. ‘It is difficult to get nine 
men in this town for such a committee 
who had no interest in the expendi- 
ture of the money. We need not 
question a man’s integrity. I have 
heard nothing that reflects on these 
men. I believe in a square deal.” 

O. T. Roberts did not want to be 
misunderstood. He had criticised the 
spirit that would add two more to the 
committee so that this or that board 
could be represented. I do prompt 
the spirit to put on one, two or five 
more to represent any board. 

C.C. Dodge: ‘On good business 
principles it is better to have a com- 
mittee made up of those who do not 
represent boards who handle much of 
the town money. Best to have men 
who have no axe to grind, pet scheme 
or hobby. If Mr. Meldrum’s scheme 
was carried out we would have a happy 
family, a sort of menagerie.”’ 

D. L. Bingham said he didn't like 
the suggestion of rascality. He be- 
lieved men are honest and their integ- 
rity are not to be questioned. 

It was then voted that the town 
appoint three on the appropriation 
committee to fill the vacancies caused 
by those whose term expires. 

The moderator re-appointed D. T. 
Beaton, John Baker and Frank P. 
Knight. 

Article 26. Onmotion of G. S. 
Sinnicks $4,300 was appropriated for 
the maintenance of the fire depart- 
ment. 

Article 27. On motion of E. P. 
Stanley $700 was appropriated for 
new fire hose. 

Article 25. F. K. Swett moved 
$100 and credits be appropriated for 
the care and maintenance of the am- 
bulance. 

The moderator said he objected to 
the principle of credits; it was a bad 
system. Give the amount needed and 
turn the credits into the treasury. 

E. S. Knight said his connection 
with the board of selectmen the past 
year taught him the system of retain- 
ing the credits was wrong. A sum 


should be appropriated sufficient to 
cover the amount needed and the 
credits returned to the town. 

F.K. Swett withdrew the part of 
his motion regarding credits, and $100 
was appropriated. 

Article 57. $1,000 was appropriated 
for the care of the cemeteries and the 
chapel. 

Article 58. $200 was appropriated 
for the purpose of painting the iron 
fences at Rosedale cemetery. 

At 11380 the hour had arrived for 
consideration of Article 3—election of 
officers—and from then till noon prep- 
aration was made for voting, which 
continued till 5.30. The result of the 
election will be found elsewhere. 


Monday Evening 


The Monday evening session was 
called to order at 7.10 the moderator 
reading the result of the election. 

W. C. Rust who usually champions 
the crusade against liquor, said he saw 
by the auditor’s report the whole of 
the $300 appropriated for an enforce- 
ment of the law had been returned to 
the treasurer. There was no article 
in the warrant this year, but he 
thought there ought to be some appro- 
priation, as there might be some occa- 
sion to use it if things get too warm. 
It was voted, on motion by him, and 
amended by Mr. Cunninghan, that 
$300 be appropriated for enforcement 
of the liquor law for the ensuing year, 
and that the subject matter be re- 
ferred to the appropriation committee. 

Town Clerk A. S. Jewett and Se- 
lectmen Swett and Kitfield were sworn 
in by the moderator. 

The report of the Park Commission- 
ers, assigned to this hour, was next 
taken up. 

T. D. Beaton stated that in accord- 
ance with vote of last year the com- 
missioners presented plans for the 
consideration of the voters, and while 
they did not ask for funds for the 
whole plan they did ask for part. A 
retaining wall, running from the pier 
to Beach street, as shown in the plan, 
was one of the things most needed. 

‘‘We also have an estimate,” he 
said, “for planting shrubs, etc., on the 
little up-land. It has been said, the 
town has no right to appropriate funds 
to dredge from the channel to the pier, 
but we have not found out definitely 
yet, though the harbor and land com- 
missioners have given us permission 
to dredge and improve this land ac- 
cording to plans. The land adjoining, 
known as the O’Brien lot, has recently 
been sold, it is said for the purpose of 
conducting a coal business. Now that 
this is to be used for objectionable 
purposes, so near park property, per- 
haps, it would be well enough to look 
into the matter.” 

This suggestion brought out much 
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comment from the speakers following, 
but the moderator ruled all reference 
to the matter as affecting the question 
before the house out of order. 

W.C. Rust thought the first action 
should be to accept or reject the plans, 
then the town can go ahead and 
spend what it feels like. 

Moved by Mr. Rust, that the town 
adopt the plans presented by the Park 
Commissioners for the improvement 
of Beach street park. 

C.C. Dodge amended by adding 
“subject to some minor changes.” 

R. A. Mitchell thought the matter 
ought to lay on the table till the town 
decided whether it wanted to spend 
money on dredging, etc. 

R. C. Lincoln was of the opinion 
that the voters could act more judic- 
iously if they knew what the whole 
plan as laid out-would cost, despite 
the fact that only a part was wanted 
this year. : 

W.C. Rust said it was the inten- 
tion to do a little ata time. Can’t es- 
timate what the cost will be 15 or 20 
years hence. 

G. S. Sinnicks then went into a de- 
tailed description of the plans, telling 
just what was the intention, the cost, 
etc. 

Dr. W. H. Tyler asked why the 
wall could not be built from Beach 
street to the front of the pier instead 
of the rear. 

Mr. Sinnicks replied this would ne- 
cessitate 40 feet more wall. 

C.C. Dodge then explained what 
he meant by ‘minor changes”’ re- 
cently referred to. “Most of you 
know that little piece of land, known 
as the O’Brien lot, has_ recently 
changed hands,” he said. ‘It has 
been sold to a Salem coal dealer. It 
seems to me we should make haste to 
get that.” 

Moderator: “If that is what you 
mean by ‘minor changes,’ I declare 
you out of order.” 

J. S. Reed thought it would be wise 
for the town to go slowly in this mat- 
ter. It would be well to procure that 
land. 

E. P. Stanley then laid out his pet 
plan for the development of the park, 
estimating an expenditure of $40,000. 
‘‘T have always been much interested 
in this matter,’ said he. ‘‘ The plans 
while very good are not up to my idea 
of what we want fora park. It has 
always been my idea that we should 
build a tide gate across from the end 
of the marsh tothe dam. We could 
do this for $5000, and then we could 
have a little pond there in Day’s 
creek all the time. The Smith prop- 
erty would be worth $10,000 more, 
and you know what that would mean 
on our valuation. So far as the 
O’Brien Bros. lot is concerned I visit- 
ed them some time ago on my own re- 


_ little at a time. 
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sponsibility and they wanted $1200. 
It will cost 30% more to develop the 
park doing a little at a time. Make 
your plan and then let us contract for 
the work and have it all done at once. 
Make a 100 foot stream from the 
main channel.” 

Moderator: ‘‘ Have you estimated 
how much this would cost ?” 

Mr. Stanley: “ Yes, sir; $40,000 if 
you do it now, $60,000 if you do it a 
I believe we want a 
park here that isa credit to the town.” 

C. O. Howe. ‘“ We have plans here 
as instructed by the town. I think 
the last speaker has gone little beyond 
what was asked for.” 

Mr. Stanley moved as an amend- 
ment that the plans be referred back 
to the commissioners to report more 
extended plans. 

F.K. Hooper. “This matter has 
been before the town a number of 
years. Mr. Rust and myself were in- 
strumental in buying the land. It is 
a good investment and it isa good 
thing to improve it. It is not a good 
plan, in my opinion to spend $40,000 
in one or two years. I see no objec- 
tion to improving the side of the Park 
facing Beach street first. I don’t be- 
lieve in getting an extended plan. 
Day’s creek could be dammed at con- 
siderable expense, but I think the 
future is time enough to consider this. 

John Baker and A.C. Needham did 
not favor the amendment. 

F.J. Merrill thought it was time to 
do something, and as the commission- 
ers have plans to give us a chance to 
use boats, let us accept them and get 
to work. 

O. T. Roberts thought it would be 
well to go along the lines recommend- 
ed by the engineer. 

Mr. Stanley’s motion was put and 
lost, and the original motion for an ac- 
ceptance of the plans of the commis- 
sioners was voted by a large majority. 

W.C. Rust. ‘I made the motion 
that started all this talk ; now I would 
like to make another that is just as 
important.” He moved that $7500 
be appropriated. $3000 for the con- 
struction of a retaining wall of piling 
and plank and $4000 for dredging. 
This was not seconded, and on anoth- 
er motion the matter was. !aid over till 
Tuesday evening at 8 o’clock. 

Selectman W. E. Kitfield was then 
sworn in by the Moderator. 

Article 55, “to see if the town will 
accept a deed or dedication of a cer- 
tain parcel of woodland situated on 
the Essex old road, so called, adjacent 
to other woodland so accepted by the 
town and part of its public reserva- 
tion along said road,’’ was accepted 
on motion of R. C. Lincoln, who ex- 
plained the land was next to the Es- 
sex line in Manchester, and the gift 
was from T. Jefferson Coolidge, of 


land formerly owned by Samuel 
Knight. 

Article 34. On motion of Mr. Lin- 
coln $1,475 and surplus dog tax was 
appropriated for the support of the 
public library. 

Article 3, election of officers again 
came up, and these officers were 
elected :

J. Merrill and I. M. Marshall. 

Measurers of Lumber—O. T. Rob- 
erts, C. C. Dodge and Thos. Baker. - 

Measurers of Wood and Bark—W.

Field Drivers—Benj. L. Bullock, G. 
S. Sinnicks and Edw. A. Lane. 

Pound Keeper—There were 19 
nominations, but the moderator finally 
recognized the name of “‘ Dr. Wm. H. 
Tyler,’ who was voted in. There 
being no voter by that name the vote 
was declared void, and Waldo H. Ty- 
ler was named and voted in. That 
gentleman refusing to serve, Supt. 
Kimball presented the name of Albert 
Cunningham, who said in accepting | 
the office that he thanked the voters 
for the honor and he would serve to 
the best of his ability. It is under- 
stood among the immediate improve- 
ments which Mr. Cunningham pro- 
poses is the purchase of a new lock 
for the pound, the key to the present 
lock having been lost last year in its 
transfer from Raymond C. Allen to 
Alfred C. Hooper, the retiring officer. 

Article 17. Supt. Kimball moved 
the sum of $3,500 be appropriated for 
the purchase of a steam road ‘roller 
for the use of the highway. Voted. 
It was later voted that the selectmen 
and superintendent of streets be au- 
thorized to purchase the road roller. 

Article 28, relative to placing a 
tapper on the Congregational church 
bell. 

A. Cunningham wanted to know if 
this would in any way affect the town 
clock. 

Chief Hoare: ‘The tapper strikes 
the bell, not the clock.” 

On motion of Supt. Kimball $600 
was appropriated for the purpose. 

$1,500 was appropriated for addi- 
tional storehouse for the highway 
department at the stone crusher. 

Article 20. On motion of E. A. 
Lane $21,000 was appropriated for 
school purposes. A. Cunningham sug- 
gested that the committee keep within 
this appropriation. 

Under article 21, $300 was voted for 
the maintenance and improvement of 
the playground.

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TOWN MEETING 
[Continued from Page 4, 3d Col.] 


Article 6. Supt. Kimball moved 
that the sum of $15,500 be appropri- 
ated for the improvement of highways, 
bridges, etc., and to include the salary 
of the superintendent of streets and 
clearing snow. 

A. Cunningham said he was not 
satisfied with the report of the super- 
intendent of streets. He wanted to 
know how the money is spent, so that 
the people might know just what is 
being done each year. 

Article 18. Wenham road improve- 
ment. Supt. Kimball said extra 
money was called for this year to cut 
grades, one near the Tenny estate 
particularly, and to make the usual 
repairs. $500 was voted. 

Article 19. Concrete sidewalks. 
Supt. Kimball asked for $3,000 for 
this purpose, the sidewalks to be laid 
as asked for in articles 9, 10, 12, 13, 
14 and 15, namely: Pleasant street, 
between Essex street and the westerly 
side of the estate formerly of John J. 
Parsons; Central street, from Elm to 
Pine; easterly side of Norwood ave- 
nue; Pine street ; Beach street ; Rose- 
dale avenue. 

F. K. Swett objected to passing 
these all in one article, and thought 
the petitioners ought to have the right 
to discuss the various articles. 

‘ George Hobbs said if it was the 
intention to concrete the whole length 
of Pine street it would bea wasteful 
expenditure of money. 

E.S. Bradley said a sidewalk was 
very much needed on that street. Not 
a street in town was in sucha wretched 
condition. If anyone thinks it would 
be a wasteful expenditure of money 
they should go and. see for them- 
selves. 

The motion was carried, and $3,000 
was voted. 

Article 11, relative to building a 
sidewalk through the Cove woods, was 
referred to a committee appointed by 
the chair’ as follows: Gardner M. 
Lane, Albert J. Lucas, Randolph 
Taylor, E. P. Hooper and Jacob H. 
Kitfield. 

Meeting adjourned at 10.10 till 
Tuesday night at 7 o’clock. 


Tuesday Evening 


The meeting convened at 
o'clock. 

The report of the water commis- 
sioners, containing the various sub- 
reports assigned to this hour, was the 
first business taken up in connection 
with the consideration of articles 43 
and 45. 

Under article 2 the report of the 
commissioners was accepted. 

Article 43. In accordance with the 
recommendations of the water com- 
missioners, the following regular ap- 
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propriations were made: $3,000, ser- 
vices, extensions and receipts ; $7,500, 
maintenance ;. $500, purchase of me- 
ters; $800, official salaries; $600, 
painting standpipe; $225, painting 
barn and dwelling house at station. 

Article 45, relative to additional 
water supply. Com. F.J. Merrill said, 
in presenting the motion given below, 
in part: “In presenting an article for 
your consideration the members of 
the board do not deem it necessary to 
offer any argument as to the necessity 
of further water supply.” He then 
read an extract from the report of 
Engineer Percy Blake, made in 1897, 
in which the latter said the present 
plant would yield a supply of 600,000 
gallons a day summers, but that more 
would be needed by 1900. “Mr. Blake’s 
prophecy has come true. The time 
has come when we need more water. 
780,000 gallons were pumped one day 
last summer; the average pumping 
for July last year was 505,000, and 
this is a big amount for an estimated 
capacity of 600,000.” 

The speaker reviewed what had 
been done in line with the plans of 
the committee as to securing addi- 
tional wells in various sections of the 
town, with the object of obtaining 
more water. They finally solved the 
problem down to three places—Cat 
brook, Gravelly pond and Beaver 
dam. Cat brook was condemned some 
years ago, Gravelly pond was not con- 
sidered suitable for several reasons, 
and Beaver dam seemed to be the 
best of the three. The quality of 
water is better and can _ be obtained 
cheaper. The only problem is how to 
filter the iron. The State board of 
health, acting on our reports, recom- 
mend further tests, and Mr. Coffin 
provides for them in his second plan. 
While it will cost about $9,000 to 
make the tests, if it is a failure we can 
realize about one-half of the outlay in 
return, so that the actual net cost will 
be about $4,500 to demonstrate that 
we have the supply there.” 
Merrill then offered this motion, which 
is in accordance with the recommenda- 
tions of the board of health ; 

That the board of water commis- 
sioners be, and hereby are, authorized 
to procure and cause to be conveyed 
to the main supply pipe at the corner 
of Mill and School streets, an addi- 
tional water supply for the town in 
accordance with that portion of the 
recommendation of Freeman C. Coffin, 
i.e., which is designated as a plan for 
an emergency supply of water as con- 
tained in his report to said commis- 
sioners, dated Feb. 5, 1905; and they 
are hereby authorized to acquire, by 
purchase or otherwise, such waters, 
sources, lands, rights of way and ease- 
ments as they may deem necessary 
and expedient for acquiring, convey-

ing, etc., and distributing the same, 
and may make such tests and exper- 
iments as they deem necessary or 
expedient for the removal of the iron 
in said water and otherwise purifying 
the same, and the sum of $9,000 is 
hereby appropriated for said purposes. 

O. A. Martin: ‘Ido not think this 
board has investigated the best places 
in town to procure water. We have 
at our property (mear the brickyard) 
an excavation 34 feet deep in some 
places. The water is as good as the 
town water. The basin is about an 
acre in area, and has an average depth 
of 15 feet. We would sell this prop- 
erty for less than it cost to dig it.” 

M.E. Gorman: ‘Before we act on 
this question let us look into the 
Gravelly pond scheme. Ido not ap- 
prove with Coffin’s plan of bringing 
water to the station and experiment- 
ing with it there, but do it on the 
spot.” 

Mr. Merrill explained that it was 
the intention of the commissioners to 
experiment ‘‘on the spot.” The idea 
of bringing the pipes to the junction 
of School and Mill streets was so that 
it could be connected with the main 
pipes in case of an emergency. 

F. P. Knight asked if it was con- 
templated to purchase easements 
across the property of Mr. Putnam 
and Mr. Baker. 

Mr. Merrill replied that they in- 
tended simply to procure an option on 
the property of Beaver Dam meadow. 

Frank P. Knight advised going 
slowly. He was very glad this matter 
had taken the turn it had, and thought 
if the present plans were carried out 
we could find out what the supply can 
be at a minimum cost to ourselves. 
He reminded the voters that already 
$21,000 more than last year had been 
appropriated, and this would mean 
$7,000 more. 

O.T. Roberts: “This is a poor thing 
to talk on, curtailing expenses on 
water. We want water at any cost. 
I am rather inclined to Gravelly pond. 
I lived in Beverly several years and 
drank pond water, and I don’t see 
as it reduced me in the least. A bird 
in the hand is worth half a dozen in 
the bush ; and 500,000 gallons we are 
sure of are worth 800,000 under 
ground. I like the plan presented 
and like to go slowly in the matter,” 
He favored the plan favored by Mr. 
Merrill so as to find out what we have. 

F. K. Hooper, leaving the platform 
and coming upon the floor, said he had 
been interested in this matter and had 
investigated as far as a private citizen 
could,,and he had become convinced 
that he didn’t care for pond water if 
he could get it from the ground. The 
engineer who made this report is re- 
garded as one of the most efficient in 
his line in the country. He is at 
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present working on an underground 
supply forthe city ot Salem. He also 
spoke of the work done by the com- 
missioners in a complimentary way. 
It is a poor time to come here tonight 
and offer things, and ‘“‘suppose’’ it is 
of sufficient quantity and quality as 
needed. The proposed plan is very 
economical, and I am thoroughly con- 
vinced this is the proper thing for the 
town to do at the present time. 

R. A. Mitchell called for another 
reading. 

M. E. Gorman: “TI don’t like over- 
riding the report of the State board in 
this way.”’ He then read from the 
report of the board of health. 

The moderator asked him if this 
wasn’t exactly what the motion called 
for 

Mr. Gorman: ‘Let us go to Grav- 
elly pond and see what that is good 
for.” 

P. H. Boyle thought it would be 
well to go carefully. If we can’t get 
rid of the iron in the water at Beaver 
Dam, we certainly don't want that 
water. ‘I want pure water,” he said, 
“°Tisn’t a matter of cost; we want 
the best.” 

Mr. Merrill: ‘‘ Mr. Gormon speaks 
of overriding the State board. We 
are doing exactly what they say.” 

F. P. Knight: “The appropriation 
committee are not trying to throw 
down this well-defined piece of work. 
They are simply recommending a con- 
tinuance of the same plan as to a 
further supply.” 

-The motion was put and counted by 
the tellers—96 in favor, 8 against. 

Article 29. Park improvements. 
This was next taken up by appoint- 
ment. D.T. Beaton said he was not 
ready to give an opinion on whether 
the town could appropriate money to 
dredge. He had been unable to get 
any definite answer from the attorney 
during the day. The matter was laid 
on the table to be taken up at an ad- 
journment. 

The matter of the O’Brien lot was 
again introduced by R. A. Mitchell. 
D. T. Beaton said the commissioners 
would like to get an opinion. 

F. K. Hooper said no one could 
conduct a very extensive coal business 
on land 60x75 feet., He thought we 
need not fear this. 

W.C. Rust thought it was some 
kind of a scheme and hoped the town 
would take no action on the matter. 

O. T. Roberts agreed with Mr. 
Rust, ‘I have heard our jovial super- 
intendent (Kimball) make a remark 
about a nigger in a woodpile. This is 
what we have here, only the nigger 
is in the mud. 

The motion to Jay the matter on 
the table was put and carried. 

Article 33, relative to town land- 
ings and channels was introduced by 


Prof. C. L. Norton, who said ““We 
are called ‘Manchester-by-the-Sea,’ 
but our connections with the sea are 
rather remote. You can’t float a 7- 
inch board down the river at low tide. 


‘The condition at the town wharf is 


extremely bad. It has been estimat- 
ed the cost of dredging a 70-foot 
channel from the town wharf to Mr. 
Read’s property, where the govern- 
ment channel begins, for $13,500, 
but I think it would not be best for 
the town to do this, but to appoint 
an energetic committee to get Uncle 
Sam to appropriate this amount to 
finish their work started some years 
ago. We are remiss in not making 
every possible effort to get this.”’ 
And, in accordance with a motion by 
him, A. M. Merriam, O. T. Roberts, 
EB. P. Stanley, Prof. C. L. Norton 
and D. T. Beaton were appointed by 
the moderator to forward this matter 
of improving the channel as expedi- 
tiously as possible. 

Prof. Norton said the float at the 
wharf was not sufficiently buoyant to 
hold more than one person at a time, 
and $50 was appropriated for the pur- 
pose of improving it. He also sug- 
gested that in case the channel was 
dredged, a channel might be dredged 
to the pier at Tuck’s Point at a cost 
of $275. 

Article 65. Under this article the 
various appropriations covering town 
miscellaneous, park bonds, meters, 
and other regular expenditures, given 
in detail in the list of appropriations 
on another page were made. 

Article 60. On motion of C. O. 
Howe $3,644.82 was appropriated for 
the suppression of the gypsy and 
browntail moths, the same to be done 
under the supervision of the tree 
warden, Wm. Young. 

Article 59. $400 was appropriated 
for the care of trees. 

Article 51. Albert Cunningham 
moved that $500 be appropriated for 
the celebration of July 4 and that a 
committee of seven be appointed by 
the chair. 

D. T. Beaton said in view of the 
celebration of the last year and the 
year before the people of the town 
could enjoy themselves much better 
if the celebration was not repeated. 

Mr. Cunningham thought the town 
should be patriotic enough to celebrate 
the day and keep the people in town ; 
because one year was a failure that 
was no reason other years should be 
the same. 

P. H. Boyle. ‘ What are you going 
to do, forget the Fourth of July? I 
should be ashamed not to celebrate. 
You spend thousands, and are you go- 
ing to begrudge $500 for this? (Ap- 
plause.) 

E. P. Stanley. ‘I am something 
of an old man, I'll admit. I have 


helped celebrate the Fourth for 61 
years, and I am not going to stop 
now. It is said I began to holler be- 
fore I was one year old.”’ 

Moderator: ‘I don’t doubt it,” 

Mr. Stanley: “I used to get up at 
12 o’clock when I wasa boy, and, as 
the old fellow says, raise h——. I 
celebrated one Fourth lying on my 
back near the Confederate’s line. If 
I had a boy who didn’t get up before 
2 o’clock I’d give him a ride of shoe 
leather.”’ 

D. T. Beaton didn’t want to be mis- 
understood in the matter. He hated 
to see money spent so foolishly. When 
a committee was appointed to cele- 
brate in the proper way be believed 
in it. 

The motion was carried and the 
moderator appointed Albert Cunning- 
ham, Louis O. Lations, F. M. Garrell, 
L..W. Floyd,E: Po Stanley; HS: 
Tappan and R. L. Cheever. 

Article 52. W.F. Spry moved that 
$500 be appropriated for a series of 
band concerts during the season of 
1896 (meaning 1906). 

Supt. Kimball asked if the music 
was to be by the Manchester band, 
and upon being answered that it would 
not necessarily be, he said he hoped 
the music would not be as antiquated 
as the speaker (1896). Motion car- 
ried. 

Article 8, relative to widening and 
straightening Brook street, was passed 
over as it was not legally brought be- 
fore the meeting. 

At 10.15 the meeting adjourned to 
Friday evening at 7 o’clock. 


Friday Evening Session 


There were about 30 voters present 
last evening when Moderator Hooper 
called the meeting to order and an ad- 
journment was immediately made to 
7.30 o’clock next Monday evening. 


The Recount 


Walter R. Bell, who was defeated 
Monday at the Manchester election by 
only five votes, called for a recount 
and this was accomplished Thursday 
afternoon. The count was made by 
the registrars, W. J. Johnson, J. H. 
Rivers and Charles Danforth. W. 
R. Bell and F. K. Swett were present 
and E. S. Knight and Wm. E. Kit- 
field were represented by R. C. Allen 
and F. K. Hooper respectively. The 
only difference in the original count 
was one vote each for Messrs. Bell, 
Kitfield and Swett, a ballot being 
found with the marks beside the name 
instead of in the regular places. There 
were three such ballots, but the tellers 
missed one of them.

NEW CHURCH EDIFICE 


Sacred Heart Church, Mancheten to have a New Home. Structure will 
be of Stone and Plans will be in Hand Shortly 


The matter of a new home for the 
Sacred Heart church in Manchester, 
talked of for some time, has this week 
assumed definite form and the BREEZE 
is able to announce today that work 
will be started on a church just as 
soon as the specifications are out and 
the bids are made. 

Rev. Wm. F. Powers, who has been 
working quietly and conservatively on 
the matter since coming to Manches- 
ter, has now arrived at the point 
where his plans have assumed action, 
and this week Archbishop Williams 
agreed to his plans and sanctioned 
them. 

The church-is to be of stone, in 
rubble work, very similar to that in 
the public library, and the trimmings 
will be in split boulders. The archi- 
tecture will be of the 14th century 
perpendicular Gothic style, a repro- 
duction almost of the English church 
of 700 years ago. 

Fr, Powers is somewhat of a student 
of architecture, and the style which 
he has selected is very rare indeed, 
and is very dignified in comparison to 
the graceful lines of the continental 
Gothic. 

The interior of the edifice will be 
107 ft., 8 in. long, the knave being 80 
ft., 8 in., and the sanctuary 27 ft., and 
the width 55 ft., 4 in. The seating 
capacity will be abont 620. A sacristy 
27 x 17 feet will be built. 

The building will stand on the old 
church lot and on the new ones re-

Powers, the 
front of the structure standing back 
20 feet from the sidewalk, and the 
side line will be about 25 ft. from Burn- 
ham’s lane. 

A tower, practically detached from 
the main building, will fill the eye 
from Vine street, but in all probability 
this will not be built in the near future. 
The tower battlements will be about 
62 feet from the ground and from this 
a spire will rise about 45 ft. high. 

One good feature of the building 
will be the number of doors, provision 
being made for five. Two. of these 
will be in the facade ; another through 
the tower, in which there will also be a 
stairway to the choir gallery. There 
will be another through the sacristy 
and one through a porch on Burnham’s 
lane. 

The rear line of the structure and 
the sacristy will be three feet from 
the present building. The front ele- 
vation from the ground to the gable 
will be 52 ft, 6 in. and from the 
ground to the side 22 feet. 

The heavy buttress work will add 
to the ornate structure of the exterior. 
It is planned to get the structure in 
such shape that it can be roofed over 
by next winter, and using it the next 
summer, and then proceed as the 
financial status will allow.

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The Liquor Question Discussed 
Ai the Manchester Churches 


Rev. E. H. Brewster spoke briefly 
on the liquor question at the Baptist 
church last Sunday evening, as also 
did Rev. C. A. Lincoln at the Congre- 
gational church. Mr. Brewster said 
in part: 

“The liquor question is one worthy 
of agitation all the year round it one 
considers how influentially it bears 
upon our community life. It is matter 
of record as well as for congratulation 
that the citizens of Manchester have 
repeatedly declared their emnity to 
the saloon, and we are glad to believe 
will do so again at the polls tomorrow. 

“ You may employ two superintend- 
ents of schools if you will, build a half 
dozen more schoo] houses if you can 
afford it, but the plow of advanced 
ideas in education can make little 
headway against a well manned _ bar 
which would beget for you, with devil- 
ish rapidity, a generation of stunted, 
crippled, soulless and degenerate men. 

“I know there are some who talk 
about the right of the town to the few 
paltry thousands of dollars to be de- 
rived from the license system. Do 
such people ever stop to consider that 
license places the town at one side of 
the till, and the bar-keeper at the 
other ? 

““So much for license. I don’t be- 
lieve many sane men will vote for it. 
I shall be painfully shocked if the ma- 
jority for no license is not greater this 
year that it was last. What? Fifty- 
two more Sundays of church going, 
church giving and gospel preaching 
and my fellow townsmen no purer of 
the right, no firmer in their resolve to 
shatter the wrong? 

‘“‘ But some are saying, ‘If we don’t 
have license, we shall have the sale of 
liquor just the same.’ Shall we? Who 
says so? The law says ‘No.’ ‘Yes, 
but the lawisn’t enforced.’ Why not? 
People shrug their shoulders. Is that 
the way to shift the responsiblity? If 
the law isn’t enforced, it is the fault 
of the people who make the laws, and 
make and unmake law makers. We 
can keep ‘ No license’ and law enforce- 
ment together. 

“Our officials are honest men. 
Thank God no taint of graft has ever 
yet been discovered in Town hall. 
But they are the off-spring of our will. 
They will run no higher than their 
source. The stream of public senti- 
ment relating to this question has been 
very low indeed and at times has well 
nigh disappeared amid the draught of 
a general indifference.”

Unique Funeral Cortege 


An innovation for New England in 
the way of funeral arrangements was 
inaugurated a few days ago at Fall 
River when the body of a prominent 
deceased citizen was carried, accom- 
panied by the bearers and sorrowing 
friends, from the First Congregational 
church in Fall River, where the ser- 
vices were held, to Marion by trolley. 

One of the handsome new trolley 
express cars was provided for the pur- 
pose. The floor of the car was covered 
with rugs, and the casket, buried in 
a wealth of beautiful floral offerings, 
was placed upon supports in the cen- 
tre. Seats were provided in the same 
car for the bearers. 

Running independently behind this 
car was a special passenger car in 
which about 40 relatives and friends 
of the deceased rode. The trip was 
made from the church in Fall River 
through New Bedford to Marion, from 
which point the trip to the Rochester 
cemetery, where the interment took 
place, was made in carriages, and oc- 
cupied but about two hours. 

This unique funeral cortege has at- 
tracted wide attention and it is looked 
upon as a possible forerunner of others 
to follow, particularly where it is 
necessary to consider the expense and 
where the distance from the place of 
funeral and interment is extended and 
both are convenient to the lines of the 
street railway systems.

Water Approach to Manchester in Very 
Poor Condition — Member of Committee 
Appointed at Town Meeting to Take Up 
the Matter with Authorities at Washington, 
Says ‘‘Get Hold Somewhere, and Help Lift 
Her Out of the Mud in Which She Has 
Floundered So Long.” 


Editor of the North Shore Breeze: 

Please allow me space in your paper 

to present an important matter to 
our readers generally, and particu- 
arly to those who are sufficiently in- 
terested in making the water approach 
to our town safe and convenient, at 
low water, for small boats, while those 
of considerable size may reach the 
several wharves in the inner basin 
easily. 

Through the hard work of a few of 

our public-spirited citizens, and the in- 
fluence of our late summer resident, 
Mr. John H. P. Dodge, who went to 
Washington and did valued service 
for the town he loved, a survey was 
made by government engineers, a re- 
port and plan of which we have, call- 
ing for the widening and deepening of 
any channel existing at the time and 
making one in the most convenient 
-and suitable places where low tide 
failed to disclose a water course of 
sufficient depth to be available for 
practical purposes. 

The plans call for a channel broad 
enough to suit all needs and deep 
enough to allow boats drawing not 
over four feet of water to reach town 
wharf at mean low water. The plan 


also contemplates a large basin directly 
in front of town wharf and another 
outside the draw-bridge, quite large 
and deep.

Certain gentlemen of large business 
and political experience feel that, if a 
suitable committee should take this 
matter in hand, it might be possible 
to present our needs in a way that 
will merit the attention of the Land 
and Harbor Committee at Washing- 
ton, and our rightful claims in a man- 
ner that will insure the required 
appropriation. 

The town in its recent annua] meet- 
ing favored the plan to the extent 
that they appointed a committee of 
five gentlemen who should take charge 
of the subject matter contained in the 
report and plan, and use every en- 
deavor to work it out to a successful 
conclusion. 

The committee consists of Arthur 
M. Merriam, Prof. Charles L. Norton, 
Edwin P. Stanley, Duncan T. Beaton 
and Oliver T. Roberts. 

This committee will welcome any 
well considered suggestion and solicit 
the help of any who may have influ- 
ence more or less directly with the 
Land and Harbor Committee, who are 
a most important factor in this matter. 

We trust all who have at heart the 
deep needs of our town, will use their 
utmost endeavor and, whether citizens 
by birth or adoption, get hold some- 
where, and ‘“‘with a long pull and a 
strong pull, and a pull altogether,” 
lift her out of the mud in which she 
has floundered so long, so that in fact 
as well as in name, she may be Man- 
chester by the sea.

EARLY ENGLISH PREACHERS 


By D. F. Lamson 


England, in the course of her thou- 
sand years of history, has produced 
many great preachers, as well as great 
statesmen, philosophers and writers. 
That the preachers preceded by some 
centuries the great writers is according 
to a well-known law of literary devel- 
opment. In all nations oratory has 
appeared long before literature ; letters 
are always of slow growth and long in 
maturing their fruitage. Eloquent 
speakers there have been among the 
least advanced races, as the Negro 
and the North American Indian, 
among whom there has been devel- 
oped little if any literature. 

The light from Celtic and Saxon 
times is too dim to enable us to see 
more than the outlines of figures that 
moved across the stage. Britain, 
however, was not without its religious 
leaders. St. Patrick, hazy as is our

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knowledge of him, was a man of such 
indomitable missionary activity that 
he must have been an inspiring and 
powerful preacher. One would like 
to have been in one of those vast open- 
air gatherings in some hollow among 
the hills, and caught the enthusiasm 
which swept like a tidal wave over the 
barbarians, submerging multitudes in- 
to the faith. One of the most pictur- 
esque figures of the time is St. Cuth- 
bert, seen in popular belief seated on 
a rock at Lindisfarne, a cloud-wrapt 
form, fashioning the little fossils which 
still bear the name of ‘St. Cuthbert’s 
beads.’ But the saint was no mere 
recluse or fantastic wonder-worker ; 
under his rule, missionaries from Iona 
were the apostles to the savage tribes 
of Northern Europe. These preachers 
were not of the academic type; they 
did not wear soft clothing or dwell in 
kings’ houses; they were voices cry- 
ing in the wilderness, summoning men 
to repentance and preaching the king- 
dom of God. Later, the successors of 
these pioneers carried their zealous 
propaganda to the shores of the Baltic 
and the forests of Germany, and with 
their fiery eloquence and wholesale 
methods of conversion swept whole 
tribes of the barbarians into the 
Church; pagan deities were rechris- 
tened with names of saints, forms of

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christian worship supplanted the rites 
of Odin, and the Conversion of the 
Northern nations took its place in 
history. 

The Venerable Bede, in his monas- 
tery at Jarrow, is to be regarded as a 
scholar rather than a preacher. It 
was his delight, he tells us, to be 
“always learning or writing or teaching 
something.” He was what we call a 
many-sided man ; grammarian, philos- 
opher, historian, Bible translator and 
preacher. None of the remains of his 
pulpit eloquence have come down to 
us, but such a man could hardly have 
failed to bean interesting and powerful 
preacher, at least to intelligent hear- 
ers, even if he lacked the vehemence 
ot John Knox who in his old age and 
feebleness, when he had to be lifted 
into the pulpit, ‘before he was done 
was like to bing the pulpit into blads 
and fly out of it.” With Bede we 
naturally associate his patron the good 
King Alfred, himself like our strenu- 
ous Chief Magistrate not only a soldier 
and a statesman, but a man of letters 
and a lay preacher, Men like these 
constitute the true defence of nations, 
and men like these have never been 
wanting in England’s island story. 

Most of Bede’s writings are in Latin, 
the literary language of his age. His 
translation of the gospel of John is in 
Anglo-Saxon, the language of the 
people. The story of its completion 
has been often told. The pupils were 
gathered around the master ; “there is 
but one chapter more, but. you have 
not strength left”, said the youthful 
scribe ; ‘‘write quickly,” replied Bede ; 
the day wore on; “there is only one 
sentence left ; ’ the last words were 
dictated ; ‘‘it is finished, dear master ” 
“Consummatiun est’, responded Bede, 
and being helped to his knees repeated 
the ‘‘Glorza,”’ and the gentle spirit was 
at rest.

converted to the christian faith, over 
large districts and for long years in 
succession the offices of religion mostly 
ceased. What with Vikings in ‘“‘pyrate 
galleys warping down’’, Danish hordes 
ravaging with fire and swcrd, beacons 
flaming, harvests burning, there was 
little opportunity for preachers to 
exercise their functions. With the 
establishment of something like order 
under the iron rule of the Normans, 
many ecclesiastics were imported into 
the realm, but with the exception of 
high officials ltke Lanfranc the clergy 
were poorly furnished intellectuallye 
for their work. Preaching was almost 
the least of the duties of the parish 
priest ; if he could manage to mumble 
over the Creed and the Pater Noster, 
it was about all that could be expected 
of him. But better days were dawn- 
ing ; the influence of the Renaissance 
and the printing press in England 
evoked a spirit among the people 
which demanded intelligence in the 
clergy and lifted the pulpit out of the 
degradation into which it had fallen. 

Some of the itinerant preachers 
from the 10th to the 12th century, in 
‘sandal shoon and scallop shell”, 
palmers returned from the Holy Land, 
found willing hearers by the wayside 
or at the market cross, and devout 
purchasers of their relics—a rosary, 
a bit of the wood of the true cross, a 
thorn from the crown. These preach- 
ers were often held in great venera- 
tion, but the common lot of preaching 
friars sunk after Chaucer’s time more 
and more below respect. 

The rise of the great cathedral 
those marvellous creations of genius 
and devotion in which poetry, art and 
religion seem crystalized into stone, 


had little to do with the preaching 


vocation ; they were not designed for 
purposes ‘of oral instruction, the pulpit 
being but an insignificant feature ; 
with their fretted roofs, clustering 
pillars and long-drawn aisles, they 
were better suited to spectacular 
effect than to preaching and hearing ; 
to autiphon and processional, pealing 
organs, high altars, “dim religious 
light,” liturgy, ritual. The building 
of parish churches all over England 
was a better indication of the increas- 
ing power of the pulpit in English 
civilization, and brought the preacher 
into closer contact with the people. 
Few of the early English preachers 
have left distinguished names; they 
are overshadowed in history by the 
soldiers and statesmen, and their 
voices are often lost in the din of 
war. But they must be reckoned with 
as among the great moral forces that 
have made England what she is today, 
one of the greatest, freest, best gov- 
erned nations of earth. It is a far cry 
from Patricius and Cuthbert to Canon 
Liddon and Charles Spurgeon, but it

remains forever true, ‘How beautiful 
upon the mountains are the feet of 
him that bringeth good tidings, that 
publisheth salvation.”” It will be a 
dark day for the world if preaching 
ever becomes a lost art.

GEORGE WILLMONTON 


Honored Manchester Citizen Passed Away 
Thursday Morning 


Deacon George Willmonton, an 
honored and respected citizen of Man- 
chester, passed away at his late home 
on Pleasant street, Thursday morning, 
at the age of 70 years, 3 months, 14 
days. 

Death was the result of a general 
breaking up, his health having been 
declining since a year ago when he 
lost one eye as the result of an ab- 
scess. His condition had not been at 
all serious, however, until the last 
month. His was one of those quiet, 
peaceful lives characteristic of the old 


New England stock from which he ~ 


came. He was an honest, upright 
soul, respected and honored by all 
who knew him. 

George Willmonton was born in 
Manchester, Dec. 1, 1835,a son of 
the late Deacon Jacob Willmonton, 
one of the old ‘‘skippers”’ of the early 
fishing days of Manchester. His 
mother was Eliza A. Crombie, a Man- 
chester woman, also. His early life, 
as was common in those days, was 
spent in following the sea. Later, he 
learned the trade of cabinet maker 
with Mr. John Little, which he fol- 
lowed until recent years. 

He served in the Civil War in Co. 
A, 45th Regiment, and was at the 
time of his death president of the Co. 
A Associates. He was engaged in 
the battles of Kingston, Whitehall 
and Gouldsborough. He isa member 
of Post 67, G.A.R, of which he was 
chaplain. He was also a charter 
member of William Jeffrey Colony, 
Pilgrim Fathers, and has always been 
closely identified with the life of the 
order here. 

For over 30 years he has been one 
of the deacons of the Baptist church 
of this town and he has always been a 
very jnfluential worker in the society. 
He married Helen L. Holmes of Hop- 
kinton, N.H., in 1865. A widow, one 
son, George E. Willmonton, and a 
sister, Mrs. Charlotte Butler of this 
town survive. 

Funeral services will be held this 
afternoon at 2 o’clock from the Cro- 
well Memorial chapel. Revs. D. F. 
Lamson and E. Hersey Brewster will 
officiate.

BUILDS GOOD ROADS 


Chairman of the Mass. Highway Commission 
says this of the Manchester Superintendent 


The /ournal of the Massachusetts 
Highway association, issued quarterly, 
has come to hand this week, and we 
note in it an account covering several 
pages of remarks made by Supt. of 
Streets Kimball of Manchester, at a 
meeting of the association in Boston, 
recently, in which he relates some of 
his experiences in road construction in 
Manchester. 

In introducing the Manchester su- 
perintendent the presiding officer said : 

“I am going to find out how they 
do things down by the shore. There 
is a famous town there, somewhat the 
resort of the tax dodgers; they evi- 
dently have plenty of money and must 
have good roads.”’ 

The subject of thin roads was one 
of the chief topics of discussion, and 
of this Mr. Kimball said : 

“In regard to thin roads. I started 
in to build a piece last spring, and as 
I told Mr. McClintock, he nearly took 
the life out of me when he came along 
in an automobile, and asked if I 
thought I could make that road hold. 
I put on about four inches of trap 
rock, and rolled it down, then a light 
coating of dust, and rolled until it 
flushed, and for us, it is an exception- 
ally good piece of road. We have 
good results, and it gives good satis- 
faction. It is as slippery and smooth 
as asphalt. There are two or three 
hills, and some little complaint has 
been made about their being slippery 
in wet weather. I built a piece about 
five years ago on the same road and 
the results have been excellent. This 
seems to be the most economical road 
we can build.”’ 

Hon. W. McClintock, chairman of 
the Mass. Highway commission, spoke 
very complimentary of Mr. Kimball’s 
work during his remarks. He said : 

“Thin macadam, when it gets to 
that stage, must be a mere surfacing. 
Mr. Kimball’s road in Manchester is 
much of the same kind, although Mr. 
Kimball went a little farther than Mr. 
Ross. Mr. Kimball must have mis- 
understood my position, because I 
never had a doubt about the success 
of the road he was building. There is 
no finer road on the North Shore than 
the road which Mr. Kimball showed 
me last summer, the road connecting 
with the State road in Beverly.” 

Relative to oiling roads, an experi- 
ment tried so successfully in Califor- 
nia, and which has been suggested 
here in view of the constant raising of 
dust by autos, Mr. McClintock said 
this was not yet in a stage sufficiently 
peecctcd as to be able to apply it

WEDNESDAY EVENING CLUB 


Very Interesting Program Carried out This 
Week at the March Meeting —George W. 
Cooke of Wakefield the Speaker 


George Willis Cooke of Wakefield, 
some note, was the 
speaker of the evening at the March 
meeting of the Wednesday Evening 
club in Manchester this week. Mr. 
Cooke is a good speaker, and_ his

day Evening Club, Manchester, this 
week on “ The Training of Boys.” 


lecture on “The Training of Boys” 
contained much food for thought. 

The program, in charge of a com- 
mittee of which Howard M. Stanley 
was chairman, was musical through- 
out, including mandolin duets by 
Frank Fleming and Bert Floyd, vocal 
solos by Misses Annie McMillan 
and May Strong of Gloucester, with 
Miss May Wells Smith as accom- 
panist, and solo by Chester H. Nye 
of Somerville, well known in Man- 
chester, made up a very interesting 
program. Miss Strong’s rendition of 
her various numbers was especially 
well liked. 

The speaker of the evening took for 
his subject “The Training of Boys,”’ 
and said by way of introduction that 
the best way to train a boy was to 
permit him to bea boy. “You can’t 
very well make anything else out of 
him,” he said. ‘‘And that would be 
equally true of girls.” 

He spoke in a general way of the 
consideration of children to youth. 
“Perhaps the idea that lies on the 
foundation of our education,” said he, 
“is the conception that every child 
repeats the history of the human race. 
He recapitulates the whole history of 
mankind. Unless all other genera- 
tions of men had gone before us, we 
could not think and act as we do 
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today. This idea of evolution has as 
its basis the fact that the child is born 
in the world utterly helpless. 

“This is a young people’s age. The 
spirit of 50 years ago was that a ‘child 
should be seen and not heard.’ The 
young men and women of today are 
not relevant. A child learns more the 
first six years than in all the rest of 
his life. He learns almost entirely by 
imitation. 

‘The great essential of education is 
not to acquire knowledge alone, but 
that you should have character. The 
character of every person, I think, is 
established in these first six years 
before a child gets any education at 
all.” 

The speaker spoke of the need of 
manual training in schools, and ad- 
vised getting out of the old idea of 
Greek and Latin. 

“The education we all need is the 
getting of the capacity to live, of 
seeing life as it is, and of being able 
to master it. The education we need 
has not yet come. That education is 
life—that fits boys to live for the 
business of life. In toi] or in leisure 
we should be men first, second and 
last ; men all the way through.”

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TOWN MEETING 


Two More Sessions of the Manchester An- 
nual Meeting Held This Week—Appropri- 
ations Now Over $200.000 


Two more sessions of the annual 
town meeting, in Manchester, have 
been held this week and must of the 
business has now been disposed of, 
much of the matters of lesser import- 
ance being put through Monday and 
last evenings. A detailed account of 
the proceedings follows. 


What was Said and Done at 
Manchester Town Meeting 


The adjourned town meeting was 
called to order by Moderator Hooper 
at 7.30 Monday evening. 

The first business transacted was 
the reappointment by the moderator 
of G. W. Blaisdell, F. P. Ayers and 
A. C. Needham, whose terms expired 
on the appropriation committee, in- 
stead of those who had been reap- 
pointed at a recent meeting, there 
having been some. misunderstanding 
as to the dates of expiration. 

Article 16, with reference to the 
re-location of Bennett street, as or- 
dered by the county commissioners, 
on petition of William Johnson and 
others, passed over on motion of G. S. 
Sinnicks. 

Article 7, relative to Norwood ave- 
nue extension. F. K. Swett asked 
for further time. 

Article 22. On motion of C.O. 
Howe $225 was appropriated to have 
the new school house protected from 
lightning. 

Article 2, reports of town officers, 
was called for by E. P. Stanley, tax 
collector, «Phe tax lists o1 1393. 94 
and '95, amounting to $8 61, was re- 
bated, as was also a tax of $8.05 
against Chas. E. Brown of Ipswich, 
all of which were assessed illegally 
and could not be collected. On the 
list of 1901 the tax of $10.27 against 
the late Downing Lee was rebated. 
Mr. Stanley said he could collect this, 
but he felt under the circumstances it 
ought to be rebated. The whole 
amount rebated was $26.93. 

W. C. Rust asked what the appro- 
priation committee had done on the 
matter of a little amount voted to be 
left for their consideration ($300 for 
liquor law enforcement). 

Secretary A. C. Needham said the 
committee had not yet considered the 
matter, but would report at a future 
meeting. 

Article 23. $4,900, without receipts, 
was appropriated for the support of 
the police department. 

Article 24. Appropriated $75 for 
the care and maintenance of the police 
clock system. 

Article 29. Parks. This article was 


taken from the table. D.T. Beaton 
read an opinion from Counsel Evans. 
on the matter of the Beach street 
park improvements, the question at 
issue being the legality of the town 
appropriating money for dredging a 
channel and basin to the pier. This 
was reported on favorably. The plan. 
of the commissioners having been 
accepted and the appropriation called 
for, and recommended by the appro- 
priation committee, having been with- 
held awaiting this reply, it was then 
voted, on motion of Mr. Beaton, ‘‘that 
$7,000 be appropriated to build a stone 
retaining wall from Beach street to 
the pier now constructed.” 

R. A. Mitchell asked what sort of a 
wall it was intended to build. 

Mr. Beaton replied that it would be 
a block stone wall, with granite cap- 
pings, 2 ft. 6 in. wide by 6 in. thick. 

A. C. Needham stated that the 
dredging company who had figured on 
the work of dredging had told him 
they were coming tov Annisquam to do 
some work this spring and their fig- 
ures on the Manchester job would be 
materially lessened. , 

E. S. Knight said a two-thirds vote 
was called for on any money appropri- 
ated for parks. A-hand vote was 
taken, resulting in 110 in the affirma- 
tive and 2 in the negative. 

W.C. Rust: “Have the commis- 
sioners come to any decision as to . 
who shall build the wall, the labor, 
Ct ae 

D. T. Beaton replied that it was 
their intention to obtain figures from 
different parties and award it to the 
lowest man, provided he was responsi- 
ble. 

M. E. Gorman moved that the work 
be done by in-town contractors, and, 
that in-town labor be employed as far 
as practicable. The moderator said 
he did not hear a second to the 
motion, and was about to pass along. 

M. E. Gorman questioned this, and 
asked if it had not been seconded by 
one of the commissioners. 

The moderator asked if anyone had 
seconded the motion, directing his 
query apparently to the park commis- 
sioners. No one replied, and he was 
about to pass along again, when Mr. 
Lewis Killam arose and said he had 
seconded the motion and a gentleman 
behind him had also seconded it. Mr. 
Gorman’s motion was put and carried. 

Article 80. It was moved by C. O. 
Howe to appropriate $1,500 for the 
maintenance and care of parks. 

Rk. A. Mitchell asked if this was not 
the same amount as last year. 

Moderator: “It is $50 less.” 

Mr. Mitchell then asked if more 
money was not needed. He under- 
stood there was to be considerable 
work done atthe park, and it might 
be necessary to hire another man. 
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The vote was counted ; yes 98, no 0. 
Article 56, to grant the W.R.C. the 
use of the Town hall without charge 
from Feb. 14,’06, to March 1, ’07, in 
all cases where entertainments, dances, 
etc., are being held for the benefit of 
their relief fund for charitable pur- 
poses, was called for by J. S. Reed, 
who moved the petition be granted. 

C.C. Dodge: “I don’t know as I 
want to oppose anything in the inter- 
ests of charity. This is a peculiar 
article, and I think it ought to be 
limited.”’ 

W.C. Rust: ‘Has the town the 
right to make donations to societies ? 
It would be better for them to pay and 
have the town grant rebates.” 

Moderator: ‘‘This is a broad article 
and covers a great deal of ground.” 

G. S. Sinnicks was of the same 
opinion, and thought it would be the 
much better way to do as we have 
done in the past, grant rebates after 
they have had the hall. “If we estab- 
lish a precedent we are starting some- 
thing which will give us a great deal 
of trouble,’ he said. ‘There are other 
societies who raise money for charities. 
I favor doing as we have done in the 
past.”’ 

J.S. Reed: ‘This is a special soci- 
ety for a special purpose, an object 
everybody in town is interested in— 
helping the old soldiers. If it were 
not for this society there would be a 


= 


great deal of ae 

Moderator: “The town is always 
willing to help. While we feel gen- 
erous in a matter of this kind, we 
should not establish a bad precedent. 
It is much nicer to come in and ask 
for a rebate.” 

The vote to grant the request was 
put and lost by a decided majority. 

Article 37. $125 was appropriated 
to be entrusted to the quartermaster 
ofshost 67; GAR: 

Article 50. $200 was appropriated 
for Memorial Day observance. J.S. 
Rivers moved a free use of the Town 
hall be granted the G.A.R. for the 
day and evening of Memorial Day. 
Carried. 

F. K. Swett asked the courtesy of 
the moderator in bringing before the 
town a matter purely foreign to any 

article in the warrant. Hestated that 
Mrs. B. P. Bigelow was seeking to 
register title to property running to 
mean low water mark at the beach, in 
Manchester Cove, part of which land 
it appears is already covered in other 
titles, and part of which is property of 
the town. 

R. A. Mitchell thought it would be 
well to lay the matter on the table for 
a few days till any of the citizens inter- 
ested could look over the ground. 

It was then voted that when the 
meeting adjourn it be till Friday even- 
ing. 


Henry C. Mitchell gave notice that 
on Friday evening he would move for 
a reconsideration of the vote whereby 
it was voted to expend $3,644.82 for 
the suppression of the gypsy moth 
nuisance, the same to be expended 
under the direction of the tree warden. 

Article 31. $1,000 was voted for 
the use of the board of health, without 
receipts from use of soil cart. 

The recommendation of the board 
that the town pay one-half the cost of 
removing the contents of cesspools in 
this town was accepted and so voted. 

Mr. Swett moved that a committee 
of five be appointed by the moderator, 
to report at the next annual town 
meeting on the advisability of a sew- 
erage system for Manchester. 

F.K. Hooper thought it was hardly 
necessary to go into the matter of 
sewerage new. It would meana large 
expenditure of money and practically 
no returns. Of course the health of 
the town is to be considered. 

E. P. Stanley wanted to go slow in 
this matter. Beverly, with more than 
12,000 larger population, was but just 
beginning on sewerage. ‘Weare not 
large enough to go into a sewerage 
project yet,”’ said he. ‘I fail to see 
any necessity of it. Itis not a ques- 
tion of one hundred thousand dollars, 
but several of them; it may be half 
a million.” 

PAGS: Jewett quoted Dr. W. H. 
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Tyler to the effect that a remarkably 
healthy condition exists in the town, 
hinting that the health of the town 
did not demand the installation of a 
sewerage system. ' 

Mr. Swett said the board made the 
suggestion which he offered at the 
instigation of advice from Dr. Blais- 
dell of the board. He was of the 
opinion there should be another soil 
cart. 

The matter of sewerage was indefi- 
nitely postponed, on motion of A. 
Cunningham. 

_ Article 4, list of jurors. Frank M. 
Garrell, Solomon A. Parsons and 
Lewis E. Andrews were excused from 
serving, and the list was recommitted 
to the selectmen for reconsideration 
till Friday evening. + 

Article 35. $1,000 and receipts was 
appropriated for the support of in- 
door poor and $1,000 for out-door. 

Article 36. $1,500 was appropriated 
for state and military aid. 

Article 38. A. Cunningham said 
he hoped the park commissioners 
would consider the advisability of 
allowing no more bath houses on 
Singing beach. I was voted the same 
regulations with reference to the town 
beaches and landings be in force as 
last year. 

Article 32. The same regulations 
as last year for the common, dump 
and wharf. 

Article 39, clearing snow, passed 
over. 

Article 40, crushing stone. $2,000 
was appropriated for this purpose, it 
being stated the intention was to keep 
the crusher going the year round. 

Article 41. $100 was voted for 
clearing snow off Central pond. 

Article 42. $300 was appropriated 
for painting the Town hall ; $200 for 
painting the engine house; $500 for 
the erection of a carriage shed at 
Tuck’s Point, $100 for wiring the 
police station and fixtures, and $200 
for repairs on the Row school. 

Article 44. N.P. Meldrum stated 
Mr. Morley had made arrangements 
for service piping to his house on Nor- 
wood avenue extension, thus obviating 
the necessity of running a main on 
the new street. 


Article 46. $400 was appropriated 


for wiring the Memorial Libraay 
building for electric lights. 
Article 47. Mr. Swett moved 


$6500 be appropriated for street 
lights. N. P. Meldrum asked how 
many lights this was for, and was in- 
formed that it was for about 220, to 
be lighted 26 nights each month. 
Article 48. Salaries. A.Cunning- 
ham moved the salaries of the town 
officers and members of the fire de- 
partment, be the same as last year, 
with the exception of the school com- 
mittee. The latter committee can- 
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not legally be paid a salary, though 
they have been paid, it appears, since 
the new law was passed. 

Article 49. $150 was appropriated 
for rebinding the old assessors’ books 
and town plans. 

Meeting adjourned at 9.45 o’clock. 


Friday Evening’s Session 


The meeting was called to order at 
7.385 and the first matter of business 
was that of a revised jury list, the se- 
lectmen presenting the names of O. 
A. Martin, G. E. Willmonton and A. 
C. Hooper in place of the three re- 
signed. 

Article 53. It was voted the select- 
men be empowered to have the band- 
stand moved to a new position, nearer 
the street, to a point between the flag- 
pole and the gasolene tanks. 

Article 54. It was voted on motion 
of EK. A. Lane that the name of the 
new Primary School building be the 
“John Price Primary School.” 

The Appropriation committee re- 
ported that they had considered the 
matter of the $300 for enforcement of 
the liquor law left for their considera- 
tion, and they did not recommend the 
appropriation for the reason that they 
did not find any article in the warrant 
calling for same. They did recom- 
mend $3,825 for official salaries. 

The original motion by W. C. Rust 
that $300 be appropriated for the en- 
forcement of the liquor law was put 
and lost by a decided majority. 

Fred K. Swett made a supplemen- 
tary report regarding the registration 
of certain land by Mrs. Bessie P. Bige- 
low and it was voted they have the 
authority to hire counsel if the case 
demanded such action. 

Article 61. It was voted that the 
sum of $250 be appropriated from the 
interest of the White Beach Pasture 
Fund for the care of Tuck’s Point. 

Article 52. It was voted that the 
money already appropriated for a 
series of band concerts this summer 
be expended under the direction of the 
Board of Selectmen. 

Article 60. Henry C. Mitchell 
moved for a reconsideration of vote 
96, which was “that the sum of 
$3644 82 be appropriated for the sup- 
pression of the gypsy and _ browntail 
moths in accordance with the require- 
ments of Section 5, Chapter 381, 
Acts of 1905, and that the same be 
expended under the direction of the 
tree warden, William Young.” 

This was the point in which.the in- 
terest of the meeting centered last 
night as Mr. Mitchell hadmade known 
his intention of introducing a motion 
to this effect. He went into a some- 
what lengthy discussion of the mat- 
ter, endeavoring to show that his son, 
R. A. Mitchell, should not have been 


thrown out of office as superintendent 
of the work in Manchester without 
some further notice of the matter than 
had been given, and because there 
was no article in the town warrant 
dealing with the subject of appointing 
a local superintendent. He thought 
a great many of the voters did not 
understand what had been done and 
would like to have the matter brought 
up again. He was of the opinion that 
the appropriation committee would 
not have appropriated more than $500 
if they thought the work was to be 
done by any other than the superin- 
tendent appointed last year. ‘You 
already had a man to do this work,” 
he said, “aman that was doing his 
duty for the town, for the men of the 
town, for the state and for everybody, 
and not in a way that he should have 
been thrown down. The selectmen 
appointed him because the state 
officials advised them to do so. This 
vote was taken under a misunder- 
standing. The town has the right to 
throw a man out, but they should give 
notice.”’ 

After considerable discussion on 

the matter in which Messrs. A. S. 
Jewett, John Baker, E. P. Stanley, C. 
O. Howe took part, the question for 
reconsideration was put and _ lost. 
Somebody doubted the vote and a 
hand vote was again taken and 
counted 14 for reconsideration and 127 
against. 
. T. B. Stone asked Mr. Mitchell to 
inform the meeting when the select- 
men had kicked over the traces. If 
they had done wrong we want to 
know about it. 

Mr. Mitchell replied they had done 
so, apparently, when acting under the 
advice of the state superintendent they 
appointed R. A. Mitchell local super- 
intendent. 

Article 62 relating to collection of 
taxes, etc., was voted upon and 
$5210.40 was appropriated to cover 
deficiencies as they appeared in the 
annual report. 

The meeting adjourned at 9 o’clock 
to the second’ Monday in April (Apr. 
9) at 7 p.m.

The Subject of a Very Interesting 
Lecture in the Manchester Town 
Hall Last Saturday Evening by 
Rev. Wm. F. Powers—Interest- 
ing Programme of “Song Illus- 
trations.” 


It was an interested audience 
that filled the Manchester Town 
hall to overflowing last Saturday 
evening—St. Patrick’s Day—when 
Rev. Wm. F. Powers, pastor of 
the Sacred Heart church, gave a 
lecture on “Irish Song.” Not alone 
to the sons and daughters of Erin, 
and their children, was the lecture 
of interest, but to the student of 
literature and song was it of espe- 
cial interest, for Fr. Powers has 
spent much time in a study of this 
subject and his lecture was the re- 
sult of considerable work. 

At intervals during the lecture 
songs were introduced by soloists 
and choruses, illustrating the vari- 
ous points and thoughts which the 
speaker wished to emphasize, and 
this proved a very interesting fea- 
ture, as there were several of the 
soloists who made their debut on 
this occasion. 

The lecturer said in entering 
upon his subject that the true na- 
ture of a long-established race is 
best analyzed by studying, not its 
commercial progress, nor its ma- 
terial development, but rather its 
folk-love and its songs, for these 
last especially manifest the traits 
that spell character, and especially 
is this so of the Irish race. 


“National enthusiasm, patriotic 
incitation, appreciation of scenic 
beauty, love, wit, purity, remem- 
brance, grief, celestial hope—the 


whole garment of racial and per- 
sonal susceptibility is swept by the 
artistic hand of Irish song. No in- 
fluence has a more potent sway 
over the best that is in the Irish 
exile than the well rendered song 
of the old land.

HISTORIC PAPERS. 


Interesting Documents, Printed 200 
Years Ago, Found in the Attic 
of an Old Farm House in Wen- 
ham. 


In the attic of an old farm house 
at Wenham Neck the other day, 
the house recently bought by Dr. 
‘EP. - Ge Parker of Boston,. and-for 
whom it is now being remodelled 
into a summer home, a_ Breeze 
reader came across some very old 
papers..-So old’ are they, in facet, 
that it is with difficulty they can 
be read and handled. 

One is: “An Act, paffed by the 
Great and General Court or Affem- 
bly of Her Majefties Province of 
Maffachufetts-Bay in New- 
England: Begun and Held at Bof- 
ton upon Wednefday the Thirtieth 
Day of May, 1711.” This bears 
the imprint: 

“BOSTON: Printed by B. 
Green, Printer to his Ex- 


cellency the GOVER- 
NORV Eand) AGU UNG Lis 
wa ee 


and is “AN ACT for Apportioning 
and Affeffing of Three  feveral 
Taxes on Polls and Eftates, Purfu- 
ant to the Funds and Grants made 
to Her Majefty, by the General Af- 
fembly, in the Years 1708 *and 
1709.” 

The “act” goes on to say that in 
the general court, at the several 
sessions of 1708 and 1709, three 
taxes were made, amounting in all 
to 22,000 Pounds, and each town 
and district within the province 
was to be assessed and pay its pro- 
portion of the levy. And.then fol- 
lows a list of the places assessed, 
by counties, with the amount 
levied upon each one. There were 
then in the County of Essex: Sa- 


lem, Ipswich, Newbury, Marble- 
head, Lynn, Andover, Beverly, 
Rowley, Salisbury, Haverhill, 
“Glocester,’ Topsfield, Boxford,

Wenham, Amesbury, Bradford and 
Manchester. 

It is interesting to note how the 
tax was apportioned then—2o0o 
years ago—with Ipswich heading 
the list, 1000 Pounds; Salem, 814: 
Newbury, 698; Lynn, 330; Beverly, 
261; Gloucester, 201; and Manches- 
ter, which had only 50 years prior 
been set apart from Salem, at the 
bottom ot the list, 46 Pounds, 01 
about $130. The smallness of this 
figure may be seen when it its real- 
ized the state tax paid by Manches- 
ter the past year was more than 
100 times this amount—$13,680. 

The act furthermore directs the 
treasurer to send out his warrant 
to the selectmen or assessors, re- 
quiring them “to assess all ratable 
male polls above the age of sixteen 
years, at ten shillings ($2) the 
Poll.

and grammar school masters were 
included among those exempt from 
taxation. 

The paper upon which this act is 
printed is about the size of one of 
the pages of the Breeze, the subject 
matter filling four pages. The 
type is about the size of that used 
in these columns, but the old fash- 
ioned way of spelling makes read- 
ing rather difficult at times. 

The other paper seLerred: to at 
the beginning of this article was 
printed during the Revolutionary 
War, when Massachusetts was no 
longer a “province,” but was 
known as the “State of Massachu- 
setts-Bay,” and the subject matter 
of this paper has to do with the en- 
actment in the House of Represen- 
tatives, September 25, 1780, calling 
upon the counties of the State for 
supplies of grain and cattle to re- 
lieve the distress of the army. This 
levy was proportioned to the re- 
spective abilities of the various 
places and it is of interest to note 
that the heaviest assessment was 
upon Essex County, from which 
379,970 weight of beef asked.

Sad Death of 
Beverly Young Man 

Not for months has the death of a 
young man plunged the community in- 
to such universal grief as did the an- 
noucement on Monday evening of the 
frightful accident which cost Perley K.

The facts of 
the accident divulge that, in company 
with Percy E. Tilson of Concord Junc- 
tion and Prof. John C. Damon of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Techno- 
logy, he was engaged in making experi- 
ments with the powerful steam tur- 
bines at the plant of the United Shoe 
Machinery Corporation and had al- 
ready laid wires from the engines to 
the testing apparatus, all this being 
done with the purpose of preparing a 
thesis at the Institute. Everything 
was prepared and the companions had 
left the room for a moment, when re- 
turning, they found the lifeless body 
of Dodge. Death had been caused by 
electrocution, the body in some way 
having come into connection with the 
wiring, which madea circuit through 
which a currant of 570 volts passed. 
Death was instantaneous. Dodge 
was one of the keenest young men 
that ever graduated from the Beverly 
High school, receiving his diploma in 
1902, having taken the scientific 
course and having one of the class 
parts at the commencement exercises. 
He immediately entered the Institute 
where he took the course in electrical 
engineering and proved, by industry,

ery he was enabled to give the 
world in his Irish Melodies a teem- 
ing and wondrous combination of 
rythmic sweetness, the exact coun- 
terpart of which was never before 
bestowed upon humanity. 

“And what a strong poetic im- 
pulse dominates the grand old song 
whose air so lends itself to senti- 
ment that every Class Day song of 
Harvard University for many a year 
has been written to it; and ‘Fair 
Harvard’ itself, the great college 
song of America, in its new-world 
interpretation, resembles the song 
“Believe me, if all those endearing 
young charms.’ 

“In examining Moore’s melodies 
you will fail to find even the faint- 
est strain of the religious rancor; 
and in this, too, he has been faithful 
to the instinct of a Catholic people 
whose best loved leaders have, in 
the main, been Protestants. The 
memories of Lord Edward Fitzger- 
ald, Robert Emmet, Smith O’Brien 
and John Mitchell, all Protestants, 
are enshrined in the heart of Catho- 
lic Ireland today, while the best 
loved man that Ireland ever knew 
—hbeloved by the laity, the clergy 
and the hierarchy until his deplor- 
able moral lapse—was the un- 
crowned king of  Ireland—the 
grandson of an American naval 
hero—the Protestant, Charles 
Stewart Parnell.” 

In conclusion the speaker. spoke 
of the spirit of Irish song, saying 
that “if it be our inheritarice, it will 
surely be of inestimable worth to

railroad when it was run through from 
Salem. He was active in this busi- 
ness till a few years ago, when he sold 
his property, corner of Forest and 
Summer streets, and retired. 

His experiences as a ’49-er are very 
interesting indeed. He caught the 
gold fever with the rest of the young 
men of the time, and, though not 
going with the Manchester party, he 
was one of a company of 40 who 
banded together and set sail for the 
Golden gate in the little brig Metrop- 
olis, with Captain John Bennett of 
Beverly as commander. They set sail 
in November, and it was almost seven 
months defore the arrival at San 
Francisco. 

The voyage around the Horn was a 
hazardous one, with all the hardships 
encountered with the scant means of 
travel in that day, but it was made 
without accident. The vessel was 
loaded with lumber, which they figured 
on selling at a good figure when they 
reached their destination. The cargo 
and entire outfit was valued at $500 a 
man, or $20,000 in all, but they dis- 
posed of this ata big loss, realizing 
only about one half. 

After reaching San Francisco they 
proceeded within a few days to Sacra- 
mento, where the company broke up. 
Mr. Allen made up a company of six 
from the vessel and set out for the 
mines on foot, with a pair of mules to 
drag their wagon, in which was all 
their belongings. They went first to 
Georgetown, 70 miles distant, and 
then to Mt. Gregory and Big Bar, at 
the middle fork of the American river,

Annual Report of President 
Fish of Bell Telephone. 


President Frederick P. Fish in 
the annual report of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph company 
just issued shows that there were 
2,528,715 Bell telephone stations in 
operation at the close of 1905, an 
increase of over half a million, or 
about 25 per cent. since the close of 
the previous year. The total] mile- 
age of wire in use for exchange and 
toll service was 6,043,518 miiles, of 
which over a million and a quarter 
miles were added during the year. 
During the year the Bell companies 
spent for new construction in ex- 
changes and toll lines $46,603,516, 
and for land and_ buildings 
$4,177,390, a total of over fifty mil- 
lion dollars as against $31,619,100 
in 1904. During the year the Bell 
companies handled a_ total daily 
average of 13,911,000 connections, 
or at the rate of about 4,479,500,000 
a year, being 54 telephone calls for 
each man, woman and child in the 
United States. 

The report states that this is the 
thirtieth year since the invention of 
the telephone. The average invest- 
ment per station has been reduced 
by means of sound engineering and 
construction methods and the intro- 
duction of new classes of service of 
less than average cost. There has 
also been a reduction in the average 
cost of operation per station, and 
because of these reductions the Bell 
companies have been enabled to 
make a marked reduction in their 
average rates. All the new money 
which comes into the business is 
invested dollar for dollar in the 
plant. At the present time there is 
in use in the system not less than 
320,000,000 pounds of copper wire, 
8,000,000 poles and 95,000,000 feet 
of underground conduit. About 80 
per cent. of the exchange wire is in 
cables and 54 per cent. of the ex- 
change wire is underground. The 
number of officers and employes 
has increased to 87,212. 

Mr. Fish says that it is the duty 
of the company to employ the best 
business methods, to adhere to 
their conservative capitalization, to 
continue to establish and maintain 
the highest practicable methods of 
efficiency and to give every portion 
of the public as far as possible the 
class of service it requires at the 
lowest rates consistent with a 
proper return on the investment. It 
is in the public interest that this 
return shall be such as will at- 
tract the capital which must be 
furnished from time to time for 
many years to come in order to 
build up what the inhabitants of 
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this country need, namely, a na- 
tional telephone system in which 
within the limits that are physical- 
ly possible every subscriber can be 


connected with every other sub- 
scriber throughout the land.

In the death last Sunday at Annis- 
quam of Mrs. Judith Lane mother of 
Fred W. Lane of Manchester, the 
oldest resident of Annisquam and the 
last Real Daughter of the Revolution 
in this section was removed.

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BIG UNDERTAKING. 


A Tree, Seventy Feet High, and 
Over Two Feet in Diameter, 
Lifted Out of the Ground in 
Hamilton and Transposed to the 
Lawn in Front of the W. H. 
Moore Summer Home in Prides 
Crossing. 


A large and almost full grown 
elm tree, seventy feet in height, 
with a 26-inch diameter at the base 
and with a ball of earth sixteen feet 
in diameter, cemeted together by its 
roots, lifted out of the earth in Ham- 
ilton and removed several miles to 
the estate of Judge W. H. Moore of 
New York, at Prides Crossing, is a 
feat which very few if any of our 
readers have ever before heard of. 

The tree now stands defiantly on 
the beautiful lawn in front of the 
magnificent summer home of Judge 
Moore, and overlooks the bay, with 
its expanding buds almost ready to 
burst open as if glad of its new 
home and surroundings. 

The tree as it stands presents a 
very imposing appearance and is 
perfect in symmetry. It is, beyond 
doubt, the largest tree that has 
ever been removed in this vicinity, 
and it was transported on a tree- 
mover especially designed and con- 
structed by Connolly Bros. of Bev- 
erly Farms. 

Some idea of the weight of the 
tree may be formed w hen it is real- 
ized that together with the ball of 
earth and the machine, it took five 
pairs of strong horses to haul it. 
The time of transportation was but 
two hours from place to place.

The adjourned town meeting in the 
Manchester Town hall, Monday even- 
ing, was rather slimly attended and 
the interest in the few remaining arti- 
cles of the warrant was apparently at 
apremium. The article calling for a 
sidewalk through the Cove woods, so- 
called, from the railroad crossing 
to the house of Oliver Gilman and a 
concrete sidewalk from there to Mag- 
nolia ave. wasreally the most important 
matter of business. This had been 
left in the hands of a committee com- 
posed of Gardner M. Lane, A. J. 
Lucas, E. P. Hooper, Jacob H. Kit- 
field and Randolph Taylor, who made 
a report at this meeting recommend- 
ing an appropriation of $5000 to cover 
the cost of constructing the sidewalk 
and $1000 for the concrete. 

It is the idea of the committee that 
the sidewalk be built in line with plans 
to be made by a landscape architect, 
which would detract as little as pos- 
sible the beautiful rustic appearance 
of the stretch through the woods. 
The matter was referred to the ad- 
journed meeting three weeks hence.

SOME MINOR ENGLISH 
WRITERS 


By D. F. LAmson 


Among the great lights in the 
firmament of English letters, Spen- 
ser, Bacon, Shakespeare, Milton, 
and their peers, there shine many 
stars of less magnitude and_ bril- 
liancy. Of these minor English 
writers, the names of Ben Jonson 
Herbert, Crashaw, Bishop Hall, 
Fuller, Herrick, Thomas Browne, 
Drydeny, “Popes eGray; » Addison 
Johnson, Burke, Goldsmith and 
GCowpeéer/not to” enter “upon the 
nineteenth century, may be men- 
tioned as only less in greatness 
than the great luminaries. Some 
of them may be considered leaders 
in the second rank; and all of them 
have added strength and _ beauty 
to our English speech. Thev dif 
fer from one another, but it is as 
“one star differeth from another 
statein. glory... some. may ,.add 
other names of those who _ have 
enriched the realm of literature 
with their genius, but these at least 
are entitled to a permanent place in 
the republic of letters. In many 
cases time has but added to their 
laurels; many names that were 
almost unknown in their day and 
generation have been “writ large’ 
by posterity. If such names as

those of Raleigh, Marvell, Samuel 
Butler, Tsaak Walton, Sir William 
Temple, DeFoe, Thomson, David 
Hume, Gibbon and others are omit- 
ted, it is only because there must 
be a selection. 

With all these authors the writer 
may claim to be somewhat familiar. 
with some more and with some 
less; the principal works of manv 
of these have been the delight of 
his leisure moments for years: 
aside from his more serious occu- 
pations, they have opened to him 
many a by-path of literary profit 
and enjoyment. His main studies 
of English writers have been of 
those of the 17th century, with oc- 
casional excursions into the 16th: 
but to those of the 18th he owes no 
small debt of gratitude. In some 
of the minor writers whose names 
are comparatively unfamiliar. he 
has found much to reward a patient 
study. And sometimes there is a 
relief, after communing with the 
crowned and commanding kings of 
thought, the “sceptered sovereigns” 
of the world of mind, in holding 
fellowship for a while with those 
of less exalted rank, with those 
who we feel are on our own level, 
bone of our bone and flesh of our 
flesh, in descending from the lofty 
and majestic heights to the table- 
lands and the vallevs, where the air

(Continued from Page 1, 1st col.) 


The only flurry of excitement was 
when W. C. Rust moved that $300 of 
the money appropriated for legal ex- 
penses be applied for enforcement of 
the liquor law, if needed; but even 
this was not of sufficient interest to 
gain a second to the motion until Mr. 
Rust appealed to the consciences of 
those whom he regarded as temper- 
ance men, when Supt. Kimball sec- 
onded the motion. The motion was 
voted down. 

The appropriation committee recom- 
mended that $96,000 be raised by tax- 
ation for the ensuing year. Chairman 
Swett explained that this would prob- 
ably bring the tax rate to the vicinity 
of $9.00, perhaps $8.90,—an increase 
of 60 cents on a $1,000. 


What Was Said and Done at Adjourned 
Town Meeting 


The adjourned town meeting in 
Manchester was called to order Mon- 
day evening at 7.10, but so few were 
present no business was transacted 
until 7.30. 

Art. 11 was first introduced. The 
committee to whom had been referred 
the matter of building a sidewalk on 
Summer street, reported that in their 
opinion the walk should be built, not 
only because of the great dangers 
from autos, but because they are in- 
clined to be muddy and wet at times. 
Mr. Lane had secured the services of 
a landscape artist who would lay out a 
plan for building the walk in such a 
way as to detract as little as possible 
from the rustic appearance of the 
place. They recommended _ that 
$5,000 be appropriated for construc- 
tion of the sidewalk and that it be 
built as soon as possible, and under 
the auspices of the selectmen and 
G.M.Lane. They alsorecommended 
that %1,000 be appropriated for con- 
creting the sidewalk from the Ran- 
dolph Taylor house to Magnolia av- 
enue, the same to be done under the 
supervision of Supt. Kimball. 

E. P. Stanley moved that the re- 
port be accepted, but it was lost. 

W. Go Rust We are asked=to 
spend $6000 and I think it proper that 
this should go before the appropriation 
committee. I don’t think we should 
vote to spend so much money with so 
few out. 

Mr. Rust moved that the whole 
matter be referred to appropriation 
committee to be referred to some ad- 
journed meeting.

that the trees would not have to be 
cut. The bend in the road opposite 
the frog pond he thought should be 
taken away even if the sidewalk wasn’t 
built. 

E. P. Stanley thought the first 
thing to do was to accept the report 
before acting on it. No question in 
the mind of anyone that something 
should be done, It delays the work 
he said, by leaving it to the appropria- 
tion committee.

The mod- 
erator ruled this last motion out of 
order. 

Mr. Rust was surprised that no one 
seconded his motion. ‘There ought 
to be enough voters here in favor of

George Kimball: ‘I second it.”’ 

Mr. Rust: “If we don’t use this 
$300 we don’t spend anything. I be- 
lieve we should have it to work with 
in case it is needed. If we don’t 
ahve it the people who do this kind of 


thing can carry out their plans very 


easily. It is about as free as water, 
Iam told. The officers walk along 
and don’t see anything. They might 
tumble over a keg and not know what 
it was. In my opinion if things get 
rank we could use this money. If 
we don’t use it, there is somebody 
higher than the police.

Wireless telegraph, the wonder of 
the age, has become a reality and a 
necessity, a reality because the fondest 
dream of its inventor, Dr. Lee DeFor- 
est, has been accomplished, the harn- 
essing of that magic something which 
is to carry message across the broad 
Atlantic, as fast and as accurate as 
the cable; necessity because it is fast 
replacing the short cable and the long 
distance telegraph, its success not 
being confined merely to communica- 
tion of vessels and shore, but for fast 
commercial work between great cities. 

The recent accomplishment of Dr. 
DeForest in sending a wireless mess- 
age from his Manhattan station In 
New York to Dursey Head in Ireland, 
a distance of 3,860 miles, shows the 
actuality and the possibility of wireless 
telegraphy, as this message was nota 
short one, but a long, severe one of 
several thousand words. This mess- 
age was repeated and constant com- 
munication has been an every night 
occurance for the past two weeks. 

The possibility in that its meagre 
expense means the death of the cable, 
costing less than one-fiftieth to estab- 
lish it. 

For months past Dr. Bell the inven- 
tor of the Bell Tel. and Dr. DeForest 
have been working quietly but persis- 
tently, and at last their labors have 
borne the choicest kind of fruit. 

No message has ever been sent cross 
the Atlantic before without the use of 
the cable. Several years ago Marconi 
was accredited with the sending of the 
letter “©S”’ from Labrador to Ireland, 


but when asked to 
refused. 

The dream of the wireless age has 
been to span the Atlantic. DeForest, 
the first and only one to operate suc-

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LAST SAD RITES 


Services Over the Remains of E. C. Swift Held 
at Little Episcopal Church, Beverly Farms 
Last Sunday—T he Church a Bower of Flow- 
ers—Large Crowds Come by Special Train 
for Funeral 


The little St. John’s Episcopal 
church, at Beverly Farms, was last 
Sunday the scene of services over the 
remains of the late Edwin Carleton 
Swift, more impressive than which has 
never been held at this pretty North 
Shore edifice. 

A special train of eight cars, one of 
the largest for the purpose ever made 
up by the Boston & Maine, brought 
almost 600 relatives, friends and busi- 
ness associates of the well-known man 
from Boston and from all parts of the 
New England States and other parts 
of the country, in fact, shortly before 
11 o’clock, and there were almost as 
many more assembled from near-by 
places, hundreds of whom were forced 
to remain outside during the services, 
as the church did not begin to hold all. 

The interior of the church was one 
mass of flowers. There were over 
300 floral offerings. The walls were 
covered with southern smilax, English 
ivy and laurel. The wainscotting, 
which extended around the interior, 
offered an ideal place for decorations, 
and this was completely covered with 
palms and bay trees, garlands, wreaths 
of every conceivable flower—in season 
and out of season—from plain wreaths 
of English ivy to wreaths of most 
costly orchids and gardinias There 
were lilies of the valley, violets, brides’ 
and beauty roses in profusion. 

In front of the chancel was a solid 
mass of flowers. Over the communion 
table was a magnificent cross of Easter 
lilies; the communion cloth was draped 
with asparagus vine, white roses and 
orchids, and there were vases of white 
roses on the altar. 

The casket, of black broadcloth, 
was covered with lilies of the valley, 
violets and orchids, as expressed in 
the wish of Mrs. Swift, cabled from 
Europe. It rested on a bank of violets 
and maidenhair fern. 

Among the beautiful pieces was a 
large cross of Easter lilies from Mrs. 
Clarenc Moore and a wreath of or- 
chids and other rare flowers from Mr. 
and Mrs. Moore.. So great was the 
number of floral offerings that the 
church could not hold them. 

The funeral left ‘‘Swiftmoor,” in 
Pride’s Crossing, just before 11 o'clock, 
the casket being drawn by Mr. Swift’s 
favorite horses and driven by the 
family coachman. When the casket 
was brought into the church the pro- 
cession moved up the main aisle, the 
impressive Episcopal service, begin- 
ning with “I am the resurrection and

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MANCHESTER’S NEW PRI- 
MARY SCHOOL DEDICATED. 

Exercises Held in the Assembly 
Hall of the New Building Last 
Saturday Afternoon. Interesting 
Biographical Sketch of Deacon 
john Price After Whom School Is 
Named, by A. S. Jewett. Miss 
Arnold of Boston Made the Ad- 
dress of the Day. Description of 
the Building. 


The John Price Primary School 
building, Manchester’s latest acqui- 
sition to her already well equipped 
school system, was dedicated last 
Saturday afternoon. The new 
building is located on Norwood ave- 
nue, corner of Brook street, just a 
few minutes’ walk from the Geo. 
A. Priest school, on land adjoining 
the Brook street playgrounds. The 
cost completed, including land, and 
interior furnishings, is about 
$43,000. 

The town of Manchester can feel 
proud of owning one of the finest 
schools in the Commonwealth, as 
the building was constructed with 
the aim of getting the very best 
that could be built. In the setting 
and arrangement of the school the 
plan and standard established by 
use in the city of Boston have been 
faithfully followed. A perusal of 
the description of the building in 
another column will bear out this 
assertion. 

Interesting, indeed, were the 
exercises held in the assembly hall 
of the school last Saturday after- 
noon, in connection with the dedi- 
cation. The room was crowded, 
despite the threatening weather, 
and several hundred people attended 
the vexercisés sands imspectedertne 
building. 

After selections by the orchestra 
and prayer by the Rev. C. Arthur 
Lincoln of the Congregational 
church, Robert D. Andrews © of 
Andrews, Jacques & Rantoul, -the 
architects, presented the building 
to the Building Committee in a few 
well chosen words. He said in part: 


The Presentation. 


“The work has been done well 
and faithfully and it is our hope it 
will be of some good and pleasure 
to all who enter therein. In this 
building is a school that gives to 
all the assurance of the health and 


comfort of the children. In _ plan 
and arrangement the _ standards 
established by use in the city of 


Boston have been faithfully fol- 
lowed. The building is as good as 
can be made. It was on August I, 
1905, the contract was signed by 


Roberts & Hoare and in six months 
the building is finished. I wish to 
thank the builders one and all for 
the way the work is done, and the 
building committee. And Mr. 
Chairman, I wish formally now to 
turn this building over to your 
care: 

Edward A. Lane, chairman of the 
building committee, said in accept- 
ing the building from the architect: 


Response to the Architect. 


“In behalf of the members of the 
building committee, whom I have 
the honor to represent upon this 
occasion, it gives me great pleasure 
to accept from you this beautiful 
building, a result of the careful 
study and architectural skill of you 
and your associates. 

“I wish to extend to you our 
appreciation of your effort and suc- 
cess in erecting for the Town of 
Manchester, a building that will be 
not only a convenient and pleasant 
home for the younger portion of our 
community during their school 
hours, but an ornament to the local- 
ity, and a credit to the town. 

“T also wish to express our appre- 
ciation of the interest manifested by 
those having the contract in charge, 
for the faithful manner in which 
they have performed their work, 
and their readiness to make such 
changes and additions as have been 
suggested from time to time during 
its progress. 

“That the building may long 
stand as a memorial to the generos- 
ity of our citizens, a credit to the 
architect and builder, and an in- 
spiration to the young people of our 
town is our earnest hope.” 

Mr. Lane said, in turning the 
building over 


To the Selectmen, 


“Tt becomes a pleasant duty to 
me, occupying as I do the position 
of chairman of the building com- 
mittee, to return to the inhabitants 
of the Town of Manchester, through 
you as their representative, the ful- 
fillment of the trust confided to us 
one year ago, embodying the erec- 
tion and completion of this Prim- 
ary School Building and grounds. 
How well we have executed that 
trust we are content to leave with 
the sober judgment of the people to 
determine. We have endeavored to 
complete the work with the funds 
placed at our disposal, and we are 
pleased to say that we will be able 
to do so without depriving the chil- 
dren of anything needed for their 
comfort during the early years of 
their school life. 


“It is a pleasure to me, as it must 
be to those having the welfare of 
the children at heart, to feel that we 
are able to give them so many ad- 
vantages during the time spent in 
the school room, and it is my 
earnest wish that they might profit 
by. the privileges they enjoy.” 


Mr. Swett Accepts for the Town 

Fred K. Swett, chairman of the 
board of selectmen, accepted the 
building from the committee in a 
few well chosen remarks. He said 
in part: 

“Mr. Chairman, ladies and gentle- 
men: In making this speech of 
acceptance (which by the way is my 
maiden speech) I feel very much 
the same as the little boy who on 
his first day in school was brought 
to account for squirming around in 
his seat, but accounted for the con- 
dition, by informing his teacher 
that he had eaten eels for dinner. 

“This modern and well equipped 
Primary School building, is in strik- 
ing contrast to the school of years 
ago, where we find in the old 
colonial records that in 1647, two 
years aiter Manchester was in- 
corporated, an ordinance was 
passed to this effect: “That learning 
may not be buried in the graves of 
our fathers. It is hereby ordered, 
that every township in this juris- 
diction, after the Lord _ hath in- 
creased it to the number of 50 
house-holders, shall forthwith ap- 
point one within their town, to teach 
all children to read and write.’ Then 
again in 1785 we find that this town 
voted to build a schoolhouse 21 feet 
wide by 26 feet long, and as a mat- 
ter of historic interest, this same 
house now stands on the easterly 
corner of Brook and School streets. 

“I recall these facts to your mind 
that one may perceive the growth 
of educational facilities has kept 
pace with the steady advancement 
and prosperity of our town. 

“No more common remark is 
heard from the parents of children 
than this: I lacked these school 
advantages in my youth but what- 
ever befalls me, my children shall 
enjoy them, and to that end the 
good citizens of Manchester ever 
stand ready to give to her pupils 
the best schools that money and 
brains can supply. 

“A building such as we dedicate 
today, situated in the most beauti- 
ful town in the state, apart from the 
commotion of city life, with a sun- 
ny exposure and plenty of pure air, 
gives it surroundings that should be 
conducive to the study of nature 
without and the concentration of 
one’s thoughts and ideas within. 


“Therefore, Mr. Chairman of the 
Building Committee, I accept in the 
name of the Town of Manchester, 
the John Price Primary School 
Building, and desire to thank 
through you, the members of your 
committee, for the careful and effi- 
cient manner in which they per- 
formed their duties. Another pleas- 
ant duty now befalls me and that is 
to again turn over to other hands 
this same school building, and as 
Chairman of the Selectmen of this 
town I give to you, the Chairman 
of the School Committee, this John 
Price Primary School Building, for 
the use, benefit and occupancy of 
the school children of Manchester. 

“In the words of our late Gover- 
nor Greenhalge: “A Common- 
wealth can only rest on the founda- 
tion of the Free Public Schools.’ ” 

Mr. Lane said in 


Response to the Selectmen: 


“As Chairman of the School 
Committee, I accept from you, for 
my associates and myself, this add- 
ed responsibility that has been 
placed upon us, and assure the 
citizens of the town that we con- 
sider it a sacred trust. The open- 
ing of this building for school pur- 
poses, is a step forward for the 
cause of education in Manchester, 
and enables the committee, with 
the liberal appropriations provided 


each year, to place our schools 
upon an educational basis second 
to none in the state. It has al- 


ways been our aim to provide all 
that is good for the education and 
welfare of the boys and girls in the 
Town of Manchester.” 

After a selection by the orchestra 
Town Clerk Alfred S. Jewett was 
called upon, and he gave a_ very 
interesting sketch of Deacon Price’s 
life and influence. He said: 


Address by A. S. Jewett. 


Ladies and Gentlemen: Through 
the kindness of the School Commit- 
tee I have been invited to say a few 
words upon this exceedingly inter 
esting occasion with reference to 
the beloved teacher and _ public 
spirited citizen whose name _ has 
been honorably connected with this 
latest acquisition to the educational 
equipment of our beloved town. 

When the names of several of our 
citizens who had rendered such 
conspicuous service as_ to place 


a them in the list of eligibles to the 


honorable distinction, were sug- 
gested, and our mind passed in 
rapid review their life work in this 
community, it was no easy task to 
single out from this noble company 
one who should command the 
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united support of all the people re- 
gardless of age or sex. However, 
the time finally came when the 
choice must be made, once and for 
all, and when the motion was of- 
fered that the new primary school 
be called the “John Prince Primary 
School,” not a dissenting voice was 
heard. No doubt it will be inter- 


esting to some who are here present

tory service, to learn somewhat of 
the history of the man thus brought 
prominently into notice. 

Deacon Price, as he was familiar- 
ly called and known to his widely 
extended circle of friends, first saw 
the light of day in a little hamlet at 
the base of Mt. Chocorua, known as 
the village of Tamworth. In this 
mountainous region he passed his 
boyhood days, gaining that knowl- 
edge of practical life which the 
daily duties of the farm so thor- 
oughly teach. 

At 17 years of age, anxious to be 
of service, he secured the position 
of teacher in the near-by town of 
Ossipee. Stalwart in size, although 
of youthful appearance, the 
scholars soon realized that the 
committee had succeeded in hiring 
a master who would teach them not 
only traditional three R’s, but also 
that which for true success in life 
is of equal importance—good man- 
ners. It was our good fortune that 
in some unaccountable way his 
steps were turned toward this fa- 
mous seaport town and in chill No- 
vember, 1828, he was placed in 


charge of what was known as_ the 


Newport school. Remaining here 
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but a few months he was promoted 
to the principal school in the centre 
of the town where he taught ac- 
ceptably for five years. 

After a brief absence in Salem of 
a little more than two years he re- 
turned to Manchester and opened 
a private school, in which he 
labored with great success for 21 
years. 

During this prolonged period his 
success as a teacher had become so 
widely known that not only foreign 
countries sent their eager youth, but 
even the isles of the sea had their 
representatives. The commanders 
of merchant vessels of former days, 
brave and hardy men, made known 
to these far away people the man to 
whom they were indebted for their 
splendid training. Possessing a 
heart so warm and tender that even 
the hardened culprit nursed no re- 
vengeful purposes, but accepted his 
deserved punishment with the feel- 
ing he had received only what was 
properly his due. 

He was of a commanding appear- 
ance, erect in form, stately and dig- 
nified in manner, courtly in address, 
yet withal so approachable that the 
door of his hospitable home seemed 
ever on the swing, so wide and ex- 
tended was the circle of his ac- 
quaintance. The desire which for 
a long time had been welling up in 
the hearts of many of his former 
pupils, to give expression in some 
public manner to their kindly feel- 
ings, found vent in 1891 on one Sep- 
tember day. Never before had the 
Town hall witnessed such a gather- 
ing. They came from all directions, 
from the north and south, the east 
and west, to lay upon the altar their 
tribute of love and esteem. Our 
honored friend was at his best; his 
cup of joy seemed to be running 
over. His declining years were 
filled with pleasing memories of 
that resplendent Red Letter day. 

Perhaps some stranger may in- 
quire, what further claim had he 
upon the good-will and esteem of 
his neighbors and friends? For 62 
years every Sabbath found him a 
devout worshipper at the church he 
loved so well, save temporary ab- 
sence on account of sickness, or be- 
ing away from town. For 33 of 
those years he could be found at his 
accustomed place as the faithful 
superintendent of the Sunday 
school, giving to it that electric im- 
pulse which his abounding vitality 
could so easily impart. As an hon- 
ored member of the Board of Se- 
lectmen for the period of three 
years, the town was enriched by his 
service. Chosen to fill the re- 
sponsible position of Town Clerk, 
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for the same number of years, he 
became so interested in its early 
history that it seemed as though he 
would never tire of poring over 
musty volumes to discover and 
bring to life those rich treasures of 
the past. As a member of the His- 
torical Society, we all remember the 
eager interest he took in every pa- 
per, every contribution to the ar- 
chives of the society. As a member 
of the Board of School Committee 
it was my high privilege to enjoy 
his closer companionship and_ be- 
come better acquainted with his 
genial, kindly nature 

His fertility of mind made him a 
most interesting and delightful 
companion. No one had less of bit- 
terness in his nature and a sunny 
atmosphere was diffused about him. 
Can we properly estimate the influ- 
ence of such a man? By _ what 
scales shall we weigh, by what 
measure gauge and test the capacity 
and influence of men of this large 
mould? How many = lives have 
been ennobled and enriched, how 
many of the aspiring youth through- 
out all of our New England commu- 
nities have received their first stim- 
ulus by the reaction of such ‘large 
hearted, generous natures? Prodigal 
in the expenditure of vital force, 
they are continually giving out, it 
would seem, their very | hearts’ 


blood for the elevation and moral | 


uplift of those about them. 
His life was typical of 
lives, consecrated to noble living. 
They look for no reward. It is 
enough for them the consciousness 
that they have acted well their part. 
And finally when called- upon to 
give an account of their stewardship 
they can truthfully say that they 
have consecrated the talent with 
which they have been entrusted to 
noble Christian work. Their high- 
est joy has been found in the de- 
veloping and disciplining of youth- 
ful minds and the building of char- 
acters, strong in integrity and the 
love of truth and righteousness. 


Miss Arnold’s Address 


The address of the day was made 
by Miss Sarah Louise Arnold, dean 
of Simmons College, and one of the 
best known authorities on the train- 
ing and education of children in the 
country. Miss Arnold’s talk was 
of a general nature, bearing on edu- 
cation. She said in part: 

“T am glad to be able to attend 
exercises for the dedication of a 
building given over to little chil- 
dren. A person must be very well 
educated if he is to teach grown up 
boys and girls, but we are begin- 
ning to realize that it is very essen- 


many 
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tial to our educational system that 
we have teachers who can get at 
these little children. 

“T congratulate you most heartily 
that you have provided a place in 
which all the little ones shall have 
a chance. Some will not be so for- 
tunate as to be able to go to high 
school and to college. But we 
should not look despairingly at 
those children who have to leave 
school before their education is 
completed. I also congratulate 
you because you have given this 
opportunity when it is of the great- 
est worth. We are not yet half 
wise enough as to what it means to 
give to children the right beginning. 

“Your building first of all ex- 
presses your ardent desire to give 
good gifts unto your children. 
Your most earnest aspiration is that 
they should walk into paths which 
you could not enjoy. What does it 
mean? Why do_ we sacrifice so 
much so that they might come 
here? If you were giving nothing 
more than teaching ‘them to read 
you would be giving much. No 
man can get out of a book what he 
does not bring to the book. The 


thing which explains the word to 
us’ is oUr OWn experience, Bile 
greatest knowledge for all of us is 
the knowledge of life. The child 
who learns of life about him will en- 
able himself to understand his book. 

“Childhood is the time for path 
making. ‘There is for every child a 
place where he is the center. In 
the school we must measure our- 
selves with others. One of the es- 
sential things of school is that we 
learn to live together.” 

When Miss Arnofd had finished 
her address the children of the three 
lower grades marched up stairs and 
into the room with little Alfred An- 
nable Needham, Helen Cheever and 
Donald Height as color bearers of 
grades I, II and III, respectively. 

Then followed the singing of the 
hymn of dedication written for the

THE NEW BUILDING. 


Description of the John Price Pri- 
mary School Building. 

The John Price Primary School 
building in Manchester, dedicated 
last Saturday, and used for school 
purposes for the first time this 
week, is proclaimed by the archi- 
tects and builders to be the best 
that could be built. In the building 
is embodied everything to make the 
structure up-to-date and modern 
in every sense of the word. 

In giving a description of the 
building it might be said first of all 
that the need of a new building has 
been agitated for some few years, 
but it took no definite form till Su- 
perintendent C. E. Fish took charge 
of the schools. He 
in his report, in 1905, that some 
action be taken, and the attention 
of the: town was called to the mat- 
ter at‘the March meeting. At an 
adjourned meeting, March 20, I905, 
it was voted to purchase the Mor- 
ley, Flatley & Co., Lucy Carroll and 
J. J. Winn lots at a cost of $8300. 
Plans were prepared for a building 
by Cooper & Bailey and by An- 
drews, Jacques & Rantoul, the lat- 
ter’s being accepted after a lengthy 
discussion. Ground was broken in 
May, a year ago, but actual work 
on the building was not started till 
six months ago. 

The building stands on land fac- 
ing the corner of Norwood avenue 
and Brook street, there being car- 
riage entrances from either of these 
streets to the ends of the building, 
while the main entrance faces the 
corner. 

The building is painted white, 
with green blinds, and has a cupola 
The extreme length of the structure 
is 107 feet, and width 66 feet. The 
central and main body is 45x32 feet. 
The height from sill to coping is 
39 feet, while from the weather 
vane to sill is 64 feet. 

From the corner leading to the 
main entrance is a concrete walk, 
with the flagpole standing in a cir- 
cular space about midway. The 
flagpole, by the way, was present- 
ed to the school by Gardner M. 
Lane, a member of the summer 
colony. Quite imposing, indeed, is 
the entrance. The portico is sup- 
ported by two large, plain Doric 
columns. ‘The large vestibule is 
finished in white, the ceiling being 
domed, and the sides being laid out 
in panels. It was the original in- 
tention to have plaster casts in the 
two large panels, and four plate 
glass mirrors in the smaller ones on 
either side, but the cost was such 
that it was dropped for the present.

Going from this into the main 
corridor one is at once struck by 
the attractiveness of the place. The 
hall runs the entire length of the 
building, there being steps at either 
end leading up stairs to the assem- 
bly hall, and down stairs to the 
east and west entrances. A radical 
departure is at once noted in the 
finish of the hall. Instead of the 
conventional paint and whitewash, 
the walls are covered here, as well 
as throughout the whole building, 
with the exception of the assembly 
hall up stairs, with fabricona, or 
burlap, as it is more commonly 
called. These are of pleasing and 
harmonious tints, that of the hall 
being colonial yellow and brown. 
The wood finish is of selected brown 
ash. 

The first room on the right is the 
teachers’ retiring room. The walls 
are covered with maroon colored 
burlap, and there are rugs on the 
floor. This is also equipped with 
a hospital couch, a medicine closet, 
a table and toilet. 

Next along the hall is Grade II 
room, Miss Nellie Leonard, teacher. 
The room is 30x24 feet and 12 feet 
stud. The walls, above the black- 
board are of olive gren burlap, while 
the dado is dark brown. Around 
the room, just above the boards, is 
a space for exhibiting cards, and 
other work of the pupils. A cloak 
room opens off this room, as in all 
the other rooms, commodious' in 
size and provided with brass coat 
and hat hooks, with brass holders 
for umbrellas and iron drip pan be- 
neath. A row of steam pipes run 
the length of the room and_ these 
are to be covered with iron grill. 
The walls of all of the wardrobes 
are light green, and a light brown 
dado, with the latter painted, thus 
making it water-proof. Each has 
its individual ventilating system. 
The doors are lifted a little from 
the floor, thus aiding the circula- 
tion. 

Across the hall is located Grade 
I, Miss Norton, with Miss Sanborn, 
assistant teacher. The description 
of this room is practically identical 
with that just described, and the 
wardrobe is the same, with the ex-. 
ception that there is a closet here 
for the teachers’ use. 

Following along the hall is the 
boys’ lavatory. This has an as- 
phalt floor, built up seven inches, 
with round corners to aid in wash- 
ing with hose. In the corner is a 
slate sink, for the janitor’s use, and 
a water fountain is nearby. The 
urinals are of oil slate. There are 
four closets. The ventilating space 
behind these is a new feature. 


Beyond this is the girls’ lavatory, 
provided with eight closets, slate 
partitions and asphalt floors. 

Next is the room to be used late: 
as a kindergarten. Here at present 
are four board tables and a dozen 
chairs for kindergarten purposes, 
and the room is being used as an 


overflow room from the _ three 
grades. 
Across the hall is Grade _ III, 


Miss Carolyn E. Allen, teacher. In 
this room are the electric buttons 
connecting the large bells out of 
doors and in the basement. 

Next in order along the hall is a 
small room, similar in size to the 
teachers’ retiring room. It is in a 
kind of “Alice blue” finish, and will 
be used as a supply room. 

A small, but important thing no- 
ticed in walking up stairs, are the 
very low steps, they being only 6% 
inches. On either end of the hall 
is a landing and from this are a few 
more steps to the upper floor, on 
which is a large hall, 31x46 feet, 
which will be used for a drill hall 
for the children, and for exhibition 
purposes. The walls are in white 
skim finish. The hallways are fin- 
ished in yellow, with brown dado. 
Leading off from these are store- 
rooms for each of the rooms down 
stairs. 

In the basement are the play 
rooms, one in the west end for the 
girls and one in the east end for the 
boys, each. 930x065, feet: «As. the 
building rests on a granite founda- 
tion averaging four or five feet 
above the ground, the light in these 
rooms is excellent. The floors are 
of Portland cement—the best thing 
that can be made. The iron sup- 
ports are to be covered with hair 
felt, and all the steam pipes are to 
be covered so as to offer the least 
chance for the children to hurt 
themselves. 

Between these two rooms is the 
janitor’s “play room,” 25x45 feet, 
and leading from this is a work 
shop, 10x15 feet, with bench and 
tools. The boiler room, too, leads 
off from the large room. Here is 
installed the horizontal tubular 
boiler, rated at 50 h. p., and made 
by the Roberts Iron Works of Cam- 
bridgeport, considered the best in 
the country. The boiler has been 
tested to 150 pounds pressure by the 
inspector of the Hartford Insurance 
Co. with water heated to 125 de- 
grees. The damper is controlled 
by the Spencer Damper regulator. 
The floor of the boiler room is 
brick laid on edge in Portland 
cement. Off the boiler room is a 
coal bin of 50 tons capacity. 

A special feature of the plumbing 
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throughout the building is the fact 
that every fixture has its own stop 
valve, so that in case anything hap- 
pens to any part of the system it 
can be cut out without disconnect- 
ing the rest. 

The building is equipped through- 
out for electric lights, which will 
probably be turned on in the fall. 
There are electric door bells, with 
annunciator in Miss Allens room, 
where are also the buttons which 
connect the two 14-inch gongs in 
the east and west doors, and the 
two 8-inch gongs in the play rooms. 

There is a telephone system con- 
necting all the rooms, and it is 
expected there will be clocks in 
each room with the electric  at- 
tachment to correct the time hourly. 


The desks in the rooms are 
cherry, finished in natural color, 
with iron supports to the adjustable 
seats and desks. The ink-wells are 
of the patent kind. A new oak 
desk is provided in each room for 
the teachers. The blackboards are 
of solid slate and the ceilings of 
ornamental iron. 

One nice feature as to the clean- 
liness of the building is the fact 
that there is no corner between the 
baseboard and the floor, but. this 
is concaved so as not to catch the 
dust and dirt. 

The building is equipped through- 
out with the Johnson shade adjust- 
ers, which permits the whole cur- 
tain to be raised to any part of the 
window, thus giving the best light.

In fact the lighting arrangement 


has been thoroughly looked after. 


It is even, and there is hardly a 
corner in the whole building where 
the light is not good. 

Working always for the comfort 
of the little ones, every little detail 
has been looked after by the archi- 
tects and committee. For instance, 
all the radiators and pipes, which 
may at times be hot enough to 
burn the little ones, will be covered 
by iron grill, and other pipes and 
places where they might fall and 
hurt themselves are to be covered 
with soft material. 

It is at the east and west doors 
that the children will enter, the boys 
in the east end, the girls the west. 
These are fitted up very prettily. 
The vestibules are finished in white 
enamel, with the dado of burlap 
painted white. The porticos’ are 
supported by large white Doric col- 
umns, the same as at the front en- 
trance. Driveways come in from 
the streets, so that the children can 
be left right under the portico in 
rainy weather. As one enters either 
of these doorways, one small flight 
of stairs goes to the corridor of the 
main building, while another goes 
down stairs to the play rooms. All 
of the doors in the building have 
brass toe plates. 

Every inch of water pipe in the 
whole building is brass, including that 
around the boiler, which is polished 
brass. The pipes in the boiler room, 
both water and steam, are covered 
with 85% magnesium, the most ex- 
pensive and best covering made. The 
pipes outside the boiler room are cov- 
ered with felt. There is a_ small 
boiler of about 5 h.p. in the boiler 
room to be used in the warm months 
for ventilating purposes only, namely, 
to draw the foul air out of the rooms. 

The building is heated by the grav- 
ity indirect system ; or to put it more 
plainly, the steam pipes, or coils, are 
enclosed in metal box with an opening 
out of doors; as the cold and pure air 
is heated it rises into the rooms, at a 
point near the top of the room and 
leaves the room by another opening 
near the floor, all the foul air leaving 
he building by way of the cupolat 
An interesting feature of the heating 
system, generally omitted in most 
heating systems, is the foot warmers, 
two of which are in either end of the 
main corridor. The air is heated in 
the same manner as explained above, 
and there are shallow pans for water 
which evaporates and moistens the 
air, thus keeping the humidity up. 

The drainage of the building has 
been as thoroughly looked after as 
the other details. A drain pipe has 
been laid about the whole building to

carry away the water from the roof 
and other drains from inside the build- 
ing not connected with the sewerage 
piping. These all meet in a nine-inch 
pipe and carried to a dry well almost 
down to the brook. 

In the cupola are two dampers that 
control the foul air system and these 
are operated by chains from the 
boiler room. In the cupola also is a 
big copper pan, that catches al] the 
rain and snow, and from this pan is a 
pipe which empties into the sink in 
the boiler room

As a precaution against fire the 
doors of the building have been built 
so as to all open out, and while they 
they cannot always be opened from 
the outside, they can always be 
opened from. the inside by simply 
turning the knob. 

If we have omitted any points in the 
above description of the building we 
might sum the whole thing up by say- 
ing that the best of everything that 
money can buy or ingenuity suggest 
has entered into its construction. 
While it might be the disposition of 
some to look at the building and won- 
der why the building should cost so 
much more than much larger school 
buildings, they have only to compare 
the two to realize the difference. 
Manchester now has a school of which 
very few cities or towns of the 
state can boast. The work has 
been done under the direction of a 
building committee consisting of the 
school committee, Edward A. Lane, 
L. W. Floyd and Rev. W. H. Ashley, 
who was succeeded by A. C. Need- 
ham when the former went west, and 
also by Supt. of Schools Charles E. 


Fish, Henry T. Bingham, Raymond 
C. Allen and B. S. Bullock. Mr. 
Lane was chairman of the committee.

WM. E. KITF IELD 


Manchester Selocimad Passed Away Suddenly 
This Week 

William E. Kitfield, a member of 
the Manchester board of selectman 
passed away Thursday morning at his 
home in Manchester Cove, at the age 
of 48 years. Death resulted from 
pneumonia. 

The news of Mr.: Kitfield’s death 
came asa shock to his many friends 
and associates’ in Manchester, very 
few of whom knew of his illness, and 
it cast a gloom over the Cove district 
in particular. .He had been able to 
attend to his duties at the selectman’s 
office last week as usual, and with 
Mrs. Kitfield he spent Sunday visit- 
ing friends in Boston: He received a 
severe chill while returning home on 
the train Monday, and this later de- 
veloped into pneumonia, which spread 
to both lungs. Wednesday noon he 
became delirious, a state in which he 
remained till the end came Thursday 
morning about 6.30, not once regain- 
ing consciousness. 

Mr. Kittield was born in 1858, in the 
old Kitfield homestead, still standing 
at Manchester Cove, a house which 
has been owned by the family since 
1768. During his youth he attended 
the Cove school and later, Deacon 
Price’s school at Manchester. He 
afterwards attended Bryant and 
Stratton’s school at Boston, for two 
years. The rest of his life he has 
spent at Manchester, engaged for the 
most part at farming. 

His parents were Jabob and Sarah 
(Littlefield) Kitfield Five years ago 
last November he married Miss 
Katherine Kennedy. 

He was a member of Magnolia 
lodge, 149, I.0.0.F. of Manchester, 
which order will attend the funeral to- 
morrowin a body. He was also a 
member of the Manchester club. 

In 1900 Mr. Kitfield was elected to 
the board of selectmen, being one of 
the board of five which served that 
year. He was elected again in 1901, 
and was the choice of the citizens in 
1903, 04, ’05 and 706. He leaves an 
unblemished record, his services being 
considered of much value, especially 
in the matter of assessing property. 

He is survived by a widow, a 
mother, Mrs. Jacob Kitfield, a brother, 
Jacob H., and two sisters, Mrs. Ed- 
ward Griggs of Boston and Mrs. Phil- 
emon Sanborn of Manchester. 

Funeral services will be held tomor- 
row afternoon. Prayers will be said 
at his late home at the Cove at 2 
o’clock, and services at Crowell Memo- 
rial chapel at 2.30 o’clock.

EASTER AT THE 
CHURCHES 


Easter Sfinday was not all that 
Pouldebe Sdesired as‘) far: as the 
weather was concerned, yet while 
the gentle rain descended in show- 
ers, doing good to the thirsty soil, 
in the various churches were blos- 
soming beautiful flowers.

At the Baptist Church. 


The decorations at the Baptist 
church were beautiful, and consisted 
of a semi-circular arch of evergreen 
inlaid with white roses, beneath 
which reposed a cross of fern, 
among which nestled Easter lilies.

At all the services held.at the 
Sacred Heart church last Sunday 
crowds assemvied and taxed _ the 
capacity of the structure.

emn high Mass was celebrated at 
10.30, with an appropriate Easter 
sermon. The singing at the church, 
without exception, was the best 


heard there for many eears. At 7.30 
in the evening the church was not 
half large enough to hold the crowd 
and many could not hear the very 
able sermon presented. 

The decorations were the most 
beautiful ever seen at the: church. 
surpassing those even of Christmas, 


which were considered extremely 
pretty. A large Roman arch was 
over the main altar, while two 


gothic arches were on either side, 
one over the Blessed Virgin and 
the other over the sacristy.

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HENRY CLAY LEACH 
HENRY C. LEACH 


Sudden Death of Well-Known Manchester 
Man 


Henry Clay Leach, a native of 
Manchester, and one of the _ best 
known and most respected citizen of 
this section of the state, passed away 
very suddenly Tuesday afternoon. 
He was at the rooms of the Essex 
Institute in Salem, attending a special 
meeting of the members, and as he 
rose from his chair in the office of 
Secretary Geo. F. Dow, as if to speak, 
he instantly dropped dead. 

In his death Essex county loses one 
of its representative sons, for Mr. 
Leach comes from old Puritan stock. 
He was a son of Benjamin Leach and 
Lucy Story Allen. He is descended 
on his father’s side from Lawrence 
Leach, a member of Governor Endi- 
cott’s party which landed in Salem in 
1628, who was given a grant of 100 
acres of land, part of which is that in 
Manchester in the possession of Mr. 
Leach, who has always made this 
his summer home. The title of the 
land has remained in the family since 
1640. 

On his mother’s side Mr. Leach 
was a descendent of William Allen, 


_who is said to have come to New 


England from Manchester in the 


mother country. At any rate, he 
was a member of the Dorchester com- 
pany which settled at Cape Ann in 
1624. The company moved later to 
Naumkeag, where Gov. Endicott 
found them upon his arrival in 1628. 
William Allen was one of the petition- 
ers to the general court asking that 
Jeffries Creek might be made into a 
village, and he was one of the first 
board of selectmen, Manchester, in 
1645. 

Thus it will be seen that Mr. Leach 
was of the real Puritan stock, and his 
whole life was characteristic of his 
early ancestry. 

Mr. Leach received his early educa- 
tion in the Manchester schools, gradu- 
ating from the high school in 1848, 
After this he went to Boston and was 
a salesman in the furniture house of 
Allen & Beal, and continued with the 
firm after the former withdrew, and 
when the firm was known as Jas. H. 
Beal. He remained here five years, 
when he left and spent three years in 
study at the Suffield (Conn.) Literary 
institution. 

Then he went to St. Louis and 
joined his elder brother (half-brother), - 
John Leach, in the wholesale grocery 
business. After two years his brother 
died and Mr. Leach engaged in busi- 
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ness for himself, supplying steamboats 
on the river, a thriving business in 
those days. When the war broke out 
the business went to pieces. 

He was an active participant in 
rescuing St. Louis and the State for 
the union. His health having failed 
he came East shortly after that. 

He remained here about a year and 
a half and then went to Denver, where 
he was connected with the house of 
Tappan & Co. He was active in the 
political movements of the new State. 
For two years he was a member of 
the territorial council (senate) and 
served as president. He was in the 
Colorado senate when the vote was 
passed to make Colorado a_ State. 
Owing tothe corruption of the vote he 
went to Washington to oppose the 
bill, and succeeded, with Sumner and 
others, in stopping it. After he left 
the adverse vote was reconsidered and 
the bill was passed. Mr. Leach had 
left his facts and figures with Frank 
P. Blair, then senator from Missouri, 
and Mr. Blair presented them to Pres- 
ident Andrew Johnson, who made 
them the basis of his veto of the bill. 

Mr. Leach’s home affiliations have 
always been strong and at the death 
of his mother in 1889 he purchased of 
the heirs the homestead, which he 
has since occupied as a summer home. 
He lived in Salem winters. He has 
always been deeply interested in the 
affairs of the town, especially in the 
old church, though he was a Baptist 
himself. He was a conspicuous 
worker at the time Dea. Price’s pupils 
had their reunion. His relations to 
the 250th anniversary in 1895 was in 
the capacity of chairman of the day, 
and he made an address. 

He always maintained a deep in- 

terest in the Historical society and 
the Elder Bretheren, and its success 
has been largely through his efforts. 
He was a man of genial ways socially 
and very affable. He always made 
friends wherever he went. 

He leaves a brother, Samuel Leach 
in Denver, Col., a half sister, Miss 
Susan Leach, and a half brother, Geo. 
Forster Allen, both of this town, also 
two sons, Henry R. of Salem, and 
Osborne of Manchester.

TERRIBLE CALAMITY 


John I, Allen, Manchester Boy, Writes of the 
Earthquake—“ Rich and Poor Are the Same 
in ’Frisco Now,” He Writes, “And the 
City Needs All the Help That Big Hearts 
Can Do for It.” 


The readers of this paper will be 
interested in reading of the San Fran- 
cisco calamity from the pen of an eye 
witness. John I. Allen, son of Captain 
and Mrs. John Allen of Washington 
street, Manchester, who went to San 
Francisco last fall to take charge ot a 
gas and coke plant, survived the quake 
and from Oakland he wrote a letter to 
his brother, Benjamin Allen, of the 
Knickerbocker Trust Co, of New 
York. Mr. Allen sent a copy of the 
letter on to his father in Manchester, 
yesterday, and through him we are able 
to give the BREEZE readers some idea 
of the direful calamity. The letter is 
as follows: 


OAKLAND, CAL., April 21, 1906. 


‘Dear Brother: Oh, Ben, it’s awful 
what has happened to ’Frisco. The 
city is burnt down,—this a fact. All 
business buildings are flat; though 
along the water front there are a few 
buildings left, such as the S. P. Ferry 
house, etc. Now I want to let you 
know all I can about the condition of 
the Gas company, as you must be 
anxious to know the facts of the real 
condition. 

“The earthquake came at 5.13 
A.M.; it was just breaking day and I 
was sitting out in the yard along-side 
of two boilers, which are kept with 
steam all night. I was with the man 
who tends them, talking, when I no- 
ticed the pipes began to rattle and the 
man ran out of the shack. I did not 
know what it was, but it began get- 
ting worse, so I ran for the governor’s 
room, or at least tried to, but the 
ground under me was heaving to and 
fro, just like the waves of the ocean. 
I fell down and got up and tried to 
run again, but fell again. I finally 
succeeded in standing up and looked

No Improvements for 
Manchester Harbor This Year. 


The appropriation by Congress of 
money to complete the work start- 
ed some years ago in dredging out 
Manchester harbor, it appears, will 
not be forthcoming this year. A 
committee was appointed at the 
annual town meeting to take the 
matter up with Congressman A. P. 
Gardner. 

W. W. Lufkin, private secretary 


to Congressman Gardner, in _ his 
last weekly letter to the Beverly 
Times, said: 

“Congressman Gardner waited 


on Chairman Burton, of the house 
committee on Rivers and Harbors 
this week, relative to the matter of 
the continued improvements’ of 
Manchester harbor. 

“In the summer of 1903 the board 
of engineers of the war department 
made an examination of the harbor 
and reported that it would be nec- 
essary to appropriate $18,000 to 
continue the dredging up to the 
town wharves, and recommended 
that if this amount be appropriated 
that it be in one sum and that no 


further improvements’ of _ this 
harbor be considered. In 
spite of this report, how- 


ever, the Committee on Rivers and 
Harbors, failed to include any ap- 
propriation in the last river and har- 
bor bill, taking the ground that it 
was an inner improvement and that 
the commerce carried on did not 
warrant it. 

“At the last annual town meeting 
a committee was appointed to come 
to Washington and investigate the 
question with a view to influencing 
the committee to change their de- 
cision and grant an immediate ap- 
propriation to continue the work. 
Chairman Burton informed Mr. 
Gardner that the committee would 
hold no hearing this session, except 
for emergency work, and he did not 
consider Manchester one of the 
emergency cases. Accordingly, no 
hearing will be held this session; 


THE THEORIES 
OF EARTHQUAKES. 


Some Famous Disturbances and 
Various Scientific Conjectures on 
the Causes of the Trouble. 

By W. S. C. Russell. 


(Breeze readers will be interested in read- 
ing extracts from an article written by W. 
S. C. Russell, a former Manchester teacher, 
but now head of the science department in 
the Springfield (Mass.) High school, pub- 
lished a few days ago in the Springfield Re- 
publican.—Ed.) 


The present earthquake in Cali- 
fornia will go down in history as the 
greatest catastrophe on this conti- 
nent within recorded time. It is 
now fresh in every mind, and the 
event so closely following the vio- 
lent outburst of Vesuvius, has led 
many to connect the two as cause 
and effect. Earth tremors have re- 
ceived so much _ scientific study 
within the past 50 years that phy- 
Sicists are pretty well agreed as to 
the cause of such phenomena. This 
material is so much involved in 
lengthy discussions and deductions 
that it is not within the reach of the 
average reader. For this reason a 
brief statement of seismic history 
and a presentation of the present 
views on the subject may be of in- 
terest. 

Earthquake phenomena have been 
recorded from nearly 20 centuries 
B. C. These notes are prominent 
among the scientific writings of an- 
cient times, not because there was 
much exact knowledge relative to 
them, so far as cause and_ effect 
were concerned, but because of the 
consternation and superstition 
which the swift destruction of life 
and property engendered.

around me. Sucha sight Inever saw. 
Big gas holders were rocking and the 
water splashing out of them. After 
about 30 seconds the motion stopped, 
and I ran into the governor’s room. 
and immediately saw it was out of 
commission, so ran and turned on the 
valve, giving the city full holder pres- 
sure. From there I ran to the boiler 
room, and found everything o.k. It 
is a miracle that they did not burst. 
The damage to the plant in my mind 
is very small. The new 2,000,000 
cubic-foot holder is not damaged so 
far as the man who is building it can 
see; it being set on such a solid foun- 
dation saved it. The 200,000-foot 
holder is strained some, but not seri- 
ously. It was full of gas through the 
quake and supplied gas to the city un- 
til 10 A.M. that morning when it was 
shut off by Capt. Lyman’s orders. 
The gas ovens are not seriously dam- 
aged. We made gasin the old oven 
after the quake and found it o.k. 
With the exception of one pipe that 
broke apart due to the ground settling, 
there was no damage to it. The new 
ovens are cold now and I cannot as- 
certain exact facts about them, but 
from an outside examination they are 
all right, with the exception that they 
have settled down in the ground some. 


This is not serious to the running of 
machinery though. This oven did not 
have the pile foundation under it. 
Mr. Stutt says the damage to the 
yard is very little. The office at 420 
Powell street burned flat,—nothing 
saved that I know of. I saw the office 
at 7.30 A.M. after the quake, and it 
was a complete wreck from the shock ; 
it burned down the next day. Capt. 
Lyman was burnt out twice, and is 
now living at some army quarters. 
“‘My room also was burned but I 
got to it soon enough to get my trunk 
into the park, where there were 1,000 
people with all that they could save. 
«You cannot imagine what has oc- 
curred here, or what the people have 
had to suffer. Rich and poor are the 
same in ’Frisco now, and the city 
needs all the help that big hearts can 
dofor it. They are working like 
leroes . to teed tne:) peoples); Lhe 
day of the earthquake I went to 
my room and found the fire was with- 
in three or four blocks of us. I 
waited a while thinking it would not 
reach us, but was shortly orderd out, 
so that they could blow our block up. 
I got a team of horses and got the 
landlady’s trunks and belongings out 
ihto the park nearby. Then I went 
back to the plant and stayed there 
until I was driven to the water front 
by the flames. Mr. Stutt was with 


me, he having come to the plant an 
hout previously. Here we were al- 
lowed to board a fire tug which had 
been fighting the flames. Mr. Stutt 
and myself were taken from there to 
Saulater and put ashore, but as Mr. 
Stutt wanted to get to his home in 
Oakland, we hired a launch and went 
from there to ’Frisco. So you see 
I am in good hands. 

‘‘One more thing about the Com- 
pany’s works. The pipes in the 
street were proven to bein a fairly 
good condition by the holder after the 
earthquake, as a test showed that 
there were only 9,000 feet going out 
into the street, and some of this might 
have been passing through broken 
pipes in the buildings. All meters 
put into the houses are a loss but I 
think that the San Francisco Coke & 
Gas Co. has suffered the least of ‘any 
of the companies, and if it continues 
to supply gas to the new city, it will 
be the first in commission. 

“‘’Frisco is building up, everybody 
is full of courage, and are now form- 
ing plans for rebuilding. ”’

Manchester has responded most 
liberally to the San Francisco relief 
fund. All day yesterday the commit- 
tee to whom had been given the work 
of collecting subscriptions for the 
fund received money, and the total 
amount figured up last night far in 
excess of what was expected. 

The total amount received up to 
last night, most all of which was col- 
lected by the committee yesterday, 
was $1,560.60, and there are many 
who have not yet given, who will. 
Mr. Swett, the chairman, desires the 
BREEZE to say that those whom the 
committee have not been able to see, 
and who wish to contribute, may leave 
their contributions with the town 
treasurer, Mr. Stanley, in the town 
hall, on or before next Wednesday 
night, as the total contribution will be 
sent to the general treasurer next 
Thursday morning. 

Last Friday Gov. Guild appointed 
Chairman F. K. Swett of the select- 
men at the head of a committee to 
look after the local subscriptions, and 
Saturday evening Mr. Swett called a 
meeting of representative citizens in 
the selectmen’s office. As a result of 
the meeting the following committee 
was made up: Fred K. Swett, Alfred 
S. Jewett, Wm. J. Johnson, Edward 
A. Lane, Oliver T. Roberts, W. F. 
Powers, George Kimball, E. H. Brews- 
ter, C. A. Lincoln and Edwin P. Stan- 
ley. This committee organized with 
Mr. Swett as chairman, A. S. Jewett 
as secretary and E. P. Stanley as 
treasurer. They decided to make a 
canvass of the town and give every- 
body an opportunity of giving, how- 
ever little or much they please.

FIRE AT BAKER’S ISLAND 


CALLS OUT TWO FIRE DEPARTMENTS 


Manchester Fireman Called Out at 3 a.m. 
only to find the Fire Three Miles out to Sea 


The Manchester fire department 
was called out about 3 o’clock Wednes- 
day morning to answer an alarm from 
Box 38, located at the telephone ex- 
change. The heavens were brilliantly 
lighted at that time, and every one 
who saw the light decided one of the 
large summer cottages on Smith’s 
Point was going up in smoke. 

Five minutes after the alarm was 
rung in the whole centre of the town 
was alive with people, and the engine 
house presented a lively appearance. 
But very few realized where the fire 
was till they arrived at the centre of 
the town, a great many going directly 
to Smith’s Point, where the fire 
seeemed to be. The alarm was rung 
in by the night operator at the ex- 
change in answer to a call from a 
subscriber, who saw the _ heavens 
lighted up in the direction of Smith’s 
Point. 


The cause of all this excitement in 
Manchester and Beverly Farms, and, 
in fact, in Beverly and Salem, for the 
illumination could be seen for miles 
around, was the burning of the far- 
famed Winne-Egan Hotel on Baker’s 
island. The hotel was owned by Dr. 
C. W. Morse. All that now remains 
of it are two or three tall chimneys, 
some of them minus a part of their old- 
time height, for the house was burned 
flat to the ground. 

The first inkling of the fire came to 
Caretaker Frank B. White through

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San Francisco Horror Subject of Ser- 
mon by Manchester Pastor. 


At the Baptist church, Manchester, 
last Sunday evening, Rev. E. Hersey 
Brewster took for his theme, ‘* Echoes 
of the Earthquake,’’ and spoke from 
the text: ““After the earthquakera 
fire, and after the fire a still small 
voice.”’ 

By way of introduction Mr. Brews- 
ter described the situation in San 
Francisco as given by the latest news- 
paper despatches, and commented 
briefly on what he termed the mag- 
nificent attitude of the nation aroused 
by the still small voice of sympathy 
as it had not been aroused since the 
guns of Sumter spoke 

‘From all over the country the voice 
of sympathy is heard,” he said. “‘ The 
city of San Francisco in rising from 
the ashes of its ruins finds the nation 
standing at her side with outstretched 
hands. The best things survived the 
shocks of the earthquake and the 
scorching fury of the flames. The 
ties of friendship and of love were 
never Stronger, never sweeter than 
when threatened with dissolution in 
this catastrophe. Not only did the 
voice of sympathy come to these suf- 
ferers, but also the voice of encour- 
agement. Subscriptions from all over 
the world are pouring in to their re- 
lief. In this way we are getting out 
from beneath the shadow of our own 
peculiar griefs and are learning what 
it is to bear one another’s burden. 

“The San Francisco people will 
take a stronger hold on the future, 
because of the encouragement which 
they have received. This voice is also 
a voice of warning. To the man who 
has never recognized God in the daily 
concerns of life, this voice of warning 
especially comes. To the man who 
has not understood that in the Scrip- 
tures are found predictions of all such 
events, this voice especially comes. It 
has been said that it is a fearful thing 
to die without a moment’s opportunity 
to repent. But is it not as dreadful a 
thing for a man to live without re- 
pentence and in the very face of such 
disasters not to spare one moment to 
think of his spiritual condition? It is 
no worse to live in sin, than to die in 
sin. This voice is the voice of God. 
Beneath the shattered columns of 
beautiful buildings, back of the tears 
and griefs of the people, lie the pur- 
poses of God. To many in that city, 
as well as to us, the event which has 
darkened this decade with its shadow 
will bear messages which the clear- 
ness of the telephone cannot excell. 
God’s love is also pouring out itself 
in healing streams among these be- 
reaved people. It is filling the gaps 
that look to us so awful in their depth 
and breadth. It is sustaining those 
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whom the foundations of the earth 
refused to sustain. Over all this event 
hangs the rainbow of promise. The 
American people confidently and with 
reason look to see the queen city of the 
coast become still more beautiful and 
and powerful than she has been, and 
many lives that heretofore have trust- 
ed too fully to the indestructibility of 
fortunes, will for the first time begin 
to understand how fleeting are the 
prosperities of life.”

Moth Work for the Coming Season 


Posters descriptive of spring and 
summer work against the gypsy and 
brown-tail moths have been issued by 
Supt. Kirkland of the state work 
and have been placed in conspicuous 
places the past week by the local 
superintendents. Tree Warden Young 
has placed one of these in the Man- 
chester post office this week. 

At the head of the poster appears 
the announcement that the destruc- 
tion of the moth pests is required by 
law. Regarding the gypsy moth the 
statement is made that the caterpillars 
will appear about May 1. These 
caterpillars feed until the middle of 
July or later. Three remedies against 
them are mentioned in the poster:

The poster urges.all property 
owners to familiarize themselves with 
the appearance of the moths and with 
the most effective means of destroy- 
ing them and urges co-operation if 
the pests are to be destroyed.

In 1693 there perished in Sicily 
from this cause 60,000 people; in 19 


A. D., 120,000 lives were lost in Italy 
alone, and in 526 A. D., 200,000 
were destroyed in Syria by this 


power. Throughout ancient writ- 
ings are scattered many accounts 
of earth vibrations. It is probable 
that many of these are exaggerated 
accounts, and that others are omit- 
ted. No such pains were taken in 
those days to ascertain the facts as 
were employed in the Charleston 
earthquake or as will be done in the 
present disaster. 

Memorable among seismic  dis- 
turbances is the Lisbon disaster of 
1755. The loss of life was above 
30,000, and the tremor in varying 
degrees of intensity was experi- 
enced throughout France, Italy, 
Germany and England, extending 
from the north of Africa to the 
North Cape, covering an area of 
7,500,000 square miles. Like all 
other earthquakes having the epi- 
centrum near the ocean, excepting 
the Charleston, a violent tidal wave 
was set in motion, which in the case 
of the Lisbon calamity, rolled in- 
land and destroyed whatever the 
shock had left. 

At Cadiz this wave was 60 feet 
in height, and crossing the ocean it 
rolled in unusual height into the 
American harbors. Whether a vio- 
lent tidal wave was set in motion 
by the California shock or not it is 
too early to ascertain. 

In August, 1868, the Andes were 
terribly shaken from Ecuador south 
1000 miles. Arica was entirely ob- 
literated in a few moments. A 
United States steamer was _ lifted 
from her moorings in the harbor 
and swept inland for two miles. 

The examination of a fairly com- 
plete earthquake catalog reveals a 
curious condition: The _ greatest

mony. It would not be scientific to 
regard seismic disturbances as 
periodic; the above statement should 
merely be regarded as a coincidence. 
Time has nothing to do with the 
phenomena. There is, however, a 
peculiar record distributed among 
the months of that eventful year, 
1876, beginning with January as 
TOLlOMS 2). TOF 10,0 545..8,' 747 kos eee 
14, 5, 9, total 104. The duration of 
the disturbance covers not only a 
few hours but days, months and 
even years; the proof of this is 
found in the fact that from 1850- 
1886 in San Francisco there were 
254 distinct shocks, forerunners of 
the present cataclysm. 

These shocks are so uncertain 
that no laws can be deduced with 
our present knowledge with any de- 
gree of scientific exactness concern- 
ing their action. Attempts have 
been made to do this, and to link 
them with volcanic action, and this 
brings us to a serious consideration 
of the cause of the present con- 
vulsion on the Pacific coast. 


It is stated in some reports that 


such a scientist has said that since 
San Francisco is nearly diametri- 
cally opposite from Vesuvius the 
shock was a result of the volcanic 
action now in _ progress there. 
Scientific investigation of volcanic 
and earthquake phenomena is of so 
short duration compared with the 
magnitude of the forces that the 
laws of such catastrophes now given 
in our text-books must be given a 
very wide latitude. Instead of laws, 
they are mere generalities. We 
must at present regard them from

as exceptional phenomena, not in 
conformity with any known and 
formulated laws, but as characteris- 
tic earth phenomena, irregular in 
occurrence and fairly uncertain as 
to locality. 

Here are the theories advanced by 
various investigators as to the cause 
of the earthquake. First, the falling 
in of great underground caverns 
like that of the Kentucky limestone 
regions; second, a_ violent con 
vulsion of a liquid interior by super- 
heated vapors; third, the action of 
sun and moon upon a liquid interior 


as is the case with the _ surface 
waters of the globe, tide action; 
fourth, volcanoes and_ earthquakes 


are linked as cause and effect. 

It thus remains for the geologist, 
a master of physical laws, to ad- 
vance a theory in accordance with 
recognized data, the sliding of the 
strata, folding or faulting. It seems 
that the cause of such disasters as 
the recent one is due solely to the 
shrinking of the earth, and to ele- 
vation and subsidence of immense 
land areas, whether above or below 
the level of the waters. The sur- 
face of the earth is a series of huge 
balances, some areas are sinking 
while others are rising. This neces- 
sarily produces a strain which soon- 
er or later must rend the strata. An 
eathquake then correctly defined is 
the yielding of the earth’s surface 
to a strain produced by centuries of 
rising and sinking of the strata. 
Motion continues several centuries 
in one direction and then is often 
reversed. 

It is in this manner that mountain 
ranges were formed, are being 
formed today, then once more sub- 
merged only to rise again. Sea 
shells and various remains of marine 
life in the Rockies, the Alps and in 
the Himalayas afford indisputable 
testimony. When the strain be- 


comes too great the substrata yields. 
Deep down they begin to crack, fis- 
sures run for miles irregularly, 
jointing is carried on, faults form, 
rents and fissures open everywhere, 
as in the yielding of plate glass to 
steady increasing stress. The strata

ultimately reach the limit of tenacity 
when subjected to stress so tre- 
mendous, and when they do yield 
the result is a mighty shiver, a 
quake, a quiver transmitted in un- 
dulatory waves in all directions, 
with a_ velocity regulated by the 
density of the strain through which 
the tremor passes. 

Earthquakes are the mightiest 
of agents which have fashioned the 
surface of the earth, and the work is 
still in progress. Some» mountain 
ranges, like the White mountains, 
are comparatively free from’ such 
disturbances, says an opponent of 
our theory. They are of very an- 
cient origin,.so old, in fact, that the 
geologist hesitates to name the 
period of their formation. But 
they, also, have known their days 
of faults. and quakes, when the 
epicentrum of the earth vibration 
was central above them. Their long 
and deep ravines, their numberless 
faults and great arcs of magnificent 
jointing show all too conclusively 
that they have been subjected to 
strains of prodigious proportions, 
that they have yielded and sent out 
vibrations and quivers wide and 
deep through their granite ribs, 
above which no human architecture 


could stand, no terrestrial life be 
secure, as is the present condition 
in the newer mountains of the

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Beautiful Mirage of North 
Shore Seen 60 Miles at Sea. 


The officers and crew of the 
steamer Bethania from Hamburg, 
which arrived at Boston last week, 
had the extremely unique experi- 
ence of seeing a clear and distinct 
mirage of this section of the North 
Shore, when the ship was many 
miles out at sea. The Bethania was 
60 miles out at sea when the phe- 
nomenon was’ observed, and not 
only was Gloucester clearly  dis- 
cerned, but the twin lights on 
Thatcher’s Island, Magnolia and 
the town of Manchester were also 
shown in the marvelous picture 
drawn by nature. 

The mirage was noticed on Tues- 
day afternoon. At that time the 
weather was of the best and the 
Bethania was running along at full 
speed, the officers believing that 
they need give no thought to the 
dangers of the coast or slow up be- 
cause of shallow water until they 
had proceeded many miles further. 
Suddenly the watch officer who 
had been gazing at the horizon 
ahead, gave a shout and ran_ into 
the chart house with the warning 
exclamation, ““‘We are out of our 
course, the coast is just dead 
ahead.” 

All on board looked ahead and 
sure enough there was the brown 
line of the coast, apparently not 
many miles distant. As the ship’s 
company watched, cities appeared 
to grow up at the water’s edge with 


church spires and buildings and 
then the twin light houses on 
Thatcher’s Island were seen. The 


places were made out as Rockport, 
Gloucester and Manchester further 
up the coast. But soon the real 
nature of the apparition was seen. 
The picture grew clearer and then

it was seen that all the buildings 
and churches, the light house and 
the line of the shore were inverted 
like the reflection of objects in the 
water. 

It was a mirage, painted by na- 
ture upon the sky, tle. conditions 
of cloud and sun making a natural 
camera. After a few moments the 
mirage faded from view, and _ half 
an hour later the ship had reached 
the spot where the mirage had been, 
but there was nothing to be seen 
but blue water, and Cape Ann was 
still many miles away. 

A mirage of such plainness of de- 
tail is quite unusual in these north- 
ern waters.

When Manchester-by-the-Sea was 
very young, some I5 years before 
the revolutionary period,-a_ girl” 
dwelt in the town whose name was 
destined to become a synonym to 
later generations of strenuous vir- 
tue and thrifty womanhood.

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ADJOURNED TOWN MEETING 


The Last Session of the Annual Meeting 
Held Monday Evening 


The final business of the annual 
town meeting, in Manchester, was 
disposed of Monday evening at the 
adjourned meeting, which was called 
to order at 7.45 by Moderator F. K. 
Hooper. 

The matter of building a sidewalk 
through the Cove woods, so-called, 
was the principal matter of business. 
The committee on appropriations re- 
ported that as the plans for the side- 
walk had only been out a few days they 
requested more time, and said. they 
would be ready to report at a special 
meeting to be held the last of this 
month. This was voted on favorably. 

W.C. Rust.— “ We have a plan of 
that sidewalk and I think it would be 
a good idea to have it explained.” 

Gardner M. Lane, chairman of the 
committee, said the plan was simply 
an outline of the sidewalk, showing 
where it was placed in the street. It 
was to be built on the northerly side 
of the street, along Mr. Coolidge’s 
land, and continue to the junction 
of Ocean street. The only question 


was, when the road reaches the top of 
Craft’s hill, there is a ledge extending 
out and part of the road used comes 
so near the walk, it is very dangerous 
for pedestrians. 

Itiseemsibest; he -satd; to-.cut off 
part of the ledge and move the road 
over, making enough room for a side- 
walk. 

Mr. Rust said there was a place 
near Mr. Coolidge’s farm stable where 
the walk would have to rise four or 
six feet above the level of this road. 
Why not cut this ledge away? 

Mr. Lane replied that this would 
destroy the beauty of the road; it 
was the idea of the committee to re- 
move the trees as little as possible. 

Mr. Rust.—‘“‘The gentleman is for 
beauty ; Iam for utility. By remov- 
ing this ledge you can fill in in 
other places.” The speaker went on 
to say that it would be difficult in 
winter for people to walk up the steep 
grades, and it would be hard also to 
get there with snow plows. ‘I should 
call it an abortion to build according 
to the plans.” 

Austin Morley.— “I have looked 
the plans over as much as anyone has, 
and I think they could not be im- 


proved « on by anybody. The grade is 


not steep, — only 1 in 15.’ 

Mr. Lane.—‘‘The committee con- 
sidered not only the beauty, but our 
first consideration was to get a side- 
walk. The question of beauty was 
only secondary. The plans are based 
primarily on how to get the best side- 

walk ; second, to lay it out in such a 
manner as to keep it looking as nice 
as possible, removing as few trees as 
possible.” | 

Mr. Rust thought this sidewalk 
should be in keeping with those in 
other parts of the town. 

F. K. Hooper thought this plan 
presented was a good one, and that 
the town should build the walk this 
year. 

Art. 3—To take such action as 
seems proper with reference to fill- 
ing the vacancy caused by the 
death of Wm. E. Kitfield, a mem- 
ber of the Board of Selectmen. 

It was thought advisable to call a 
special meeting for the election of a 
successor to the late Wm. E. Kitfield.

Of the 45 or more concerns hiring 
carpenters and thereby directly 
affected by the demands, nineteen 
signed the schedule on the first day 
and others have signed during the 
week, till last night 38 had replied 
favorably to the demands.

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DESCRIPTION OF CATHOLIC CHURCH 
(Continued from Page 1, 2d col.) 
buttresses. The gable of the facade, 
is distinguished. by a great mullioned 
window, underneath which is the main 


entrance composed of two sets of - 


double doors within two arches sepa- 
rated by a buttress supporting a statue 
of original -design symbolic of the 
Sacred. Heart. 

The tower, which embraces a third 
entrance from the street, is a most 
picturesque feature of the building. 
Fulfilling a perfectly organic function, 
it is yet for most .of its height quite 
free of the main building: The 
masonry at the top is terminated with 
a battlement outline and the thin 
broaching copper spire is carried be- 
yond toa height of 115 feet from the 
street. The belfry is marked by a 
three panel mullioned window on each 
side with flat lintel. Towards the 
sanctuary end of the church on either 
Side.are two porches of stone, one of 
which is designed to communicate 
directly with the future rectory. 

The church is divided longitudinally 
into seven bays each 13 feet long and 
transversely into nave and side aisles, 
the width being 52 feet, inside dimen- 
sion. The piers are octagonal in sec- 
tion, with moulded plinths, and are 
quite without imposts, the lines 
merging gracefully into the nave 
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arches. The nave is ceiled with a 
uniform vault, whese outline is em- 
phasized by a system of moulded 
wooden ribbing between the heavier 
lines which mark the trusses. Three 
dormer windows penetrate the vault 
on each side. Over .the vestibule, 
which is separated from the audi- 
torium by a screen of wood and leaded 
glass, is the choir gallery which is 
reached by a stairway from the tower. 

The sanctuary is ample in scale and 
its square end is pierced by a richly 
mullioned window overhead, 15 feet 
in width, which is designed to form 
the frame for a memorial glass design 
of a high order, the colors to be rich 
and deep-toned. On either side of 
the chancel are flat niches for shrines. 
An unusually large ‘sacristy is pro- 
vided in which it will be possible to 
hold morning services. This also has 
a simple vaulted ceiling and is amply 
supplied with wardrobes and closets. 
A toilet room is provided for the use 
of the congregation off one of the side 
porches. 

The floor of the church throughout 
is of reinforced concrete, finished with 
cement in which is embedded at inter- 
vals Moravian tile. The interior wood 
finish will be North Carolina pine, the 
altar being of quartered oak, partly 
gilded. 


The building was designed by 


Maginnis, Walsh & Sullivan, archi- 
tects of Boston. 

It might be added that. the rapidity 
with which the work on the new 
edifice will go on, depends on the re- 
sources at the disposal of the pastor. 
At all events work will be started as 
soon as possible after the contract is 
awarded. Inall probability the tower 
will not be contructed till after the 
main structure is completed.

One of Whittier’s Heroines a 


(From the Boston Sunday Herald) 


From the borders of Whittier’s 
beloved Merrimac, about a mile out 
in the quiet little hamlet known as 
Rocks Village, is a grave which long 
ago marked the finis of an interest- 


ing romance. Whittier, in his 
poem entitled the “Countess,” has 
immortalized the woman who 


sleeps here, but few of the increas- 
ing number of pilgrims who find 
their way each year to this peace- 
ful spot are familiar with the details 
of her story. 

Count Francis de Vipart, grand- 
son of the Marquis de Vipart, with 
his cousin, Joseph Rochement de 
Poyen, in company with a number 
of other notable exiles, fled from 
Guadaloupe on board a brig bound 
for Newburyport in the year 1792. 
De Vipart and De Poyen found their 
way to Rocks Village, putting up 
at the tavern with swinging sign 
opposite the house of Mary Ingalls. 

De Poyen married Miss_ Sallie 
Elliott, while De Vipart married 
Mary, daughter of Henry and Abi- 
gail Ingalls, making her the first 
American countess in New Eng- 
land. She was about 18 years of 
age, the belle of the village, of me- 
dium height, with long golden curls, 
violet eyes and a fair complexion. 
Unlike modern aspiring parents, 
who are so eager to secure titled 
sons-in-law, it is said Mr. and Mrs. 
Ingalls were at first opposed to the 


marriage. 
March 21, 1805, was the wedding 
day. The bride wore a gown of 


pink satin with an overdress of 
white, and white satin slippers, gifts 
of the groom. Their home was in 


the simple house owned by the 
parents; a substantial white  cot- 
tage that is standing today, the 


chamber occupied by the countess - 


being still shown to the visitor. It 
is in the old ell of the house, look- 
ing upon the Merrimac. For a 
year she lingered, and then passed 
away, from consumption. Of her 
Whittier said: 
“Hach grew to each in sweet accord 
Nor knew the gazing town, 
If she looked upward to her lord 
Or he to her looked down.”’ 


In the lovely little cemetery 
known as Greenwood, on the out- 
skirts. of the town, she was laid at 
rest, her grave being surrounded by 
a wire. Qn the stone is the follow- 
ing inscription: “Mary, wife of 
Francis Vipart of Guadaloupe, died

At the regular meeting of the 
North Shore Horticultural society last 
Friday evening, May 4th, the subject 
for discussion was ‘Tree pruning.” 
The discussion was opened by Wm. 
Till, who made a very good address, 
treating the subject from a scientific 
as well as a practical standpoint. He 
described the growth of a tree in its 
different stages,—seedling, sapling and 
finally the tree itself and its relation 
to human life, its manner of growth 
and its food,— the latter derived from 
the atmosphere as well as from the 
soil. 

At the next meeting, May 18, the 
same subject will be taken up again. 
Mr. Till will open the subject, and 
the discussion will be general.

(Continued from Page 1, 1st col.) 


My woodpath skirts the meadow, 
but the slope rises abruptly on the 
left through a fringe of oaks and 
maples to a most entrancing wilder- 
ness. It is all pines and firs and 
birches, none large enough to keep 
out the sun,—a scrubby growth; 
but the wonder is in the carpeting 
of this Arcadian retreat. I have al- 


ways associated mosses and = ferns 
with spots 
“Where the wet, bright grasses 


blow, 

In moist places warm and low.” 
But this hillside rises swiftly from 
the pathway, yet retains that beauti- 
ful carpet of innocent primeval 
things. Such stretches of browny- 
green mosses and fresh green ferns 
I have seldom seen. They are ever- 
green ferns and have lived under 
the snow all winter. I caught up a 
quantity, and like a sheet, several 
feet in expanse, they came off in 
my hand. There was a fine net 
work of roots at the back and al- 
most no soil. Then there are the 
real creeping foliage, such as ever- 
green and foxberry, with pink and 
gray lichens to make up this wood- 
land tapestry. It seems a sacrilege 
to walk on them and still worse to 
go away and leave them in these 
sylvan haunts, where it seems as if 
truly ; 

“The violets of five 
appear and fade, 
human eyes.” 

In that is the fascination to a lover 
of the fields and woods. Just as 
with the scientist there is a great 
desire to discuss what has hitherto 
remained unknown, so to my mind 
comes a fullness of joy, as I search 
out these unfrequented beauty 
spots. In early spring the attraction 
is multiplied. 

It was the 19th of April, but not 
in ’75. I wonder if people found 
time to enjoy nature in those days. 
And I wonder as I read of class 
struggle and race hatred if we may 
not have times quite as bad in our 
near future. I hope not. At least, 
I shall be no less able to face them 
for enjoying this one Spring. 

So I sit here on a slanting rock, 
in the sun. It is a hard, but warm 
couch, and, ceasing to chatter with 
my two babies, who have climbed a 
small pine tree and are making be- 
lieve they are Christmas presents, 
I hear suddenly a strange music. 
It was sounding the whole while,

ereat meadows at the foot of the 
hull, --1t_is the Spring. Song, — not 
Sinding’s, nor Mendelssohn’s, but 


the glad sonata of the innocents, and 
it rises from the throats of hun- 
dreds of speckled green choristers 
who have just awakened from their 


winter’s sleep. It is the Easter 
greeting from Frog-land. This is 
the season when “froggie would 


a-wooing go.” And how the name 
suits these tuneful, shining, aquat- 


ic fellows! 
Do they recollect, iw “wonder, 
anything of last summer’s  activi- 


ties? Boys and girls, as you glide, 
steel shod over the meadows, do you 
give a thought to those queer hi- 
bernating creatures who, by hun- 
dreds, sleep in the soft mud just 
below the frost line? What tells 
them when it is time to rise and 
sing and let their light shine? What, 
indeed, but “old mother nature,” 


‘who, with her cap strings of green 


freshly tied beneath her ample chin, 
bids all her children to the feast of 
new life! 

Often, as I have walked through 
the woods in winter, when the 
“white hush” of which Bliss Car- 
men sings is all about me, I have 
thought of the myriads of living 
things sleeping away the long 
night, and often have I wished that 
I might emulate their woodland 
ways. Some wise-acre has _ said 
that for all we sleep we pay by for- 
feiting just so much of life that we 
may as well be dead as asleep. But 
I take exceptions. I am sure we 
may as well be dead as half awake 
these glorious spring days. As far 
as the majority of persons are con- 
cerned, it seems to me they are 
awake too much of the time. Cer- 
tain senses are on the alert, but the 
really fine instincts that transcend 
ordinary things are quite snuffed 
out by this too “strenuous life.” 

As I reclined on my rock, looking 
lazily up at the clear blue sky, I be- 
came aware that I was being 
watched in turn, and _ looking 
around I saw a small brown striped 
snake, that had just emerged from 
his house to sniff the spring air. It 
was only a few inches out when 


first saw it, and I had a chance to 


note how prettily the tiny ferns 
festooned his doorway. Seeing me 
he did not offer to retreat, but 


glided out and down the hill at a 
rate that was truly appalling, fright- 
ened, no doubt, by the cries of the 
children. I possess the usual human 
horror of snakes, though not in so 
great a degree as some. Having 
ceased to credit the story of the ser- 
pent’s part in the down-fall of our 
parent pair, and having no justly 
grounded antipathy to the innocent 
reptiles of our fields and pastures, I 
simply turn from them because of 
their distrustful dispositions. Then, 
the celerity of their movements is 
particularly disconcerting to one 
bent on meditation. So I confess 
I removed myself from the imme- 
diate vicinity of that rock, lest Mrs. 
Snake and all the little snakelets 
should put in an appearance. 

We heard many bird calls. I do 
not know them apart, but I enjoy 
them just the same. If the birds 
and the frogs could appreciate the 
fact and sing oftener or more sweet- 
ly because I knew their names and 
habits, I would do much to attain 
to such knowledge; but alas! they 
will sing just as sweetly for me as 
for the most learned naturalist who 
ever spied upon them. I doubt not 
that I enjoy them more, taken as a 
part of the Spring, and the  sun- 
shine, the rippling brooks, and the 
budding flowers and, from my fre- 
quent visits to their haunts, they 
may in time safely conclude that I 
at least know they are there.

ing which by this time was burning 
rapidly.

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Necessity for 
Continued Assistance. 


The local California Relief com- 
mittee this week received a circular 
from the Massachusetts general 
committee in which were extracts 
of letters received from their repre- 
sentative in San Francisco. A 
perusal of these letters would show 
the necessity for continued assist- 
ance for the people of the stricken 
city. Under the date of April 30, 
John F. Moors writes Major Henry 
L. Higginson of Manchester and 
Boston, a member of the general 
committee: 


“The one thing most needed here 
is simplification, and the best thing 
that has been done has been the 
putting of all purchases into hands 
of a special committee. All needs 
are reported to this committee, and 
orders are sent out by it with an in- 
clusive knowledge of all the condi- 
tions. Individual appeals, based on 
very partial knowledge, will con- 
tinue the chaos from which all the 
wise people are doing their utmost 
to emerge. 

“It would make you heartsick to 
see the city. What is left is hardly 
more than the suburbs, and a large 
part of that has been knocked out 
of shape. The people are the tragic 
thing—the refuges fighting their 
way out with their small belong- 
ings, the swarms of idle people in 
the parks and streets, the quiet,brave 
people, facing the loss of every- 
thing with simplicity. 

“The time is surely coming when 
money can be so distributed that it 
will be like seed planted in the 
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ground, capable of multiplying it- 
self a hundred fold. The awfulness 
of this disaster must not blind us to 
the fact that the poor, paralyzed 
place must do its best to regain its 
life. The idleness here is appalling. 
Some of it will last till the poor old 
people, the fat and the thin, and 
the sick and the nondescript, are 
gathered to their fathers.”

Real Estate and Improvements 


The extensive improvements in 
progress as the Washington B. Thom- 
as estate, Pride’s Crossing, have just 
been completed, and the estate was 
turned over to the owner for occupan- 
cy this week. The work is certainly 
a credit to all concerned, as the estate 
is now one of: the most beautiful on 
the North Shore. Operations were 
started last fall, including a large ad- 
dition built of stone in which is a mu- 
sic room.—the finest on the shore, to- 
gether with other large living rooms, 
hallways, entrances and verandas. 
There is also a large terrace wall with 
sandstone balustrade. The grounds 
have also undergone a_ complete 
change, new avenues being built, and 
there being also extensive landscape 
work, together with a fountain which 
is located in the centre of the lawn, 
on the terrace. Messrs. Connolly 
Bros. were the general contractors. 

After a continuous period of labor 
extending from last October to the 
present time, during which time em- 
ployment has ~been furnished for an 
average of 100 men daily, the magni- 
ficent estate of Judge Wm. H. Moore, 
“Rockmarge,”’ at Pride’s Crossing, has 
been completed and was turned over 
to him this week. 


The alterations and improvements 
have been for the most part upon 
the grounds and consist chiefly of the 
building of a high terrace wall of 
Rockport block granite with granite 
cut spiral steps, leading down to the 
lawn with landings, either of grass or 
stone. The spacious lawn between the 
mansion and the ocean has been 
greatly improved by raising the grade, 
this work necessitating the removal of 
a vast quantity of sod and earth after 
which a large amount of filling was 
hauled in and the whole leveled and 
graded off. The lawn on the other 
side of the house, as have also the 
other areas about the house, received 
attention in the shape of grading and 
landscape work, and numerous large 
trees were brought from a farm in 
Hamilton and transplanted. 

The old avenues have been replaced 
by new ones, built upon much larger 
and better lines in new _ locations. 
Changes have also been in order upon 
the croquet grounds. Italian gardens, 
rockeries, flower gardens, together 
with numerous amounts of shrubs, go 
in making the estate all that could be 
desired. Connolly Bros. of Beverly 
Farms were the contractors for the 
whole work.

FROM SAN FRANCISCO 


Miss Edith Giles Writes of the Recent Earth. 
quake to Relatives in Manchester 


Manchester and Beverly friends of 
Miss. Edith Giles will be pleased to 
read the following extracts from a 
letter which she sent to relatives in 
this town this-week: 

“It was such a tremendous thing 
that words cannot describe it, and I 
haven’t the heart to try. The experi- 
ence itself was so exciting, and called 
forth so much strength and courage 
_and calmness, that we lived it to the 
full extent of our power, and did not 
realize the sadness of it as we do now. 
As I look from my window I see bare 
hills covered with rubbish where I 
used to look for the homes of my 
friends and for the church, and for the 
little interests that were most closely 
connected with my daily life. 

“‘All that afternoon we watched the 
fire sweeping all over the hills on the 
water side, and at night we almost 
held our breath, expecting to see it 
sweep up and engulf the school, but 
just when it seemed as if it must go 
the wind turned, and it was safe for 
that night and day. Neither of these 
two nights we had any shelter, nor 
anything but the earth to lie on. We 
slept a little from utter exhaustion. 
But we were in the midst of such a 
multitude, of all sorts and conditions 
of men—there was too much going 
on. It was dreadful to see the people 
watching Russian hill, and finally with 
‘there goes our house,’ turn away. 
But everybody was just as brave as 
could be; nobody fussed and moaned 
and cried. It was wonderful, the 
courage and the thoughtfulness. The 
next day the fire came nearer and 
nearer, and that was the only time 
in the whole experience that I was 
alarmed. 

“We suffered very little from the 
earthquake—even the chimneys stood 
—still I never care to have another 
such shaking. I kept in bed until it 
was over, and as my ceiling didn’t fall 
it was the best thing I could do. We 
spent that night on the hill and 
watched the great wall of flame reach- 
ing from earth to sky, pushing steadily 
forward and devouring everything be- 
fore it. 

“The sky was lurid, and the bay so 
distinctly lighted up that you could 
see everything as in daytime. But it 
was beautiful and calm and the sky 
was full of stars, and we were awa 
from the great crowd. It did us all 
good, and I understood how such 
things could be and come out right. 
By the next morning the fire was 
checked, but it had swept away two- 
thirds of the city—12 square miles— 
450 blocks is the latest estimate.’’

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The House of Seven Gables 


From the Boston Sunday Herald 


The “House of Seven Gables,” so 
connected with the life of Haw- 
thorne, in Salem, was the scene of 
a romance practically unknown, the 
truth of which is vouched for by one 
of Salem’s antiquarians and_ veri- 
fied by friends of the great author. 

Capt. Samuel Ingersoll, the father 
of Miss Susan Ingersoll, a _ direct 
descendant of Richard and a rela- 
tion of Hawthorne, followed the 
sea. He had one daughter, Susan, 
best known as the “Duchess,” who 
was the last of the family to live in 
the “House of Seven Gables.” Miss 
Ingersoll was a belle, and although 
not remarkably beautiful, pos- 
sessed 4 wonderful charm of man- 
ner and expression of countenance 
that won the praise of many a nota- 
ble. 

The Ingersoll house was in those 
days noted for its hospitality. Here 
Capt. George Crowninshield and 
the officers who brought back from 


Halifax to their native land the 
bodies of the gallant men of the 
Chesapeake and Shannon, Capt.

real mother was. He sent to Bos- 
ton for a sculptor and had a cast 
made of her face, from which was 
painted the portrait which today 
hangs in the upper alcove of the Es- 
sex Institute in Salem. He also 
took his boy friends in to see the 
dead woman, and said, as_ they 
looked upon her: “This was’ my 
mother.” 

Devoted to Miss Ingersoll, at her 
death he had a cast made _ of her 
face, from which a portrait was 
painted that now hangs in _ the 
“House of Seven Gables.” The 
house was left by Miss Ingersoll to 
her adopted son. It was filled with 
most beautiful furniture, pictures, 
articles of wearing apparel and 
costly fabrics, including whole 
pieces of India silk and Canton, 
half-made gowns and others that 
had never been worn. Not knowing 
what to do with them, Mr. Bettis, 
who has just passed away, said 
that he took a room in a block on 
Essex street and disposed of the 
contents of 17 trunks. 

In the safe was a great deal of sil- 
ver, but this, as well as the fine old 
furniture, pictures and family relics, 
were disposed of or given away 
piece by piece until all of it was 
gone. Mr. Ingersoll could not bear 
to live on in the old house, and so 
rented it for seven years to. Mr. 
Bettis, but long before that time 
was up he became so homesick that 
he asked to return. 


Mr. Ingersoll’s last days’ were 
spent in poverty, his wants being 
supplied by his friends. At his 


death he left one trunk full of treas- 
ures to the late Hon. William D. 
Northend of Salem, among which 
was the cast taken of Miss Inger- 
soll, which was sent by the family 
to the Essex Institute, where it can 
be seen today.

PROF. DUXBURY’S RECITAL 


ere Audience Heard the Famous 
locutionist at Manchester Wednesday 
Evening 


Prof. John Duxbury, the well known 
elocutionist of Manchester, England, 
who has grown much in favor in the 
American cities during his visit here, 
with his readings, was heard in Man- 
chester Wednesday evening of this 
week, when he recited Tennyson’s 
“Enoch Arden”’ at the Congregational 
church. From here Prof. Duxbury 
makes a brief tour west before return- 
ing to his home across the waters. 

Previous to the recital the audience 
had the pleasure of listening to a 
number of selections on the organ by 
Jas. K. Dustin of Lanesville, the well- 
known music teacher. His selections

After Prof. Duxbury’s recital of 
“Enoch Arden’? Miss Carolyn E., 
Allen sang in her usual fine voice the 
following : 

(a) “The Years at the Spring”’.... Beach 
(5) “Calm as the Night”.......... Bohm 

Prof. Duxbury’s recital of ‘Enoch 
Arden” was very much appreciated. 
His portrayal of the scenes of the sim- 
ple village life, quiet, yet effective at 
first, grew in vividness and power 
with the unfolding of the dramatic 
elements of the story. So beautiful 
is the language of Tennyson that 
without a masterly reading of ‘Enoch 
Arden” one’s mind is diverted from 
the movement of the story to a pleas- 
ing contemplation of the phrases of 
which Lord Tennyson was master. 
But Prof. Duxbury was equal to the 
occasion. By intonation, facial ex- 
pression, gesture, in short by his atti- 
tude of mind and body, he vivified 
the various characters of the tale in a 
remarkable way, held the attention 
unwaveringly to its dramatic move- 
ments, and used the incomparable 
language of Tennyson to further the 
dramatic impression. It was in every 
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sense a masterly rendition of the 
beautiul poem. 

By special request Prof. Duxbury 
read an interesting and amusing selec- 
tion original with himself and based 
on the famous classic, ‘Little Jack 
Horner.” His closing recitation of 
Poe’s, “The Bells,” was very much 
enjoyed, His unusually resonant and 
musical voice was very effective in 
imitation of the silver, golden, brass 
and iron bells and the audience was 
loth to let him finish with this read- 
ing. Should Prof. Duxbury ever re- 
turn ‘from Manchester, England to 
Manchester-by-the-Sea, he may be 
sure of a hearty welcome.

When the estates of persons deceased have 
been divided, or have changed hands from 
other causes during the past year, the execu- 
tors, administrators or other persons inter- 
ested, are required to give notice of such 
changes, and in default of such notice will be 
held to pay the taxes assessed. 

Blank forms for “ Return of Property for 
Taxation,” containing revised requirements, 
in detail, can be procured of the Assessors. 

The following may serve as a_ general 
guide to assist in making up Schedules and 
Statements : 

Number of polls 20 years of age and up- 
wards; money at interest; amount of 
money on hand, including deposits in banks, 
etc., other than savings banks incorporated 
under the laws of this Commonwealth; rail- 
road, town, city, state and other bonds (except 
those of the United States); shares and 
stocks of insurance, manufacturing and other 
incorporated companies chartered or organ- 
ized under the laws of any State other than 
Massachusetts; goods, wares, merchandise 
and other stock in trade, within or without 
the State; household furniture, exceeding 
$1,000 in value; horses, mules, carriages, 
oxen, cows, other neat cattle not less than 
one year old, and swine and sheep not less 
than six months old; income from profes- 
sion, trade or employment exceeding $2,000; 
personal property held in trust or by wife or 
minor children. 

Attention is hereby called to section 32 of 
chapter 12 of the revised laws: ‘‘ Whoever, 
with intent to defeat or evade the provisions 
of law in relation to assessment or payment 
of taxes, delivers or discloses to an assessor 
or an assistant assessor a false or fraudulent 
list, return, or schedule of property as and 
for a true list of his estates, not exempted 
from taxation, shall be punished by fine not 
exceeding one thousand dollars or by im- 
prisonment in jail not exceeding one year.” 

MORTGAGED PROPERTY—A mortgagor 
or mortgagee of real estate may bring in to 
the assessors of the city or town in which it 
lies, within the time prescribed by the notice 
under Sect. 41, a statement under oath of 
the amount secured thereon or on each sep- 


| arate parcel thereof, with the name and res- 


idence of every holder of an interest therein 
as mortgagor or mortgagee. If such prop- 
erty is situated in two or more places, or if a 
recorded mortgage includes two or more 
estates or parts of an estate as security for 


| 
one sum, such statement shall include an 


estimate of the interest of the mortgagee in 
each estate or part of an estate. The asses- 
sors shall, from such a statement or other- 
wise, ascertain the proportionate interests of 
the mortgagor or mortgagee, respectively, in 
said estates, and shall assess the same ac- 
cordingly. If, in any year, such statement is 
not brought in, the tax for that year on such 
real estate shall not be invalid merely for 
the reason that the interest of the mortgagee 
therein has not been assessed to him.— Sec¢. 
45, Chap. 12, Revised Laws. 

When a statement in conformity to the 
law above quoted is brought in, the real estate 
therein returned will be assessed under Sects. 
16, 17 and 18 of Chap. 12 of the revised laws. 
But in cases where the mortgagor of the 
estate has agreed in writing to pay all taxes 
assessed thereon, no statement or return is 
required from either the mortgagee or mort- 
gagor unless requested by the assessors in

Autos Must Obey Rules 
of the Road Literally. 


The Massachusetts Highway 
Commission this week issued a 
statement announcing that in the 
future it will suspend or revoke the 
license or certificates of registration 
of autoists who do not obey to the 
letter the regulations printed on the 
registration certificates. 

The board says it will take pains 
to co-operate with the police and 
other authorities of the various mu- 
nicipalities in enforcing compliance 
with the regulations upon automo- 
bile owners and drivers: in this 
commonwealth.

BOOK REVIEW 

“Camp Kits and Camp Life” by 
Charles Stedman Hanks (Niblick) 
author of ‘‘ Hints to Golfers.”’ Pub- 
lished by Charles Scribner’s Sons, 
New York. 583 illustrations in tint, 
253 pages, $1.50 net. 

Although there are all kinds of 
books for those who go into the 
woods in search of pleasure and re- 
creation, “Camp Kits and Camp 
Life” is neither a book of literary 
reflections nor a book of scientific 
observations nor a story of adventures 
but a practical hand-book, which the

veteran sportsman, as well as the 
neophyte, will read with profit. This 
new book on the wilds, just published 
by Charles Scribner’s Sons, is written 
by Charles Stedman Hanks, a well- 
known Boston man, who has a wide 
reputation as the author of “ Hints to 
Golfers,’’ which has had a large sale 
both in this country and in England. 
It is the condensed wisdom of a sensi- 
ble, outdoor man who has the knack 
of imparting information with a snap 
which sticks like a burr, and. those 
who have been promoted from all-day 
picnics to camping-out trips will find 
it crammed full of information put in 
a most entertaining way. It is also 
enlivened with good stories, and con- 
siderable wit in statement. The 53 
green tinted photographs directly 
apply to the different subjects which 
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the author discusses, and were not 
put in as illustrations simply because 
they made good pictures. The pecu- 
liar style of the author with his 
sharply cut sentences, without the 
embellishments of superfluous words, 
go straight to the point, and the 
simplicity with which it is written is 
its chief charm. It is not only enter- 
taining as a general reading, but is 
also as good hand-book for the 
woods as has yet been published.

was neither warm nor yet too cold, 
and the veterans were able to enjoy 
the day to the utmost. 

The address of the day was by 
Rev. Dillon Bronson of Brookline, 
a former Salem pastor, who paid a 
glowing tribute to the Grand Army 
of the Republic. The Schubert 
Male Quartette of Boston sang at 
the exercises in the Town hall and 
at the service at the vacant lot they 
sang “Old Glory.” 

Rev. Mr. Bronson said in part: 

“Once again we enter upon holy 
week in our Nation’s calendar. 
Once again we go to God’s acre to 
lay our floral tribute above the dust 
of those who died for us. Once 
again we are reminded that the old 
soldiers are disappearing rapidly, 
and what we do for them must be 
done quickly. It is very meet - and 
right that all our people ‘should 
keep Memorial Day and recall the 
sacrifices of those who preferred 
death to disunion and dishonor. I 
would like to see the date changed 
to the last Sunday in May, that it 
might be a holy day instead of a 
holiday, and that the sports of un- 
thinking people might not cause 
so many to forget the original pur- 
pose of this sacred celebration. 

“We ought to take the children 
to the cemeteries this day and, 
showing them the little tents of 
green over which our dear flag 
waves, tell them what it means. 
We ought to remind them of the 
lavish and uncalculating offering of 
life on the part of our best American 
homes five and forty years ago; and 
we ought to tell them of the many 
brave fellows who sleep in unknown 
graves in the swamps of Virginia 
and the Carolinas. In the words of 
our eloquent friend Dr. Hillis: 

“ *To sound of fife and drum they 
marched away, these loved and loy- 
ing fathers, brothers, friends, soon 
to return again, they said, when we 
have freed God’s children and made 
our country one. But their good 
Father, God, planned better for 
them than they knew. Theirs the 
martyr’s death, theirs the patriot’s 
crown; striking chains from  fet-

civilization, the scorn and contempt 
of the Christian world. 

“The men of the South were 
skilled in military science. The 
army of the North was made up of 
farmers and merchants and profes- 
sional men and boys, and they were 
transformed into soldiers on the 
field. For two long years the issue 
was very doubtful. Washing- 
ton was in peril. England and 
France stood ready to recognize the 
Confederacy if they won a single 
great victory. Lincoln was ad- 
vised by Greely and others to re- 
sign, but after Gettysburg he went 
again to his knees and said we will 
hold on a little longer. Grant was 
discovered. Sherman marched to the 
sea. Sick men enlisted. Wounded 
men went again to the front against 
surgeons’ orders and the greatest 
hero of the Civil war, the common 
soldier, ‘held on’ with ‘Father Abra- 
ham’ and moved forward until Ap- 
pomattox dawned, and then gen- 
erals and colonels and commanders 
became farmers and shop-keepers, 
manufacturers and preachers again, 
and the long war.passed away like 
the storm of the last three days. 

“Since the war with Spain which 
united our whole land and bound us 
again to England, we have acquired 
colossal wealth. We have become 
a great world power and put our 
hand to the plow in the Orient, 
where we dare not look back. We 
believe there is a divine purpose in 
all this and that God means we shall 
play a part in the christianization of 
the Asiaic consciousness, which is 
the great problem of this new cen- 
tury. 

“We have no outward foes to 
fear. Our foes are all of our own 
household. Vice and crime and low 
ideals, which measure success by 
money only, are too common 
among us. The worst corruption is 
often where there is the smallest 
per cent. of foreign population, so 
we cannot lay our dangers to immi- 
gration any longer. 

“Wealth is yellow and vulgar in 
the house of mirth. Business is to 
a considerable extent dishonest, and 
politics too often is a business in the 


hands of boodlers and bosses who 
would sell the Christ himself for the 
market price in Judas’s time. We 
have ‘good men’ who are indifferent 
and callous, good for nothing in 
civic life. Columbia is calling for 
a new kind of patriotism, that which 
will be as true and unselfish now as 
our fathers were in “61, that which 
will stand on the firing line of good 
citizenship, and meet the gold in- 
toxicated traitors who would de- 
stroy our democratic institutions.”

SERMON BEFORE G. A. R. 
Rev. C. Arthur Lincoln Preached 
the Memorial Sermon at Man- 


chester Last Sunday. Services 
Well Attended. 


Rev. C. Arthur Lincoln preached 
the Memorial sermon at the Con- 
gregational church last Sunday 
morning before the members. of 
Post 67, G. A. R., and auxiliary so- 
cieties. The services were well at- 
tended and the sermon listened to 
with rapt attention. 

The pulpit was draped in the 
Stars and Stripes and there were 
simple floral decorations. ‘The sing- 
ing was by the congregation. Rev. 
E. Hersey Brewster of the Baptist 
church read the scriptures, portions 
of Isaiah 64, and Luke 4, and he 
offered the prayer. 

“Think not that I am come to 
send peace on earth: I come not to 
send peace, but a sword” (Matt. 10: 
34), was the text selected by Mr. 
Lincoln, who said in part: 

“These words, startling as they 
may seem, all agree, come from 
Jesus Christ. They clung to the 
memories of His disciples and have 
come to us through the ages _ be- 
cause of their peculiar significance. 
There are at least two explanations 
as to their meaning: (1) that they 
are wholly symbolic and (2) that 
whenever a man takes a stand for 
right and truth he must take all 
persecutions that come to him.” 

The speaker referred to the many 
wars that had been waged in the 
cause of religion from the time of 
Christ to the present day, saying 
that these people thought God sanc- 
tioned war in the cause of religion. 

“But we today believe that God 
‘never sanctioned a war for the 
cause of religion. In the recent 
Russo-Japanese war in one or two 
days’ fighting some 8000 soldiers 
were killed; but there marched out 
after them a small army of Red 
Cross nurses. To me these repre- 
sent the Knights Templars of the 
Middle Ages, who carried with 
them the sword of God. These men 
most truly represent what the 
cross of God stands for. 

“Can we belive that the sword 
waved in our Civil war was paled 
on white-faced men in defense of 
God-like principles and  God-like 
country? No one can say but that 
when you went forth for the defense 
of your homes and families that you 
drew the sword of the Lord. 

“Henry Ward Beecher in his bi- 
ography is reported to have been 
found in his study by his sister 
moulding bullets, and when she 
asked him what they were for his 
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erim reply was “To kill men.’ He 
also raised money to send rifles to 
the Union army, which the soldiers 
enlléday eechers Frifies!  selinere 
were thousands of others just like 
Beecher who, though they did not 
see service at the front, worked for 
the cause. And when you found a 
man not willing to work for the 
cause you found a coward. 

“The spirit of the sword of the 
Lord is the spirit of true  Christ- 
likeness. There are three elements 
entering into this—the sense of per- 
sonal responsibility that made mil- 
lions of men lay aside work at 
home and go forth and risk their 
lives. They felt this is my country, 
my home; these are my principles. 
It is this same sense of personal re- 
ponsibility we need in this country 
today, and thank God, we _ have 
some such men. 

“Another element is courage— 
not alone the courage of soldiers, 
the brave men who risk their lives 
for their country’s sake. It was 
not alone these men who went into 
the war that had courage. I have 
no need to recall to you those dark 
days when men and women at 
home suffered and prayed, and 
sang songs of joy even when the 
day was dark. All over this land 
we found the spirit of the Lord. 

“Still a third element was the de- 
termined persistence in well doing. 
‘I intend to fight it out along these 
lines if I fight all summer,’ was the 
spirit. 

“But all these elements are ele- 
ments of Christ-likeness. You may 
become Christ-like and feel the con- 
sciousness of God. A man who al- 
ways puts himself on the side of 
right will always come to know 
God. 

“We can best give our testimony 
to these beloved memories, not by 
assembling in the house of worship, 
but by every day deeds of justice; 
not by tears, nor by laying tributes 
on the biers of those whose lives 
and actions we would emulate, but 
by emulation and action we take 
upon ourselves.”

vote was 398: Mr. Bell receiving 242, 
Mr. Bullock 154, blanks 2. 

Quite a little speculation centered 
in the choice of a moderator to suc- 
ceed F. K. Hooper, who had served 
the town for 11 yearsin that capacity, 
and who had announced that he would 
not be a candidate for election at any 
future meetings. C. C. Dodge was a 
candidate for the position, as was also 
Raymond C. Allen. There were but 
28 ballots cast at 11.30 when the vote 
was taken, Mr. Dodge receiving 8 and 
Mr. Allen 20. 

The matter of a sidewalk through 
the Cove woods was favorably decided 
on and $5000 appropriated for the 
purpose. The article relating to the 
relocation and widening of Brook 
street, brought out quite a wrangle, 
but it was finally decided to accept the 
layout and rebuild the street, and 
$5680 was appropriated for the pur- 
pose, —$2240 for damages and $3440 
for construction. 

It was also voted to accept and 
allow the layout of Norwood avenue 
extension from Vine to Lincoln 
streets, and the sum of #300 was ap- 
propriated for land damages. The 
work will not be done this year. 

The total appropriation of the meet- 
ing was $11,030, which amount added 
to the appropriation of the annual 
meeting brings the total to $197,578. 


What Was Said and Done 
at Special Town Meeting 


The meeting was called to order at 
1130 by Town Clerk Jewett who 
read the warrant after which the elec- 
tion of a moderator was in order. 
Twenty-eight ballots were cast, 8 for 
C. C. Dodge and 20 for Raymond C. 
Allen. 

The polls were open at 12 o’clock 
for the election of a member to the 
board of selectmen, assessors and over- 
seer of the poor, and it was decided to 
close the pollsat 630. Three hundred 
and ninety-eight ballots were cast, de- 
spite the pelting rain which continued 
all day, only 50 less than at the March 
election. The resuit is announced in 
another column. 

The evening session was called to 
order at 7.30 by Moderator Allen, but 
no business was transacted till almost 
8 o’clock, so few voters were present. 

Article 7—To hear reports of com- 
mittee, was first called for. E.P. Stan- 
ley of the committee on harbor dredg- 
ing reported that nothing could be 
done this year, but that Manchester 
would probably be included in the bill 
to be presented next year at Wash- 
ington. 

F. K. Swett said the stage curtain 
was getting to be in a rather delapi- 
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tated condition and asked for $50 to 
repair it. Voted. 

3—To see if the town will build a 
sidewalk from the railroad track on 
Summer street to the house of Ran- 
dolph Taylor, then concrete the 
sidewalk from said Taylor house to 
the plank walk at the entrance of 
Magnolia avenuc; also to hear and 
act on the reports of the committees 
on said sidewalk and appropriate 
money for the same. 

The moderator read the report of 
the committee presented at a former 
meeting, which had been referred to 
the finance committee. Secretary 
Needham read the report of the 


finance committee containing the rec- 


ommendations that the town adopt 
the plan and recommendations of the 
committee as presented and that 
$5000 be appropriated for the con- 
struction of the walk, but that the 
matter of concreting the walk at the 
Cove be postponed. 

F.K. Hooper moved that the re- 
port of the committee on sidewalk be 
accepted and so many of their rec- 
ommendations as was included in the 
report of the finance committee be ac- 
cepted and adopted. This was passed 
by a unanimous vote. There was 
some question as to the scope of the 
motion and it was again put, after the 
motion was put in writing by Mr. 
Hooper. The vote stood 60 to 0. 

A. Cunningham asked if the cost of 
concreting the sidewalk at the Cove 
next year was included in the $5000, 
which was adswered in the negative. 

W.C. Rust asked if the committee 
did not recommend how the road 
should be built. The clerk read the 
report to the effect that the sidewalk 
should be built as soonas possible and 
that the plans and specifications be 
followed under the guidance of the se- 
lectmen and G. M. Lane. Mr. Swett 
asked it it was the sense of the meet- 
ing to let the work out to contract. 
No action was taken on this. 

4—To see if the town will accept 
and allow Brook street between 
School street and Norwood avenue 
as laid out, altered and widened by 
the selectmen and reported to the 
town at this meeting and to appro- 
priate money for the construction 
of the same. 

It was reported that the damage to 
various estates were estimated as 
follow: Giles estate $2100, Peabody 
$100, Trowt $40, Gilman, nothing. 

The financial committee recom- 
mended that the town accept the relo- 
cation and that $3440 be appropriated 
for construction and $140 for land 
damage. 


D. L. Bingham moved that the - 


town accept the layout of Brook street 
as reported by the selectmen. 
E. P. Stanley thought that if the 


town was going to accept the offer of 
the Giles estate it had better act on 
that matter first. 

D. L. Bingham stated that he was 
of the belief a mistake had been made. 
The Misses Giles, he said, did not 
want to part with their land and house. 

E.S. Knight said an option was 
brought to him offering to sell the 
place to the town for $3500. Mr. 
Swett read the option. 

Mr. Bingham again stated that 
the Misses Giles told him they wanted 
to keep their house. 


E. A. Lane stated that the Misses © 


Giles had told him they did not want 
to give up their house. 

O. M. Stanley understood there 
were two proportions: They would 
sell the place for $3500 or let the 
town have what land they needed for 
$2100. 

J. N. Lipman said there were two 
plans,—one to clean off the place, the 
other to move the house back. They 
understood this first plan was in- 
tended. If the Misses Giles must 
sell they said they wanted $3500, but 
if they could keep the place they 
wanted it. 

Samuel Knight thought the town 
should decide on the acceptance of 
the layout. Heasked if the town had 
the right to buy the property. He 
was of the opinion the town could 
take the property, use what was nec- 
essary for a highway and do what they 
please with the balance. 

The clerk read the law on the sub- 
ject, showing that the town could buy 
the whole property under the law. 

After considerable discussion as to 
the purchase of the Giles estate it was

Art. 4 was again taken from the 
table, and, assuming that the Misses 
Giles would accept a land damage of 
$2100 it was voted unanimously that 
the layout be accepted. It was voted 
that $5680 be appropriated for the lay- 
out of Brook street. 

Samuel Knight asked how this 
money was to be raised. F. K. 
Hooper was opposed to doing the work 
this year.

The meeting adjourned at 9.35,

NARROW ESCAPE. 


Californian Writes Friends in 
Manchester of His Hair-Breadth 
Escape; His Eight Companions 


Swallowed Up in Mountain 
Slide. 
J- W.. Walker of Alma, Santa 


@lara\ Co., .California,, who had a 
most fortunate escape from death 
in the recent calamity, writes of 
the affair to Israel Harvey and 
family, friends of his in Manches- 
ter. He is employed by a wealthy 
Californian and was with the fam- 
ily at their mountain home 40 or 50 
miles from San Francisco. He had 
left for the city the day before the 
*quake, while those whom he had 
left behind were swallowed up in 
a mountain slide and killed. In his 
letter he says: 

“IT must say I never want to go 
through another such time. I 
might have been killed with some 
of the unfortunates, but it was not 
my lot. ‘J. W. Walker’ was report- 
ed to be one of nine buried in a 
mountain slide, but I left there the 
day before on horseback for Alma, 
and was riding through the moun- 
tains when the earthquake nearly 
frightened me to death. The moun- 
tain seemed to rise up and the trees 
bent every way; my horse tried to 
go over the mountain side—the 
ground opened and she fell with 
both hind feet into the crevice. It 
was something terrible. 

“On arriving in Alma on the 
morning of the 18th I found rail- 
roads, telephone and telegraph all 
cut off. Buildings were down in 
all directions; the people all in 
despair. Then I began to despair 
for my baby. I could not leave 
until next morning. We all slept 
on the hill that night, or rather 
camped there, for very little sleep 
was possible for the earth trembled 
quite often. 

“Early morning I saddled up 
and struck out for Mt» View; I 
could stand the pressure no longer 
for I wanted to see my little baby; 

I 
passed Agneus Asylum where 120 
were killed and all stone and brick 
houses were down. When I came 
in sight of home my heart near 
failed me. The tank house, 45-foot 
high wind mill, and tank with 7500 
gallons of water were down, and I 
could see a big hole in the roof, 
about 8 feet square. The chimney 
had fallen and gone through the kit- 
chen into the basement, but you can 
just imagine how I felt when at last 
those little arms clasped around my 
neck. I thanked God from my 
heart and am not ashamed to say

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THE NEW AUTO LAW. 


Autoists May Travel Faster, But 
Reckless Driving Will Be Dealt 
with Severely. 


Automobilists are given a little 
more freedom in the new automobile 
law, signed by the governor last 
Thursday week, and which goes 
into effect on June 24, but though 
more freedom is allowed, punish- 
ment is doled out more _ severely 
when the statutes are broken. 

The new law allows greater free- 
dom in the way of speed, as the 
limit has been raised to 20 miles on 
the highway, 12 miles in cities and 
towns, and eight miles around 
curves or crossings, where the op- 
erator’s view is obstructed. 

The law carries a provision that 
on the highway a car shall be timed 
for at least one-fourth of a mile 
when charged with overspeeding. 
This will prevent traps a few hun- 
dred feet long, such as many offi- 
cials used. Many times a car might 
spurt up a little over the limit on a 
particular section, yet keep within 
the provisions of the law by a 
big margin by slowing up at various 
places. In the cities or towns the 
distance for evidence of speeding is 
set at an eighth of a mile. 

The provision for imprisonment 
does not apply to speeding as some 
of the motorists believed. Fines are 
fixed for exceeding the speed limit, 
but for reckless driving and for op- 
erating a car while under the influ- 
ence of liquor fine or imprisonment 
with a revocation of the license is 
the penalty. 

The section that carries a pro- 
vision that any person charged with 
violating the law shall be reported 
to the highway commission is still 
retained, and the provision curtail- 
ing the time allowed visitors from 
other states to drive here without 
registering their cars from 15 to 7 
days was also passed. How this 
latter proviso is going to be carried 
out is a problem. 

The rights of towns and cities to 
make special speed regulations is 
protected to some extent, but not 
as fully as the officers of some of 
the towns hoped for. There is a 
provision allowing town or city 
governments to make special regula- 
tions. But there is a proviso cur- 
tailing the powers, for, if within 60 
days the highway commission gets 
a petition or protest regarding the 
action of town or city officials, the 
new regulations are not valid until 
the highway commission approves 
of them. The new state law allows 
the towns or. cities the privilege to 
increase the speed limit, but few, if 
any, towns will do that.

SCHOOL EXHIBIT 


Annual Display of Work of the Manchester 
School Children Very Much Appreciated 
by Crowds Who Attended 


The second annual exhibition of 
the work of the Manchester schools 
was held in the Town hall, Tuesday 
afternoon and evening and was very 
largely attended, both by the parents 
and friends of the children, and by 
those who are interested in building 
up the educational system of the 
town. 

One particularly noticeable feature 
of the exhibit was the increased atten- 
tion given to the manual training in all 
the grades. For the first time an ex- 
hibit was made of the paper sloyd in 
Grades I, Il and III. This was not 
started till the middle of the year, but 
the results obtained were most gratify- 
ing; manual training certainly de- 
velops dexerity and skill in children. 

The drawing, too, was another 
feature. While the usual exhibition 
was made so far as subjects are con- 
cerned, it was noted that there is 
much more free hand drawing and 
freedom as to the matter of taste in 
coloring. There is less drawing from 
outline. 

The increased tastefulness of all 
written work,—such as the neat way 
the booklets were bound together— 
was another noticeable feature. Orig- 
inality is displayed everywhere. 

In everything was there apparent

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an increased interest on the part of 
the children themselves; they seem 
to be gaining a comprehensiveness of 
their work and are taking a more 
exalted interest in their efforts. Es- 
pecially are such exhibitions to be com- 
mended for this, if for no other reason, 
that they spur the children on to 
better work. 

It was also evident from the public 
sentiment expressed that these ex- 
hibitions are helpful in giving to the 
public schools that element of public 
sentiment which they need. There 
was a large number of visitors who 
might be classed outsiders. 

It will be of interest to know that 
the exhibition will be put in the hall of 
the John Price Primary school build- 
ing for a few weeks for inspection by 
any teachers, educators, or anyone 
who might want to examine the work. 
The display represents the actual 
work being done in the public schools 
of the town 

On the left of the entrance was 
displayed the work of grade I., and at 
the right grade II., with the other 
grades following around the room. 

Grade I, Miss Laura Norton, teacher, 
Miss Alice Sanborn, assistant ; 44 pu- 
pils. The paper sloyd work was in- 
troduced this year in the three lower 
grades, and the results obtained are 
most encouraging indeed. In the first 
grade the free hand cutting was an 
interesting feature. The work of these

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tots attracted considerable attention, 
especially such work as the Hiawatha 
study. The Sunbonnet Baby book- 
lets were very neatly gotten up, the 
crayon work being especially good. 
The clay models and the calendars 
were also very good. 

Grade II., Miss Nellie M. Leonard, 
teacher; 43 pupils. In this grade the 
paper sloyd has advanced to the point 
where accuracy of measurements 
count, and some very neat results 
were shown. The booklets made by 
the children as a result of their study 
of the Esquimeaux and of the Thanks- 
giving of the Pilgrims attracted much 
attention. The May baskets were 
rather cute. Simple weaving is taken 
up in this grade. A chart showed the 
progress made in writing during the 
year, from September to May. 

Grade III, Miss Carolyn E. Allen 
teacher, 50 pupils. In this grade the 
sloyd work grows more difficult. 
More accuracy is called for in measur- 
ing, and objects made call for greater 
skill. Two large rafia pillows attracted 
much attention and many were sur- 
prised to learn they were mady by the 
children. ‘My Bird Book” depicted 
the good work of the children in this 
subject, treating of the best known 
and most familiar birds. The children 
spent a month this writer in study 
of the rooster, until they could cut 
and draw them. So_ good results 
were obtained, in fact, that the work 
was taken to Lowell for inspection by 
the teachers there. The free} hand 
cutting and calendars made by the 
children, were features of the display. 

Grade IV., Miss Lila Goldsmith, 
teacher; 44 pupils. In this grade 
more attention is given to language 
work than in the lower grades, the 
pupils taking up letter writing, stories 
from pictures, reproduction stories, 
etc. Wood sloyd is started in this 
grade also, while the girls take up 
card-board and crepe paper work. 
This room goes more deeply into the 
study of nature, and their color 
sketches of the birds were very good. 
The study of the oriole was particu- 
larly good. 

Grade V., Miss Lina Tozer, teacher ; 
40 pupils. The advance of the chil- 
dren is getting to be very apparent in 
all lines of work. Some designs for 
doilies—original with the children— 
attracted much attention. 

The ink drawings of the pussy- 
willow and the ships were very com- 
mendable. Map drawing has its start 
in this grade, and some very good 
results were obtained. The booklets, 
“A Visit to Other Lands,’ attracted 
much attention. 

Grade VI., Miss Ina Eldridge, teach- 
er; 40 pupils. The technical work in 
grammar is taken up in this grade. 
The booklets, ‘Autobiography of My 
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Life,” contained much food for 
thought for older people. 

An interesting feature of the work 
done by this grade was “The Qua- 
ker Poet’ booklet, which one boy, 
after preparing a very attractive 
cover and enclosing a picture of 
Whittier, dedicates “To My Aunt.” 
The work was in connection with 
language study. In the preface 
which follows he says the book is 
composed of “John G. Whittier” 
(a sketch of his life), “The Poem of 
‘The Barefoot Boy,’” and a story 
from the poem. That this line of 
school training brings out original- 
ity in the pupils is shown by the 
following sample: 

“The high society people have, 
when they go to a hotel, an orches- 
tra to play for them while they eat, 
so the Barefoot Boy must have one, 
too: the frog, the wind * and _ the 
cricket for his orchestra, with the 
firefly to light up the band.” 

And again: 

“Some of the blessings of the Bare- 
foot Boy are, he can go to bed and 
sleep as sound as a rock all night, 
andres -nealthys 3 2. Sone 
of the ways that the world was his 
pleasure house are that he had 
outdoor life most of the time and 
never went to shows and circuses.” 


Grade VII., Miss Avis Antill, teach- 
er; 32 pupils. Some very good work 
was found in the display in this grade. 
The drawing work was a particularly 
interesting feature, Miss Antill having 
her pupils do considerable drawing 
and sketching from their own observa- 
tion. The maps drawn from memory 
might be called a feature of the dis- 
play, while the bird chart and the per- 
fectly blended colors in the sketches 
attracted much attention. 


Grade VIII., Miss Annie Clark, 
teacher ; 26 pupils. The work here 
shows signs of considerable advance- 
ment, as the more difficult subjects 
are introduced. ‘“Longfellow’s Mag- 
azine,” with a sketch of the life of the 
poet, a treatise of the origin of Evan- 
geline, and a list of the author’s works, 
showed the pupils had a good under- 
standing of the subject studied. The 
maps and drawings lilustrating various 
points in history were a feature of this 
grade’s work. 

Grade IX., Albert Mead, principal ; 
Miss Larah Fish, assistant ; 20 pupils. 
In this grade the subjects preparatory 
to High school studies are taken up, 
such as beginner’s Latin, elementary 
algebra, etc. Picture framing has 
been a feature of the sloyd work. 
This branch of the school work is 
playing an important part in the up- 
building of the school system of the 
town, as was seen by the display as a 
whole. 
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Among the out-of-town visitors no7 
ticed were Judge Cate of Amesbury, 
Principal Brown of the High school, 
Miss Carr, one of the assistants, and 
Supt. Robinson of Peabody.

The coming reunion of the Allen 
family, at Manchester, revives an in- 
terest in our local annals. Now is a 
good time to refresh the memory by 
re-reading our admirable Town His- 
tory. 


Of the total county tax of $341,600 
levied by the county commissioners 
the apportionment for Manchester 
is $13,350.20, only $10,000 less than 
the: city’ vot Salem. The tax last 
yeat was $12,500. 


Tlie third Essex district, ac- 
cording to the new senatorial redis- 
tricting bill, includes Gloucester, 
Manchester, Rockport, Essex, Ham- 
ilton, Wenham, Topsfield, Ipswich, 
Rowley, Newbury, West Newbury, 
Newburyport and Salisbury. The 
towns added are Salisbury and 
West Newbury, which are trans- 
ferred from the fourth district, and 
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Topsfield from the fifth. Otherwise 
there is no change. 


While Salem and other near-by 
cities and towns are sweating under 
the pressure of the so-called ice trust, 
and people are getting only 12 to 15 
pounds of ice for ten cents, Manches- 
ter people can feel happy of the fact 
they can get 25 pounds for the same 
amount. Though this is five to ten 
pounds less than previous years the 
local ice-men say they may be sorry 
for such low prices before the sum- 
mer is over, and they are unable to 
get enough ice to supply their cus- 
tomers at any price. 

What’s the matter with us here in 
Manchester the last three or four 
years? Why can’t we get together and 
have a rousing good water carnival? 
With so many boats of various kinds, 
motor launches, yachts, large’ and 
small, dories, sail boats, and cruising 
yachts, and apparently some good 
yachting spirits, why not put some of 
our enthusiasm intoa water carnival? 
Our harbor has been a splendid place 
for such things in the past, why not 
try it again?

What is the matter with the citi- 
zens of Manchester? 

When the greatest of all songs 
was being sung at the Town wharf 
yesterday at the services in honor 
of the sailor dead the writer could 
see only two men who took off their 
hats.

great fortune from his book store, 
which his descendants are now con- 
ducting gnder the Old” South 
church, Boston. Mrs. Shaw’s par- 
ents were old and prominent Essex 
residents. Her father was Col. 
Joshua Lowe and her mother, Mary 
Burnham, an aunt of the noted an- 
tiquarian. Her grandfather, Thos. 
Burnham, fought under Washing- 
ton during the Revolution and her 
brother studied law with Rufus 
Choate. 

Thus Mrs. Shaw’s taste for the 
antique and historical is an inherit- 
ed one and for the past forty years 
she has collected the choicest an- 
tiques obtainable to adorn this 
beautiful house which has proven 
such a delight to the strangers from 
far and near who make Gloucester 
and the North Shore their summer 
home. 

The “Old Revolutionary House” 
was originally built for John Ste- 
vens, a Gloucester merchant and 
trader, who had a hazardous busi- 
ness career and became a bankrupt 
and to avoid arrest for debt fled in 
a vessel belonging to his father-in- 
law to St. Eustatia, where he died. 

His foreign voyages were of some 
fruition, however, for all the beau- 
tiful woodwork of this old mansion 
was brought from abroad. 

Ionic and Corinthian pillars adorn 
the stately portico which faced the 
harbor in the olden days and the 
grounds sloped to the water to 
“Front street,’ now Gloucester’s 
busy Main street, the grounds be- 
ing laid out in terraces and taste- 
fully arranged flower plots. The 
old portico still remains and a por- 
tion of the terraces. The old man- 
sion consists of 19 rooms and was 
hand made throughout, as its pres- 
ent substantial appearance attests, 
and is as habitable today as when 
the old merchant had it built. 

To appreciate its rich colonial 
charm, now adorned with its right- 
ful appointments, one must examine 
personally the beautifully carved 
and decorative mantels and  fire- 
places, the exquisitely wrought 
hand-carved staircase, the beauti- 
fully frosted window on its first 
landings surmounted by the Cor- 
inthian pillars. 

It is not surprising that the old 
merchant should build and adorn 
such a home for the daughter of his 
close friend, Winthrop Sargent, 
who, when widowed by her  hus- 
band’s death in a far-off land, 
should find consolation in love of 
Rev. John Murray, the founder of

Julia Maria Murray, who mar- 
ried A. L. Bingaman, Esq., of Mis- 
sissippi, the latter dying in the au- 
tumn of 1822, leaving a son, who 
married a Miss Livingston of New 
York. Mrs. Murray “died at Nat- 
chez, June 6, 1820, aged 60. 

The Sargent name was perpetu- 
ated through Epes Sargent, an 
uncle of Mrs. Murray, who was also 
a prominent Gloucester resident and 
several of his descendants became 
distinguished men, notably Epes 
Sargent, extensively known as a 
poet, dramatist and author of a 
series of popular school books. 
John Sargent, the famous portrait 
painter, traces his ancestry from 
these Gloucester Sargents and 
uncles and cousins, and even Mrs. 
Murray’s father were warm advo- 
cates of Rev. Mr. Murray and suf- 
fered much unhappiness from the 
hearty welcome they bestowed upon 
him and their belief in his doctrines. 

Thus in this old mansion lived 
the gifted woman who was to 
brighten the latter days of this ad- 
mirable founder and advocate of 
Universalism. 

He was described as a man of 
medium stature, of intelligent coun- 
tenance beaming with good nature 
and benevolence. Easy in his ad- 
dress and the gentleman in his man- 
ners. 

As ‘a preacher, he excelled in 
power, ease and grace, was highly 
gifted with great “facility and felic- 
ity of diction, and his impressive 
personality and the sincerity of his 


belief overrode the bigotry and in- 
tolerance of those who sought to 
destroy the views he tried to pre- 
sent and establish. Thus around 
this old mansion was woven a de- 
lightful romance of a noted person- 
age in religious history, and it was 


only the thought of Mrs. Shaw, 
whose fine inherited taste for the 
richness of historical associations 


and traditions, has preserved the 
old mansion and whose own per- 
sonal fortune has been used to re- 
store its original atmosphere and 
give to the public.a museum to 
visit filled with rare colonial relics. 
Among the treasures now adorn- 
ing the “Old Revolutionary House” 
are a Napoleon carved high-posted 
bed over 100 years old, Napoleon 
pitcher and bowl, Chippendale 
wash stand, Windsor chairs, ma- 
Logany low boys, carved Swiss 
table, Pier glass table, camphor 
wood chests, tables with feather 
carving, rare inlaid dining table 
rare pictures and mirrors of all de- 
Scriptions,. antique china of all de- 
signs and patterns, 150 pieces of 
rose Canton, Sheffield plate, Royal 
Canton with birds, bees and -flow- 
ers for decoration, exceedingly rare; 


old Satzuma Loewstoft, Spode 
Staffordshire, silver and copper 
lustre and every conceivable style 
obtainable, hundreds of pieces 


which adorn the quaint old closets, 
tables, etc., old cut and colored 
glass utensils, rush bottom chairs, 
beautiful desks, gold lacquer work 
boxes, beautiful inlaid tables, rare 


old Chippendale and Sheraton 
chairs, Davenport sofas, rare Chi- 
nese work boxes with ivory carved 
appliances. Most noticeable is the 
French marquetry hall clock, 183 
years old, valued at $1000, beautiful- 
ly inlaid and on its dial two moons, 
a farm scene and a marine scene ap- 
pear as the hours progress. There 
are two marquetry tables of the 
same period beautifully inlaid. 

A camphor wood writing desk 
like the one Napoleon used ‘during 
his island exile is another choice 
possession, while several rare crepe 
shawls, French chintz coverings, an 
original old Aubuson carpet, rare 
old books, lamps and countless oth- 
er articles go to make the old man- 
sion bewilderingly fascinating to 
the lover of the old-time arts. 

Mrs. Shaw also owns part of the 
Dalton set made for Lorenzo Pa- 
panti, the dancing master of the 
elite of Boston three generations 
ago. 

Thus the old mansion has been 
made a fitting monument to com- 
memorate the memory of Judith 
(Sargent) Stevens, second wife of 
Rev. John Murray, founder of the 
Universalist faith in America.

There were about 150 present, —a 
greater part of whom were from Man- 
chester, Beverly, and immediate vicin- 
ity. (A complete list of those who 
registered will be found in another 
page.) Among those present were 
Deacon Albert E. Lowe, Manchester’s 
grand old man, who signed his name 
to the register “without glasses,” as 
he wrote. His age is 97 years, 10 
months. Probably the youngest Allen 
present was George Lockhart Allen, 
jr., son of Mr. and Mrs. Geo. L. Allen, 
D. L. Bingham of Manchester, 
the Nestor librarian of the state, was 
also present. It was to be regretted 
that George Forster Allen, who lacks 
only two months of being 80, and is 
one of the 7th generation, and isa de- 
scendant of the planter on both his 
father’s and mother’s side, was unable 
to be present.

The reunion was held under the 
auspices of the Old Planters’ society 
of which Col. Thos. Wentworth Hig- 
ginson is president. He was not 
present, but Dr, F. A. Gardner of 
Salem, vice president, was present 
and took an active part in the gather- 
ing. Mrs. Lora A, (Woodbury) Un- 
derhill of Boston, registrar of the 
society, Miss Lucie Gardner of Salem, 
secretary, Dr. Ralph Sprague of 
Charlestown, one of the council, were 
also present. 

The reunion was a grand success in 
every way. The weather was ideal 
and the older people were able to get 
out and enjoy the occasion.

Summoned to Court

William Jeffries, a gentleman of ed- 
ucation. He was born at Chudding- 
ly Manor, County Sussex, England, 
and matriculated July 7, 1603, as 
sizar of Caius College, Cambridge. 
He took his degree of B.: A. at 
graduation in 1606, and his M. A. 
four years later. His father, 
was a merchant in London, died in 
1161, and his mother then moved 
to London. . 

“The exact date of the arrival of 
William Jeffries in America is not 
known, but as he was at Wey- 
mouth in September, 1623, he prob- 
ably came about that time with the 
Robert Gorges party. Waters states 
that in 1630 he was reckoned one of 
the principal men of that hamlet. 
Just when he went to Cape Ann we 
do not know, but the theory of the 
speaker is that, as he was engaged 
extensively in fisheries he, while 
still a resident of Weymouth, had 
flakes or other appliances connected 


with the fishing industry at Cape 
Ann, Jeffries Neck (at Ipswich), 
Jeffries Creek (Manchester), and 


the Isle of Shoals, as Phippen men- 


tions. Waters speaks of him as the 
first Englishman whose name_ has 
been preserved at Ipswich,  al- 


though it is not known that he was 
ever a resident there. Great Neck 
was called Jeffries Neck from the 
very beginning, and we shall see 
that as late as 1666 he claimed own- 
ership of this property and _ his 
claim was sustained. 

“According to the Massachusetts 


Bay Records of April- 21, 1629, 
William Jeffryes, gent. and “Wil- 
liam Blaston,” (ales were ‘“author- 


ised to putt John Oldham in pos- 
session” of land granted to him on 
the banks of the Charles River. 
(v. I, p. 398.) 

“At the time when the staid New 
Englanders were shocked by the 
revelries at Merry Mount, Morton

“When Morton returned to New 
England in 1643, this letter was 


the — 


used against him and he was fined 
too pounds, which he was’ unable 
to pay, and only his age saved him 
from the whipping post. 

“Morton’s attempt to show that 
he and Jeffries had been good 
friends is negatived by the fact that 
when Morton was banished in 1628, 
Jeffries and Mr. Burslem contribut- 
ed two pounds towards the expense 
of the banishment. 

“Teffries was among those old 
planters who transferred their in- 
terests from Cape Ann to Salem in 
1626, as he styled William Jef- 
fries, Gentleman, in a letter of in- 
struction dated April 21, 1620, this 
letter being sent to Salem. 


“April 1,1626,-he-had---a-_legacy 
from his mother’s will, of two 
houses and bake: house and ale 


house “with sign of Cordelyon,’ 
etc., all anciently known as Flower 
de Luce, in Southwark. He married 
in 1640, Mary Gould, daughter of 
Jeremiah and Priscilla (Grover) 
Gould. 

“He was one of the commission- 
ers (marriage) of Weymouth in 
June, 1641. He evidently did not 
confine himself in the matter of rai- 
nent to the sober colors of many of 
the Puritans, as he is mentioned as 
the onetime owner of a damson col- 


ored “sute of cloth” which he had 
purchased of Mr. Easton. So Jo 
Godfrey testified March 28, 1648. 
(Water’s Ipswich, p. 499.) 

“He had applied for admission as 
freeman in Oct. (19th) 1630, and 
was sworn as such May 18, 1631. 
In 1636 he had a legacy. from his 
brother-in-law, Hugh Evans, of 
London, of to shill. to buy a ring. 
May 14, 1649, the General Court 
ordered that Jeffrey’s Creek be 
called Manchester. The exact date 
of his removal to Newport, R. L., 
we do not know, but in 1654 he was 
one of a committee of four persons 
of that town who wrote a letter for 
Newport to the towns of Provi- 
dence and Warwick.- March 27, 
1654, he sold Lawrence Turner and 
Tobias Saunders, land at Newport, 
measuring 67 by 57 rods. He was 
made freeman there in 1655, com- 
missioner in 1661 and deputy in 
1664. May 16, 1654, he is  men- 
tioned as a witness in a divorce 
case. (Mass. Bay Records, v. IV, 
Pteal,~psiO0s) 

“He claimed ‘Jefferay’s Neck’ 
‘nere’ Ipswich as his property and 
was given liberty to make good his 
plea before the whole court, May 
31, 1660. He was successful and

Address of Welcome 


Fred K. Swett, chairman of the 
board of selectmen, himself pos- 
sessing some Allen blood, welcomed 
the visitors to the town.

“It is with great pleasure that 1 
bring to you the greetings of our 
fellow-citizens and heartily welcome 
you to our hospitality, and in keep- 
ing with the custom of ancient 
times, when the key of the city was 
presented to the visitors of rank, 1 
extend to you the freedom of Man- 
chester-by-the-Sea, the pearl of the 
North Shore, whose wooded hills 
touching the ocean edge, give to it 
a grandeur that is without equal. 

“T sincerely regret that many of 
you who are with us today “will 
have so little opportunity to view 
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some of the points of interest in 
connection with the history of our 
own and the original settlers. We, 
who are citizens of Manchester, are 
proud of its history, which dates 
back to the days of Winthrop and 
Jeffrey, and the day when the keel 
of the Arbella ploughed the waters 
of our harbor, bringing the first 
band of settlers to our shores 256 
years ago. We would be pleased 
to show you the Baker house on 
Pine street, built previous to 1690, 
and the oldest house standing  to- 
day. Also the plot of ground used 
as a camping place by the Virginia 
Riflemen on their march to join 
Washington’s army in 1777, and 
now crowned by a magnificent gran- 
ite library, gift of our townsman, 
the Hon. T. Jefferson Coolidge; 
the powder house on Powder House 
hill near the water stand pipe, once 
the centre of patriotic interest in 
the war times of 1812; Masconomo 
Hill, named for the famous Saga- 
more John or Chief Masconomo, 
who sold the land comprising our 
township for the exorbitant sum of 
rising $15.00, and which has an 
assessed valuation today of about 
$11,000,000, and beyond the hill lies 
our famous Singing Beach and its 
equally noted Eagle Head. 

“Some of the older houses along 
our streets have never known the 
tread of but one family, as was il- 
lustrated this past year in the death 
of one of our citizens at the age of 
84 years. She was born, married, 
lived and died in the same home- 
stead. You can readily imagine how 
sacred such a hearthstone must be 
to the group that afterwards gath- 
ers about it. A recent instance that

North Yarmouth. 

In the easterly part of the Town 

of Manchester is the village called

naming. It was early settled and 
consisted of seven families, five of 
whom were Allens—descendants ot 
William. Allen. 

The typography of the neighbor- 
hood is a small basinlike valley,

It is, however, more than likely 
that they were the grandsons of 
William. It is quite certain that 
as early as the middle of the eight- 
enth century there were living 
there five families of Allens.

Allen; and Capt. John Allen, fa- 
miliarly called “Bos’n John,’ and 
the grandfather of the present Cap- 
tain John. “Bos’n John” built the 
brick house on Washington street 
in which his grandson now lives. 
Azariah was one of a family of nine 
supposed to have been born in this 
old house. 

Jacob lived in the house nearest 
the woods in the northeastern part 
of the village and but lately torn 
down. He was the son of Jona- 
than, one of twelve children, and a 
man of considerable dignity and 
force. Acting as a sergeant in the 
French war, his military tendencies 
led him with his son Isaac to the 
battle of Bunker Hill and many of 
.the later engagements. For forty 
years he pitched the tune in the old 


meeting house on the landing, Sab- 
bath days, without pay. He was 
the father of seven children, the 


youngest of whom was Nathan A\I- 
len, Deacon in the Orthodox church 
for 35 years. A daughter, Bethiah, 
became the wife of Aaron Lee, for 
many years clerk of the town. Dea- 
con Nathan lived in the house his 
father lived and died in, and was 
the father of ten children, one of 
-whom, John Perry Allen, was for 
many years a prominent man of af- 


fairs in the town, and an extensive 
manutacturer of furniture. 

Isaac was an older son of Jacob 
and lived in a house near Nathan’s 
on land now belonging to the Coun- 
ty club. He is said to have been a 
man of great physical strength. The 
story is told that he was able to 
seize a horse by the mane while on 
the run and throw himself upon his 
back. He reared a family of nine 
children but none of his children 
are now living in Manchester. The 
Galloupes and others in Beverly are 
descendants. 

Governor Allen owned and occu- 
pied the house with the _ sloping 
roof recently torn down by Philip 
Dexter, who is the present owner 
of Governor Allen’s land. Included 
in the land owned by Governor Al- 
len are Governors Pond and Govy- 
ernor’s pond and Governor’s hill. 
His homestead was noted in his 
day and later as having a ponderous 
and somewhat ornate gate at the 
entrance to his front yard. This Al- 
len does not appear to have left any 
family who remained in town. Fam- 
ily tradition has it that he was a 
man of considerable pretension, as- 
suming a leadership in affairs which 
his contemporaries did not always 
recognize, and it is generally un-

derstood that the title “Governor” 
was given him for this reason. This 
house was among the oldest in 
town, and not unlikely was built 
by Jonathan Allen, grandson of 
William. The estate passed from 
the name of Allen for several years 
and was owned by the Lees, until 
about 1820, when it was purchased 
by Nathan Allen, Jr., son of Deacon 
Nathan. 

Malachi Allen was the son of 
Malachi and a nephew of Jacob 
above. He was known as “Skipper 
Malachi” and lived in the house 
which stood on the site now occu- 
pied by the house formerly owned 
by Wm. H. Allen, and now owned 
by the County club. This house 
was a large one for those days, with 
a gable roof in front sloping back 
to within a few feet of the ground. 
It was a very old house with a great 
chimney a large square room in 
front and a long, narrow one in the 
rear. The writer well remembers 
the large white floors, neatly sand- 
ed; the hemlock brooms; the great 
fire place with its crane and hooks, 
and the mammoth oven from which 
he received many a savory dish. It 
was taken down in 1846 or 1847. 

It is reasonable to suppose that 
all the houses mentioned were built 
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by Jonathan Allen or his sons, 
three of whom are known to have 
owned property and lived there, 
namely, Jacob, Azariah, John and 
* probably Malachi the first who had 
four children and Malachi his son 
who had eleven. The younger 
Malachi was a stern man of the 
Puritanical type of strict integrity. 
Just prior to the Revolution when 
the Constable was the collector of 
His Majesty’s. taxes and was re- 
quired to imprison those who could 
not or would not pay, he refused to 
serve and paid his fine for his refu- 
sal; a no mean sum for those days. 
A monument to him and to his wife, 
Ruth Edwards, daughter of John 
Edwards and a woman of sterling 
worth, has been placed in the old 
cemetery on Washington _ street 
by three of his great grandchildren. 

In one of these old houses Mas- 
ter Moore, an old school teacher, 
taught navigation, an important 
training for these early settlers who 
were obliged to eke out their 
farming by fishing trips to the 
banks and elsewhere. 

Thus North Yarmouth seems to 
have been a peculiarly Allen settle- 
ment. In those early days they 
seem to have been a hardy, ad- 
venturous set, many being lost at 
sea; a number being killed in en- 
counters with Indians along the 
Maine coasts and in the Indian 
wars; and some migrating to New 
Hampshire and then to Vermont 
settlements. 

To-day no trace remains in the 
old village to more than faintly sug- 
gest the pleasant little settlement 
just described, but the traditions 
which cluster around it are very 
interesting to those whose fathers 
lived there, and reared their fami- 
lies in simple faith, and among 
many privations and hardships. 

Rev. E. H. Brewster of the Baptist 
church made a few informal remarks, 
speaking of the influence of such a 
community as this has on the Com- 
monwealth. He said he himself was 
of the 9th generation from Elder 
Brewster who was the founders of 
that family on this side of the water. 

Others who spoke briefly were 
Isaac West of New Orleans and Man- 
chester, D. L. Bingham and Dea. 
Jos. A. Torrey who read a hymn, for 
Old Planters’ Day. Mr. Torrey was 
one of the committee in charge of the 
reunion and to him is due a great deal 
of the credit for the success of the 
gathering.
